Bids for expansion projects planned 
for four Shelby County schools were 
opened at the March meeting of the 
Board of Education. Contracts for the 
work were awarded to three Birmingham 
construction firms, 

A music building for Chelsea High 
School will be built by Lem Alford and 
Son, who submitted a bid of $127,800. 

Work on the Thompson Middle 
School library and one additional 
classroom at the school will be done by 
Son and C Contractors at a total cost of 


Federal judge gavels end 


$61,608. Of this amount, $46,696 will go 
for the library expansion and the 
remainder for three alternate projects 
including improvements in the foyer and 
entrance to the gymnasium; reroofing of 
a portion of the building and some special 
library cabinets to be built. 

Thompson Elementary School is 
slated to receive four new classrooms and 
other additions and a bid of $185,887 
from Southeastern Porcelain and 
Construction Co. was accepted by the 
board. Besides the classrooms, which will

to Thompson-Walker suit

“If the sheriff can arrest a man 
running for office, a man in office, a 
campaign manager and two newspaper 
reporters for no reason, what can he do 
to a man on the street?” 

Billy Thompson asked this rhetorical 
question at the news conference he held 
last Wednesday after Sheriff Red Walker 
had agreed to pay $21,000 in damages to 
five of the men he arrested on May 28, 
1974. 

At that time Walker charged them 
with conspiracy to murder or maim him, 
but the evidence he presented for the 
arrests did not hold up and the suits were 
quickly dismissed. 

The whole affair was regarded by 
many as an election stunt to attract 
attention and gain votes for Walker in the 
hotly contested race he and Thomspon 
were waging for the office of sheriff. 
(Thompson had led in the first primary 
and the arrests took place a week before 
the runoff). 

But those arrested thought of it as a 
flagrant abuse of the sheriff's power. A 
year ago Probate Judge Conrad Fowler 
won a judgment of $5,000 after suing the 
sheriff in federal court, and Wednesday 
Thompson won $5,000. 

The two Birmingham News reporters, 
Ron Casey and John I. Jones, 
Thompson’s campaign manager, Sonny 
Dorough and C. E. “Tug” Parker each 
won $4,000. 

The sheriff has thus had to pay a 
total of $26,000 in damages as a result of 
his pre-election action, plus court costs 
and all the expenses incurred for trial 
preparation which will run into more 
thousands. 

His insurance bond with the county 
was for $7,500 at the time, through 


Travelers Indemnity Company. 

Thompson said he was very reluctant 
to settle his case without a full jury trial, 
but a combination of factors, including 
the advice of his own attorney finally 
convinced him to do so. 

One of the problems facing the 
plaintiffs was that federal judge James 
Hancock combined all five lawsuits into 
one, over the objections of all the 
plaintiffs. Thompson’s lawyer felt this 


would give less clout to each of the cases. 

Thompson especially wanted the 
entire story to come out in court. The 
story involved how the Birmingham News 
reporters were investigating alleged 
irregularities in the sheriff's department, 
and how the sheriff allegedly sent 
representatives with concealed tape 
recorders to talk with them. The taped 
conversations took place at Thompson’s

Limestone sink 
collapses road 


A 30 foot diameter limestone sink 
opened up under County Road 16 
Saturday, dropping a large part of the 
roadway into a 20 foot deep hole. 

County Engineer James L. Ray, Jr., 
estimated it would take six dump 
truckloads of “huge” limestone to plug 
the cavity . In all, he said, his crews would 
probably dump 600 cubic yards of 
material into the pit. 

The hole appeared close to the Dry 
Creek bridge, northwest of Calera, near 
where County Road 23 intersects County 
Road 16. Ray said there had been six 
similar sinks in the same area during the 
past five years. 

County crews barricaded the hole, 
which destroyed all but a narrow portion 
of pavement. Ray estimated it would take 
about two days to have the highway 
ready for traffic again. 
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The judge’s prominence in. national 
circles has been at least partly responsible 
for the many millions of dollars in federal 
matching funds the county has received. 

But in politics, every time an office 
holder makes a decision, he makes 
someone happy and someone else 
unhappy, or ever furious. The longer a 
politician holds office, the more decisions 
he makes, and his list of detractors grows. 

Tommy Snowden and Cecil 
Matthews are both appealing in their 
campaigns to the people who are 
unhappy about Fowler’s decisions on 
certain issues. 

Several things Fowler has done, or is 
thought to have done, are unpopular with 
a very vocal group..His opponents can be 
expected to bring up these issues at every 
opportunity. 

Tommy Snowden attracted attention 
in politics by working in the early Wallace 
campaigns. When a vacancy occurred in 
1968 in the Tax Assessor’s office, on the 
resignation of Ross B. Mullins, he was 
recommended for the post by then - 
Representative Tom Stubbs. He has since 
run for and won the office on his own His 
term does not expire this year and in the 
event he does not win the probate judge 
post, he will continue as assessor. 

Cecil Matthews is making his first bid 
for public office. He moved to the county 
as a student at the University of 
Montevallo. Last year he worked for the 
incorporation of Pea Ridge as a 
municipality but this effort failed. Later 
he carried complaints about telephone 
service in Pea Ridge to the Public Service 
Commission. The PSC told Bell to 
improve service there.

convert large areas in the school to 
smaller rooms, 

With bids totaling $448,596, and 
architects’ fees of seven percent 
anticipated, Dean estimates that the four 
projects will total $480,000. The board 
had budgeted $475,000 for the work and 
Dean indicated that, in view of rising 
costs, he is pleased the. work will exceed 
the estimate by a comparatively small 
amount. 

A letter to Education Superintendent 
Elvin Hill was read, in which State 
Education Superintendent Wayne Teague 
outlined an opinion by Attorney General 
Bill Baxley regarding fees collected from 
parents of public school students. 


In his correspondence, Teague stated 
that fees collected for those courses 
which are required for graduation must 
be refunded because of legislation which 
allots to each school system money to 
replace certain fees. The letter also said 
the state has adopted the position that 
school systems not in compliance with 
current policies regarding fees will not 
receive their fee -eplacement funds. 

The meeting was held at the Shelby 
County Area Vocational Center in 
Columbiana, so board members could see 
a demonstration of a computerized 
system which it has approved for use in 
career selection and guidance. 


The service, known as the Alabama 
Occupational Information System 
(AOIS), involves a telephone hookup and 
enables students, teachers and counselors 
to receive information relating to 
occupational interests, educational 
possibilities and job markets. The 
portable unit can be used anywhere there 
is a telephone and would be utilized by 
all high schools and middle schools in the 
county. 

Board members agreed in January to 
spend $6,000 to subscribe to the plan on 
a one-year trial basis, at the suggestion of 
Vocational Center director Charles 
Knowles. The board has since learned 
that a grant is available to help with this 
cost and the county will receive the first 
year’s service for $2,400. 


Dean told board members of his 
meetings with representatives of the 
Riverchase and Inverness developments 
relative to obtaining property on which a 
new school to serve the North Shelby 
area might be located. 

The board chairman said that 
Inverness representative Bud Fielder told 
him developers there will probably soon 
solidify plans to offer a portion of land to 
the county board with option to buy 
additional property. 

In more routine matters, the 
following proposals received board 
approval: 

- - Continued participation in a Title 
IV library program which brought the 
county $11,000 in federal funds last year.

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Protesters seek action by 
District Attorney, Sheriff 


Events stemming from an incident 
that occurred on the last Friday of 
February apparently led to a protest 
march in front of the Shelby County 
Courthouse last Wednesday . 

Three Chelsea women, Mrs. Margaret 
O’Shields, Mrs. Denise Alexander and 
Mrs. Ophelia Patterson, carried signs as 
they walked in front of the Courthouse in 
Columbiana. The signs read, “I demand 
justice for the attempt of murder made 
on my son. D A issue a Warrant.” 
Another sign asked, “Do you want your 
son shot? Help the D A understand.” Still 
another sign proclaimed, “We want the 
District Attorney to give us a fair shake.” 

Mrs. O’Shields told the Reporter that 
the trio was conducting the protest 
because the District Attorney or the 
sheriff had not issued a warrant for the 
arrest of J. M. Bridges of Chelsea. 

Mrs. O’Shield’s son, Carl O’Shields, 
related a series of events leading up to the 
protest. 

O’Shields, 21, said the whole thing 
began when he and his friend, William 
Patterson, also of Chelsea were hunting 
around midnight on the night of 
February 27. They were hunting, he said, 
just. off the Simmsville Road between 
Chelsea and Pelham. 

During the course of their hunting, 


according to O’Shields, they were 
approached by J. M. Bridges. Bridges, 
apparently attempted to make a 
‘Scitizen’s arrest’. In an ensuing 
argument, according to O’Shields, 
O’Shields was shot through the abdomen. 
O’Shields was then taken by ambulance 
to Shelby Memorial Hospital. He was 
hospitalized for three days, according to 
Mrs. O’Shields. 

The incident drew police from 
Alabaster and Pelham to the scene as well 
as deputies from the Shelby County 
Sheriff's Office. 

O’Shields and Patterson were charged 
with night hunting in Shelby County's 
Inferior Court. 

O’Shields and his mother are seeking 
to have either the Sheriff's Office or 
Harold Walden, District Attorney, issue 
an ‘‘assault with intent to murder” 
warrant on Bridges, who allegedly did the 
shooting. 

Walden told the Reporter that all 
evidence in the case is scheduled to be 
turned over to the next session of the 
Grand Jury scheduled to meet May 10. 

The women participating in the 
demonstration? Mrs. O’Shields is the 
mother of Carl O’Shields, Mrs. Patterson 
is the mother of William Patterson: and 
Mrs. Alexander is Patterson’s aunt. 


New home construction 
is on rise in county

About 250 new houses are going up 
in Shelby County, according to Paul 
Yeager, County Planner. He said this 
figure is for houses started since January 
1. It represents a big increase in new 
housing starts, following a construction 
slump during the past two years. 

Most of the new ones are going up in 
the Pelham, Helena, Cahaba Valley area, 
he said, estimating that number at 200. 

And what about the status of the 
sewers and sewage treatment plants in the 
fast developing area? 

Some people have the idea there isa 
moratorium on cons.ruction, Yeager said. 
but that is not true. The Environmental 
Protection Agency will start a study in 
May that will require about nine months 
to complete. But the EPA has assigned a 
quota of sewage to the south Jefferson 
County area that will allow the 
Riverchase Development to proceed as 
planned. 

The Alabama Water Improvement 
Commission has stopped the “package 
plants” that small subdividions have 
installed to handle their sewerage 
treatment. These were often designed to 
empty into Bishop or Buck Creek in the 
northwest area. But individual septic 
tanks are not restricted by the AWIC or 
the EPA, Yeager said. 

The town of Pelham is still included 
with the proposed county sewer system. 
The project has received $40,000 funding 
for an intitial study . 

Yeager said that the EPA’s approach 
to the sewage and waste problems is to 
clean up areas where problems exist 
already. This includes South Jefferson 
County, where the Cahaba River's 
capacity to absorb treated sewage is a 
continuing controversy. 

The EPA is not so worried about 
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areas of Shelby County where no homes 
exist, because “no problem exists.” So it 
does not object to septic tank 
installation, even though county health 
authorities know that too many septic 
tanks will soon lead to the kind of 
problem that EPA will have to handle. 


Yeager said that after the EPA study 
is completed, most people think the 
agency will approve expansion of the 
south Jefferson Cahaba and Patton Creek 
treatment plants. Jefferson County was 
planning expansion to handle 6 million 
gallons, but the EPA has held them to 2.2 
million gallons until after the study. Of 
this amount the EPA has assigned 
100,000 gallons for Riverchase for the 
next year. 


Shelby County and Jefferson County 
have long held talks and had arrived at 
cooperative agreements to handle each 
other’s sewerage in the fast-growing area, 
but the EPA study has stopped those 
plans.

Shelby Memorial Hospital recently 
underwent tough scrutiny from a survey 
team sent out from the Joint Commission 
on Hospital Accreditation and apparently 
passed the inspection with flying colors. 

The offical report will not be made 
for several weeks, but the preliminary 
result of the team’s findings is highly 
favorable. 

Shelby Memorial has met 
accreditation standards for several years, 
but must undergo periodic 
re-examinations. 

The laboratory especially came in for 
praise with this remark on the 
preliminary report: “One of the most 
exceptional small laboratories that I have 
been privileged to survey. Outstanding 
well-run and managed in every way.” 

Nursing service was called 
“outstanding” and no department of the 
hospital received a serious complaint. 
Most of the changes the team suggested 
involved paper work. The team found 
more written guidelines were needed in 
some departments, although they noted 
that the procedures being followed were 
adequate. The team also suggested 
updating the hospital’s by-laws. 

It asked that the administrator 
designate a person to act for him 
whenever he had to leave the hospital. 
Accordingly. the hospital board at its 
March 23 meeting designated three 
persons: Curtis McDowell, assistant 
administrator; Ralph Underwood, finance 
officer and Betty Sherrer, Head of 
Nursing.

Judge must resign to seek post 


' 

Chief Justice Howell Heflin’s 
decision to leave the State Supreme Court 
at the end of his term next January has 
focused attention on a little-known law 
which sharply limits the political 
ambitions of all Alabama judges. 

The recently adopted judicial reform 
amendment to the state constitution say 
no judge, except those in the probate 
courts, can “‘seek or accept any 
non-judicial elective office, or hold any 
othesoffice of public trust.” 

Under that mandate, a circuit Judge 
can run for the supreme court or one of 
the other appellate courts without having 
to vacate his office. And, of course, a 
judge on the court of criminal appeals or 
the court of civil appeals can seek 
election to the supreme court, 

But, if any of them, and that 
includes those on the supreme court wish 
to run for Governor or congress, they 
must resign first. 

When Heflin announced his 
tetirement to return to his private law 
practice, there was speculation that he 
might seek the U. S. House seat being 
vacated by the veteran Representative 
Bob Jones in the fifth district. 

The chief justice ruled that out when 
he spoke of what he hopes to accomplish 
in the remaining eleven months of his 


Poll says state 
opposes federal aid 


to cities, education 

Local participants in an American 
Montitor Poll apparently oppose federal 
aid to cities and they apparently favor 
repeal of the Federal Aid to Education 
Law. 

For this poll, taken in January, a 
total of 225 registered voters in Alabama 
responded. Forty eight of the responses 
were from Alabama’s Seventh 
Congressional District, a district that 
includes Shelby County. Local results 
generally reflected the views expressed 
throughout Alabama and the nation. 

To the question, “Would you want 
your Congressman to vote to spend 
federal funds to bail out cities in financial 
distress?” local voters responded with 43 
votes “no” and 4 votes, “yes.” 

To the question, “Would you want 
your Congressman to vote to repeal the 
Federal Aid to Education Law?” local 
voters indicated “yes” 39 times and “no” 
9 times. 

Nationally, 91% of the vuters 
expressed opposition to the federal 
government aiding cities in financial 
distress, and 79% were in favor of 
stopping federal aid to education. 

The American Monitor Poll is 
conducted by volunteers in each 
Congressional district. The poll was 
introduced ten months ago and is now 
operating in 341 Congressional districts in 
all 50 states. 

On each issue, 22,000 to 30,000 
citizens are questioned. 


term on the court. He would have to 
resign to run for Jones’ place in congress. 

But what of the governor’s race in 
1978 or the U. S. Senate That’s 
another matter. 

Heflin is regarded by many as a 
potential candidate for Governor or John 
Sparkman’s seat in the senate. And 
there’s nothing in the law to prohibit him 
from running for either place two years 
from now, 

Actually, the constitutional 
limitation has been in effect in Alabama at 
least since the state constitution was 
adopted in 1901. In fact, it was even 
more restrictive until it was modified in 
the judical reform amendment. 

For 72 years, until the amendment 
was ratified by the people in 1973, judges 
were prohibited from holding any 
nonjudicial office “during the term for 
which they were elected or appointed.” 

Under that rule, a judge who had two 
years left in his term, couldn’t run for 
governor, for instance, even if he 
resigned. 


Alabama is leader 


in pushing industry 


The State of Alabama is generally 
considered to’ have been t!.e leader in 
establishing the South’s industrial 
capabilities and potential. 

Of the many early examples of 
Southern industry, furnaces used by the 
iron and steel industry are most often 
remembered. Only a few of these 
monuments to a growing industrial South 
remain. The others succumbed either to 
the ravages of war or the deterioration of 
time. 

Of the survivors, Brierfield Furnace, 
located just across the Shelby County line 
in neighboring Bibb County, is one of the 
best preserved. 

Brierfield Furnace produced the 
largest quantity of iron, outproducing 
such furnaces as Tannehill and Cornwall. 
Most of the iron produced at Brierfield 
was transported to Selma and cast into 
heavy naval ordinance. 

The furnace at Brierfield was built in 
1861 and its cold-blast operation turned 
out some 25 tons of first-class iron a 
day. 

The Confederate government, acting 
on a report that “The Brierfield iron was 
the toughest and most suitable iron for 
making guns and above any other in the 
South,’. purchased the plant by forced 
sale in July 1863. 

During the war, Brierfield’s labor 
force was increased and the plant’s 
capacity expanded with the addition of a 
new hot-blast furnace. All products were 
appropriated for naval and military 
purposes for the war's duration. 

Of the 16 Alabama blast furnaces 
operating during the war, Brierfield had 
the largest daily capacity, 25 tons, and 
was one of six operations possessing a 
rolling mill.

Reporter interviews 
Senator Sparkman 


Among the Alabama newspaper 
executives attending the recent National 
Newspaper Association Workshops in 
Washington, D. C. was Mrs. Marcia Sears 
of the Shelby County Reporter. 

White in Washington, Mrs. Sears 
interviewed the senior Senator from 
Alabama, John Sparkman, 

Because Senator Sparkman is 
chairman of the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee, most of Mrs. Sears’ questions 
are concerned with this nation’s policies 
concerning other nations of the world. 

The following is a transcript of the 
interview: 

SEARS: Senator Sparkman, as 
Chairman of the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee, what do you think of Henry 
Kissinger’s conduct of American foreign 
policy? 

SPARKMAN: Well, I think Henry 
Kissinger is a very able man and | think 
he’s done an outstanding job particularly 
in the field of negotiating agreements. 
Now, I know that some people criticize 
him on some of the things he says and | 
don’t necessarily agree with him on 
everything, but I think he’s a very able 
Secretary of State. 

SEARS: We hear a lot about the 
United States making secret agreements 
with foreign countries. Didn’t we use to 
have a rule about open covenants, openly 
arrived at? 

SPARKMAN: You are quoting 
Woodrow Wilson, and it was a very good 
policy. Mr. Kissinger doesn’t make any 
secret agreements that come up in the 
form of treaties because they cannot be 
secret. They must come before the 
Foreign Relations Committee, be voted 
out by it by two-thirds vote and then 
voted out by the Senate with a two-thirds 
vote before they become effective. Now, 
of course, he will have discussions and 
lots of times you think of those things 
being agreements. I think we ought to 
look at it as being exploratory talks. 

SEARS: On a slightly differenst 
subject, do you think the CIA and the 
FBI should be more closely supervised, 
and ifso.... 

SPARKMAN: May I go back to that 
treaty question just a minute and the 
secret agreements? Now in the Sinai 
Agreement settlement there were some 
agreements that were worked out that 
were classified but when he was testifying 
before the Foreign Relations Committee, 
our Committee insisted that he make 
those particular agreements on that 
settlement public. He was reluctant to do 
so, but he did, and they were published in 
full. 

SEARS: Do you think the CIA and 
FBI should be more closely supervised, 
and if so, by whom or what person? 

SPARKMAN: That's a hard question 
to answer. They ought to be closely 
supervised. I’m not saying they are not 
now. George Bush is the brand new 
Director of CIA and he testified before 
our Committee and had to be confirmed, 
and he said that he was going to carry out 
the program in a fair, unbiased manner. 
Of course, there are some things that 
come up in the discussion stage that 
ought not to be made public and the 
same thing is true with the FBI. I should 
think the FBI, many of its things, I think 
it has to keep secret. 

SEARS: Ho do you think the change 
in leadership in England's Labor Party 
will affect our relationship with England? 

SPARKMAN: I don’t think it will 
have any particular effect. personally . I 
hated to see the Prime Minister step 
down, Prime Minister Wilson, | think he 
has done a very fine job. Relations have 
been good and I’m confident they will 
continue to be good. 

SEARS: Do you think Russia is 
militarily stronger now than the United 
States? 

SPARKMAN: No, you know it’s 
hard to measure the differences. They 
may be stronger in some things. We are 
stronger in others. | think we are in good 
shape, and actually stronger in the things 
that count than Russia is. 

SEARS: Senator Sparkman, do you 
think we should use food as a bargaining 
tool with the Russians and other 
countries since we have usually a surplus 
of food in this country and they have 
shortages? 


SPARKMAN: Yes, | don’t exactly 
like the term bargaining, but everything 
where there’s trade there is a degree of 
bargaining. Yes, we have more grain than 
we need. Russia doesn’t have enough. She 
has things that we want and so I believe 
in carrying on a trade that could be 
advantageous to both. 


SEARS: Would you agree in using 
food in the same way that some of the 
nations have been using oil to threaten us 
in a way of withholding oil? 

SPARKMAN: No, I don’t believe in 
that. I don’t believe it in reference to oil. 
I don’t think it should be and I’m not in 
favor of our using it with any nation. 
Let’s have orderly trade and commerce, 
That’s healthy. 

SEARS: What’s happening in our 
relations with Spain now that Franco is 
gone? 

SPARKMAN: You know, right now 
ous Committee is considering the treaty 
on the Spanish bases. We’ve had some 
hearings and we are going to have still 
more, I favor the treaty. I think the 
young King Juan Carlos... I think he 
gives great promise of improved 
conditions in Spain and I say we ought to 
give him a chance to get straightened out. 

SEARS: We’ve been reading lately 
that the Russians are trying to infiltrate 
the staffs of Senate Committees. Do you 
think there is anything to this and what 
can you do to guard against it? 

SPARKMAN: They may try, but I 
don’t think they will have any success. 
Now I have read in the papers in the last 
few days about one former aide of a 
Senator saying that he played both sides 
of the game. | don’t think he did any 
damage to us, but I naturally think we 
ought to be very careful about those 
things. 


SEARS: You have served Alabama 
for 39 years in the House and Senate, and 
you have served as Chairman of some of 
the most important Committees. How do 
you think the future of the United States 
looks today? 


SPARKMAN: I always look at it 
with rose-colored glasses. I think the 
future of the United States is good. I 
think we will continue to be a great, 
powerful, rich, if [| may use that term, I 
do not mean everybody is rich, I would 
have to eliminate myself, but I believe it’s 
going to be the leading power in the 
world. I look on the United States and 
Russia as the two greatest superpowers 
that do have some degree of 
confrontation, but on the other had, 
we've got Great Britain, we’ve got West 
Germany, we've got Japan, we’ve got any 
number of nations that you could name 
that we have very good relations with and 
I feel quite confident that they will 
continue. 


SEARS: And what about the 
outlook for Alabama? 

SPARKMAN: I think the outlook for 
Alabama is good. You know, every time I 
find something telling about the 
wonderful accomplishments in Alabama, 
I send that over to Grover Smith. I want 
him to keep up with everything good 
that’s going on in Alabama, and I think 
we are doing a very good job down there,

Three major tire-makers say they 
believe the day of the spare tire is coming 
to an end. 

The tire-makers say they want to 
replace the conventional spare tire with 
temporary spares or tires that can run 
temporarily even after a puncture, 

But the problem, the firms say, is to 
educate the public to accept the 
substitutes and to make the substitutes 
economical. 

General Motors Corporation 
president E. M. Estes says that before too 
long the auto industry will be using 
temporary spares and will eventually 
eliminate conventional spare tires, 

Estes told the Regional Development 


Board in Akron, Ohio, recently that use 
of the new tires on cars now on the road 
could result in a reduction of weight that 
would save about a million gallons of gas 
daily. 

Firestone Tire and Rubber Company 
notes it already markets a “run-flat” tire 
that it says warns the driver when the tire 
is low on air. Firestone says the tire can 
be driven up to 50 miles after a puncture. 


B. F. Goodrich Company says it has 
given Detroit automakers samples of its 
“run-flat” tire concept and has marketed 
for nearly a decade a mounted spare that 
can be inflated by a pressurized can of 
inert gas.

home, and were used by the sheriff as 
evidence for arresting the men. The same 
recordings were examined by the state 
attorney general and found to be without 
“a shred of evidence” of a conspiracy to 
murder or maim. 

Depositions were taken from many 
persons by Thompson’s attorney in order 
to prove his case in federal court. 
Depositons alone cost the plaintiffs 
$3,000, according to attorney Charles 
Cleveland. Costs for these will now be 
charged to the sheriff, under terms of the 
settlement. 

Thompson wanted the contents of 
the depositions to be heard in open court, 
but his lawyer argued that “federal court 
is not necessarily the place for a public 
forum.” 

Another reason that Thompson 
settled was that the federal judge was 
pushing him and the others for a 
settlement. The judge himself indicated 
the case was so complex it would be 
impossible to try it without technical 
errors. Errors could be the basis for 
appeals, and appeals could keep the cases 
tied up in court for years. This in turn 
would prevent Thompson’s running for 
political office until the case was 
resolved. 

Thompson made a big point at the 
news conference that he did not settle

“out of court”. He settled “in court.” 
The sheriff's attorneys reportedly had 
offered a settlement several days before 
the trial began and Thompson turned 
them down. 

The case was brought to trial, the 
jury selection was completed and the first 
witness was ready to testify when another 
settlement offer was made. The judge 
recessed the court, met with all the 
attorneys (three on the sheriff's side, six 
on the plaintiffs’ side) and apparently 
pushed for a settlement. 

All the other attorneys agreed. 
Finally Thompson’s own attorney advised 
him that this was “‘a disposal that would 
vindicate Thompson. It was in the best 
interest of all the parties involved.” A 
judgment against a party is considered an 
admission of guilt. 

Thompson said that he had agreed to 
follow his attorney’s advice when he 
hired him, so he agreed to it.

New education building-- 


Helena Baptist Church expanding 


by Bert Seaman 

For the past two years members of 
the Helena Baptist Church have been 
making _ for a new addition to their 
church. Now the plans are close to 
becoming reality. 

Ground is expected to be broken in 
May for a $225,000 education building 
which will include an interim sanctuary. 

Between 120 and 140 members were 
present when a vote was .aken on 
whether to build the addition, related the 
church’s pastor Jerry Kline, ‘‘and the vote 
was unanimous that we do it.” 

Kline reported that more space was 
badly needed due to an increase in 
membership. “We had 70 in Sunday 
School two years ago,” he pointed out, 
“and now we have 160.” He added that 
the sanctuary was also full to capacity 
every Sunday morning. 

Even more people are expected to 


move into the area soon, Kline went on 
to say, with new housing developments 
being built and a new sewerage system 
about to be constructed, 

Using the slogan “Building together 
with God through faithfulness and 
vision,’ the long range planning 
committee, headed by Jimmy King, 
started doing the groundwork for the new 
addition two years ago. Rev. Kline 
explained that the members of this group 
serve as chairmen of the six other 
committees working on the project. 

The congregation started giving to 
the building fund on Easter Sunday in 
1974, Kline said, with $27,000 having 
been raised since that time. “We have 
$14,000 in the fund now because part of 
the money was used to buy additional 
property,” he noted. Kline pointed out 
that additional money would also be 
needed for furnishings.

The new 97 X 56 foot building, 
which hopefully will be occupied in 
December, will contain a kitchen, a 
fellowship hall capable of seating 200 at 
tables, and eight classrooms. “We can 
make 10 classrooms by using folding 
doors which will be installed in the 
fellowship hall,’ Kline explained. 

The two-story structure of masonry 
and steel construction will also house an 
interim sanctuary capable of seating 300. 
“When a new sanctuary is built in five or 
ten years,” Kline related, “some of the 
non-weight bearing walls can be removed 
in the education building and there will 
be space for 20 classrooms.” 

The first Baptist church in Helena 
was built in 1877 and also used as a 
Masonic Hall. The exact location of this 
building isn’t known, but a second church 
was built in 1910 close to where the 
present building now stands. It was 
destroyed by a tornado in 1933 and the 
present church was constructed in 1934 
with an education wing added around 
1957. 

“We’re a church in the heart of the 
community, with the community on our 
hearts,” Rev, Kline said, “and we think 
with this new addition we'll be better 
able to serve the people of this area.”

These 
services include adoption, licensing of 
child care facilities, counselling for adults, 
transportation and several others. 

Total amounts of money that went 
to persons in the different categories of 
aid for the entire fiscal year were’ Old age 
pensions, $120,335; Aid to blind, $1,379; 
Aid to Dependent Children, $482,948; 
Aid to permanently and totally disabled, 
$21,401; Aid to Children in foster care, 
$76,305- Individual and family grants, 
$84,764; Day Care, $1,268. 

The report also listed the average 
amount of aid per case for the single 
month of September, 1975. 

During that month a total of 741 
Shelby County residents received an 
average payment of $74. 

Broken down into categories, the 
196 persons on old age assistance received 
an average of $43 each. The two persons 
who were on the aid to blind assistance 
received an average payment of $36. 

Aid to dependent children was the 
biggest category. In September Shelby 
County had 453 cases, each receiving an 
average of $87 for the month. 

The report shows there were 27 cases 
in the category of Aid to Dependent 
Children in Foster Care, receiving average 
monthly payment of $80. In the related 
category of Aid to Children in Foster 
Care, 33 cases received an average of $72. 

Shelby County listed 30 persons 
receiving aid to permanently and totally 
disabled, with payments averaging $59 
for the month. 

No one in Shelby County received 
temporary aid or aid for children in day 
care.

The boy, Hanson Gregory, 
who — while watching his 
mother make fried cakes — 
complained that the center of 
the cakes were always soggy. 
He began poking the centers 
out of the cakes before his 
mother fried them, and thus 
was born the ‘‘doughnut”. 

There’s a plaque by the 
house in Rockport, Maine, 
where Hanson lived. It’s in- 
scribed: “In commemoration 
— this is the birthplace of 
Capt. Hanson Gregory who 
first invented the hole in the 
doughnut in 1847.” 

The newest version of the 
doughnut, says the Mister 
Donut executive, is “The Hole 
Thing” — a doughnut on a 
stick. It was created, according 
to Niglio, to appeal to both 
adults and children and ‘‘to 
keep fingers clean”.

At club luncheon-- 


Thursday, April 1, 
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Ege-quisites were on display

An elaborately decorated egg 
containing a ceramic Christmas tree with 
50 working lights and valued at $350, was 
one of those on display at the Christian 
Women’s Club luncheon held recently. 

The exhibit, and a demonstration of 
how the eggs are decorated, was given by 
Mrs. Otto Jones of Clanton in the old 
dining hall on the University of 
Montevallo campus where the club meets 
the third Thursday every month. 

A battery and poly optic fibers were 
used to light the ceramic Christmas tree 
which Mis. Jones had placed in a double 
yolked goose egg. She commented that 
she is now designing a waterfall effect for 
one of her creations, using the poly optic 
fibers. 

For the past five years Mrs. Jones has 
been creating her egg masterpieces which 
she calls egg-quisites. Although she often 
uses the eggs of chickens or smaller birds, 
some of her most beautiful work is done 
in large goose and ostrich eggs. 

One of her creations, which is 
encrusted with gold leaf and has the 
figure of a Madonna inside, took her 60 
hours to make, she revealed. A music box 
is part of this creation as well as several 
others. 


The Hummel figure of a boy holding 
a bird is encased in one egg which sits 


atop a music box which plays the song of 


a chirpping bird. Another ingeniously 
designed egg, which as a tiny 
merrry-go-round between the two halves, 
also contains a music box. 

Mrs. Jones explained that most of 
her ostrich eggs have to be imported from 
Africa. Eggs from the emu, which is a 
smaller member of the ostrich family, 
come from Australia she said. 

Other types of eggs which Mrs. Jones 
uses to make her creations include the 
aracauna chicken egg from Mexico, and 
the pear shaped murrah bird eggs from 
Alaska. Most of her large goose eggs come

A creation which Mrs. Jones 
displayed at an egg decorating show at 
Gatlinburg was written up in a decorating 
and crafts magazine. “I call it the seven 
days of the week around the mulber: 
bush,” she said. 

Mrs. Jones explained that she 
designed seven scenes which she placed in 
eggs on a revolving disc while a music box 
beneath played “Dixie.” The heads of the 
figures in the scenes were made from 
cotton seeds, she related. 

Observing that a steady hand and 
light touch was necessary when working 
with the delicate egg shells, Mrs. Jones 
demonstrated the technique of 
puncturing and blowing out the eggs. She 
explained that she uses dental and 
surgical tools as well as manicure scissors 
when cutting the shells. 

Mrs. Jones remarked that she 
donated the proceeds from the sale of her 
egg creations to the United Methodist 
Church in Clanton.

bonds may besold soon

A group of Calera citizens who 
approached three state officials in 
Montgomery last week to urge the sale of 
bonds, so that work can begin on the 
renovation of Calera High School, were 
told that some education bonds will 
probably be sold in mid-April. 

Carl Prichard, Calera PTA president, 
said that the group discussed their school 
Situation with State Superintendent of 
Education Wayne Teague, State Finance 
Director James L. Solomon and Henry 
Stegall of the governor’s office. 

“We had a real good hearing all the 
way,” Prichard commented. “Teague was 
very sympathetic,” he said, adding he 
believes that Stegall saw a ‘‘real need” as 
a result of the meeting. 

“We have been bombarding them 
with letters,’ Prichard said, noting that 
Solomon remarked, when introduced to 
the group, “So these are the people who 
have been writing all those letters.” 

“We feel there is a very good chance 
that bonds will be sold between April 17 
and 19,” Prichard said. Following the sale 
of the bonds, money would come back to 
the state within two or three weeks, he 
added, explaining that authorization for 
work to begin should be received by the 
county board of education soon 
afterward, 

“They could not guarantee us that 
we would get every bit of it at one time,” 
Prichard said. He added that some 
financial participation will be expected 
from the board of education “if the 
money comes in increments.” 

“We feel like if they just have 
$100,000, they should come down and 
start on our roof,” he commented. 

Noting the amount of several bids 
recently let for construction projects at 
four other county schools, Prichard-said 
that Calera parents who met with board 
members in February were led to believe 
the county did not have enough money 
to start work at their school. 

The Calera renovation was scheduled 
third on a list of priorities planned when 
receipt of bond revenue permitted. The 
first two, a lunchroom at Thompson 
Elementary School and major renovation 
at Montevallo High School, have been 
completed and board members have told 
Calera citizens that their school is still 
next in line for improvements when 
additional bond money becomes 
available. 

Charging that board members have 
the attitude that Calera does not rate 
local funds because “they don’t have any

story produces 


swift reaction

On the night of the unidentified girl’s 
burial, this writer turned in a story 
concerning the funeral of the nameless 
young woman to the Associated Press. 
The AP ran the story along with a picture 
of the funeral. 

The story was sent out over the 
national wire service to various 
newspapers across the country. 

In response to the story, which 
contained a brief description of the 
deceased girl, people from many sections 
of the nation called the Calera Police 
Department, County Coroner Ed Burdett, 
Reverend Robert Moore, who conducted 
the graveside service,and this writer, in an 
effort to determine if their missing 
daughter fit the description of the 
nameless young woman. 

Calls came in from all over the 
country. 

People from Texas, Louisiana, 
Oklahoma, New York, Georgia, 
Mississippi, Florida, South Carolina, 
Missouri, Ohio, New Mexico and Arizona 
contacted either the Calera Police 
Department, Coroner Burdett, Rev. 
Moore or this writer. 

News media from around the nation 
called this writer to get a more detailed 
story. One of those requesting more 
information was the American 
Broadcasting Company’s Paul Harvey. 

With the wide distribution of the 
story, authorities hope that possibly 
someone will recognize the description 
and identify the woman. 

At press time none of the half a 
hundred phone calls have turned up any 
positive lead.

Columbiana gets master plan 


by Willard Harrison 

The city government in Columbiana 
has its work cut out for it in years to 
come. 

A report presented Thursday night 
by planner Jody Ballard summed up the 
city’s present community facilities and 
made recommendations for change. 

The Birmingham Regional Planning 
Commission representative made a strong 
impression on the city council with his 
report. The 17-page document, which is 
the fifth chapter in the final plan, covers 
the old and new city hall; police and fire 
protection; water, sewer, and solid waste 
systems. 

Also included is the street and 
sanitation department; health, education, 
recreation, and library facilities; social 
services; and a proposed municipal garage 
and yard. 

Ballard began by discussing the old 
county courthouse, concluding that it 


should be preserved and restored. 
“Restoration of the structure will 
probably serve to enhance the 
attractiveness of downtown Columbiana 
for shoppers,” he states, “and act as a 
first step to renewing this commercial 
area.” 

The planner notes that “the traffic 
problem (surrounding the old courthouse) 
can be eliminated,” as discussed in his as 
yet unrevealed“ Thoroughfare Plan.” He 
indicates that restoration costs “will vary 
according to the s‘ructural condition of 
the building and the amount of 
restoration desired.” 

His lowest estimate for cosmetic 
restoration is $50,000. This would 
include repairing the roof, and interior 
and exterior work, 

The plan indicates that the new city 
hall if adequate through the year 2000. 
One suggestion which may spark 
controversy is his recommendation that 


parking be forbidden in front of city hall 
to allow for easy exits by fire trucks. The 
council had previously objected to this 
plan to forbid parking in front of the post 
office. 

The young planner also recommends 
that the city make arrangements for 
annual training classes for police and fire 
fighters, similar to the program now 
underway in Pelham. Another proposut is 
that the city hire three full-time firemen 
when the population reaches 3,000 
around 1990. This would help to lower 
fire insurance rates. 

The report recognizes that 
Columbiana needs water improvements 
One well was closed early this year due to 
turbidity; the other well could possibly 
be forced to close due to sinkholes. 

A short-term recommendation is that 
the city tie in with Alabaster’s water 
system in the event of an emergency

New two dollar bill 
isn’t a bad idea 


Perhaps you noticed the news item 
reporting that on April 13, 1976, the 
Federal Reserve Bank will release the 
new, long-awaited, $2 bill. What with all 
of the inflation we have suffered, maybe 
the issue of the $2 bill isn’t a bad idea. 
For one thing, it takes so many dollars to 
buy things these days, we may be able to 
cut down on the amount of paper stuffed 
into our wallets. We might even see a big 
upsurge in the old-time “Dollar Day” 
sales sponsored by retail stores in the 


form of ““Two-Dallar Days.” 


The big problem is, will the $2 bill 
enable us to buy what $1 ought to buy? 
For example, only twenty years ago when 
the $2 bill was in common usage, we 
could buy 33 first-class postage stamps for 
a one dollar bill, and still have a genuine 
copper penny left over. As of April 13, 
when we take our crisp new $2 bill to the 
post office, we will be given only fifteen 
first-class stamps and a nickel in change.

Professor tells us 


what’s right about USA 


“As the United States of America 
approaches its 200th Birthday a ‘Crisis of 
Confidence’ exists due to constant 
emphasis on what’s wrong. Here are a few 
things that are RIGHT” 

Professor Walt Seifert, who teaches 
journalism at Ohio State University, has 
spent a good part of his career telling 
about what’s right with America. One of 
Seifert’s approaches to telling the good 
news is to list a few common charges — 
and then refute them. For instance: 

C: “Inflation is killing us.” 

A: “The average American family is 
better off now than ever before because 
wages have risen higher than prices. 
Inflation is much worse in Europe.’ 

C: “Unemployment is at intolerable 
levels.” 

A: ‘“*Not true. It’s 8,3 percent 
today. Many of us remember when it was 
over 30 percent in the Depression, and 
America came through.” 

C: ‘American neglects its old 
people.” 

A: “Twenty years ago they had slim 
social security, no medicare or medicaid, 
and very few rest or nursing homes,” 

C: “We are being taxed to death.” 

A: “Our total taxes are far lower 
than any country in Europe today.” 

C: ‘**American workers get 
cheated.” 

A: “Since 1960 union wages have 
risen 50 percent faster than our national 
average: 22 percent of our blue collar 
workers now make over $15,000.” 

C: “Americans can’t afford private 
homes,” 

A: “In 1960 we had 33 million 
private homes. Today we're over 38 
million.”

U.S. Youths in Foreign Prisons 
Set Up by Their Own Government

WASHINGTON — We've 
received several complaints 
from parents whose youngsters 
have been thrown into foreign 
jails on drug charges. We've in- 

i some of these com- 
plaints, and we don't like what 
we've learned. 

The ugly truth is that young 
Americans are being locked up 
around the world, often without 


Their belongings have been 
seized. And they have been sub- 
jected to threats and extortion. 
There's no question about it. 
We've rece‘-od letters smuggled 
out of the prisons. We've ex- 
amined aozens of State Depart- 
ment cables on the subject. 
Finally, we went to Mexico to 
talk to Americans behind bars. 
But that isn’t the worst of the 
story. These young Americans 
were set up by their own 
government. Here are the 


Back in 1971, President Nixon 
issued urgent orders to stop the 
flow of drugs into the United 
States. There's no question this 
was a serious problem. He 
singled out 60 major drug 
trafficking nations for special 


tion, even the Central In- 


teiligence Agency began bear- 


As one source put it, “You can't 
believe the pressure we put on 
the other governments to stop 
the dope traffic.” 

The pressure was accom- 
panied with financial offers. This 
year alone, the United States is 
pumping over $45 million into 
foreign narcotics agencies. The 
US. also began stationing DEA 
men in foreign countries. At this 
moment, 227 American narcotics 
agents are scattered through 41 
nations. 

Gradually, the foreign 
authorities began to cooperate. 
But unfortunately, they picked 
up few major smugglers. In- 
Stead, they cracked down on 
young people, many of them 
Americans, who were suspected 
of drug use. 

Today, there are more than 
3,000 U.S. citizens in foreign jails. 
And each day, a dozen more are 
slammed behind bars. State 
Department sources have 
acknowledged that most Ameri- 
cans who have been arrested on 
drug charges are completely in- 
nocent or are carrying only a lit- 
tle pot for their personal use. 
Their arrests are unreasonable 
by American standards. 

But because of the 
from Washington to break up the 
narcotics trade, to quote another 
source, “an American kid in a 
foreign country has become an 
easy mark.” He may spend years 
in a stark, filthy, overseas jail. 


All the while, the State 
Department has been urging the 
local authorities to crack down 
on drug abuse This makes it 
awkward for our embassies to 
go back to the same authorities 
and complain about the deten- 
tion of American citizens. 

So those caught in the coils of 
foreign police can expect little 
more from the State Depart- 
ment than a polite inquiry. 

Congressional Follies; 
There are more than 19,000 bills 
in the legislative hopper on 
Capitol Hill Most Members of 
Congress introduce bills for a 
legitimate purpose. But some 
congressmen introduce them 
simply to please constituents, to 
placate critics, to make a 
philosophical point or, on occa- 
sion, to get a persistent nut off 
their backs. 

Congress is officially consider- 
ing bills to establish national 
halibut week, UHF-TV week, 
peanut butter-and-milk week 
and asparagus week, to name 
just a few of the commemora- 
tive dates you probably will 
never hear of again. 

There has been a deluge of Bi- 
centennial bills. One would 
allow an enterprising group of 
citizens to build a patriotic “We 
the People” ice sculpture on the 
Capitol grounds. 

Our favorite bill was written 
by a congressman who wanted 
President Ford to avoid 
assassination. The bill is called 
“The Better Part of Valor” con- 
Stitutional amendment. It pro- 
vides for “common sense” in the 
presidency. The bill states: “No 
person shall be President of the 
United States who shall not have 
enough sense to come out of the 
rain of bullets.”

One of the mass-produced wall 
calendars for 1976 carries, on its list of 
Memorable Dates: “January 14, 1914; 
Henry Ford starts assembly line 
production of the automobile.” There are 
some around still young enough to 
remember the original, and justifiably 
famous, “Model T” Ford — the first mass 
produced “‘horseless carriage” in history. 

Henry Ford was not the first to 


invent the automobile. In fact, many: 


others had pioneered the field for years. 
The very first true “auto” was invented 
and built by a Frenchman, Nicholas 
Cognet of Lorraine, in 1769. A 
steam-powered tricycle affair, it would 
run for 20 minutes, carrying four people, 
at a little over two miles per hour. After a 
“rest” of twenty minutes, it would build 
up enough power to travel another 
two-thirds of a mile — more or less. It was 
an Austrian, Siegfried Marcus, who built 
the first gasoline powered car. Marcus was 
actually looking for a source of light 
when he experimented with a mixture of 


gasoline and air, ignited by a stream of 


sparks, The chemical reaction was so 
great that Marcus quickly realized that he 
had discovered a source of power, not

shortage. A long-range plan is the 
recommendation to drill another well. 
The city is about to extend the water 
system with a recently-approved federal 
grant. 

Ballard offered no in-depth report of 
the city sewer system, since the system is 
now under comprehensive study by a 
private firm hired by the city. 

In the area of solid waste, the 
planner presented a table showing the 
cost of various methods of garbage pick 
up. The figures indicate that the city 
could save money if it owned its own 
equipment and collected trash, rather 
than contract for the service. 

The report notes that Columbiana is 
in need of more park and recreation area. 
Ballard suggests that the city work with 
the Board of Education in enlarging the 
middle school playground, which would 
be used as a neighborhood park during 
non-school hours. 

The subject of a new county 
fairgrounds is also brought out. 
Recommending that 50 to 100 acres be 
obtained, the planne: suggests a location 
on the By-Pass on the eastern side of 
Highway 47. He adds that the city should 
work with the county and local civic 
groups in obtaining land for the site. 

The report notes that the county or 
state supplies all social services in 
Columbiana, such as VA, Title 20 
programs, etc. The planner concludes that 
“There is need in the county for legal aid 
services for the benefit of lower income 
people.”

Foreign language study 


becoming popular again 


After studying a year of high school 
spanish, twin sisters -- Bonnie and Donnie 
vans, decided to make the language their 
-ollege major. “We enjoyed it,” says 
Bonnie, “and thought it could be useful.” 


Today the two University of 
Montevallo seniors are set to graduate ata 
time when foreign language study, after a 
period of decline, is again being 
recognized as useful. 

In fact, this week, April 4-10, has 
been declared Foreign Language Week in 
Alabama by proclamation of Gov. George 
C. Wallace. 

In his proclamation Wallace notes 
that foreign language study promotes 
mutual understanding and respect 
between nations and cultures, and also 
strengthens comprehension of English. 


“Commercial and industrial relations 
with many different nations,” says the 
governor, “are becoming increasingly 
important to the economic advancement 
Alabama.” 

During the 1960's the nationwide 
trend was for colleges and universities to 
relax or even drop the foreign language 
requirement for their students. Concern 
over the ability to American students to 
read and write English has closely 
paralleled the de-emphasis of foreign 
languages. 

““That’s because foreign language 
study has always been based on English 
grammar,” says Ray Mayfield, head of 
the language department at the University 
of Montevallo. “An English major studies 
literature unless he specifically takes a 
course in grammar -- a foreign language 
student deals with grammar everyday.” 


At. Montevallo the university’s 
curriculum committee is discussing the 
possibility of re-instating the foreign 
language requirement. The move would 
make UM the first institution in Alabama 
to drop and then restore the requirement. 

Spanish is the foreign language most 
popular at UM and most other colleges in 
the South. “More than 10-million people 


in the United States speak Spanish as

their first language,” says Mayfield. “The 
geographical proximity of Latin America 
has always made Spanish popular. Now 
the deep-water port at Mobile and 
development of the inland waterways, 
perhaps all the way to Birmingham, will 
make the language even more important 
to Alabamians.” 


Mayfield has translated foreign 
contracts and has served as an interpreter 
for the Jefferson County Sheriff's Dept. 
as well as for foreign visitors studying U. 
S. medical facilities. He recommends a 
foreign language as a good companion 
field of study for business students. 

Today, says Mayfield, many people 
have travel opportunities they never 
anticipated while in school. Distant 
peoples are now linked closely, for 
example Alabama and her sister-state of 
Guatemala. Sad to say, some people 
would be hard pressed if quizzed about 
the location of many of our international 
neighbors. 

Joe DiOrio, Mayfield’s fellow 
language professor at UM, stresses to his 
classes the importance of learning another 
language to more thoroughly understand 
English. 

“Command of the language is at a 
premium these days,” says DiOrio, “but 
it’s difficult to master English without 
knowing Latin, Spanish, French or some 
other language that went into the forming 
of English.” 

“Diction,” says DiOrio, “is now 
taken to mean pronunciation, but it used 
to refer to a person’s choice of words. 
Good diction meant that a person could 
express himself specifically. So people 
have always had some’ notion that 
language study helps the thinking 
process.” 

After graduation, twins Bonnie and 
Donnie Evans are both headed for 
graduate school at the University of 
North Carolina with teaching 
assistantships in Spanish.

County residents will pay 
Uncle Sam $27 million 


(Special to the Reporter) 

How much will Shelby County 
residents be turning over to Uncle Sam 
this month in the form of income taxes? 

With the deadline for filing, April 
15th, just around the corner, local 
taxpayers are getting a painful inkling, as 
they prepare their reports, of just how 
much their payments will amount to. 

According to the government’s 
predictions, they will be more than last 
year, when approximately $25,725,000 
was collected from area residents in 
personal income and employment taxes. 

That is the estimated amount they 
contributed then, as determined by an 
unofficial breakdown of the returns 
received from the State of Alabama as a 

-whole, which came to °$2,126,000,000. 
according to the Treasury Department. 

The local share, it is calculated, 
represented some 1.21 percent of this 
total. 

Those who were fully employed 
throughout 1975 and were, in most 
instances, earning more than they had the 
year before, will probably have bigger tax 
bills this month than they had previously. 
Little or nothing is expected from those 
who worked only part of the year or not 
at all. 

Nationally, according to the 
Administration’s budget, submitted to 
Congress in January, it is anticipated that 
individual income and employment taxes 
will be about $14.1 billion more than 
they were last April, an increase of 6.9 
percent.

It counts on a total of around $217.0 
billion from such taxes, as compared with

secret or private meetings where the 
public’s business is conducted and to 
provide the public with as much 
information as possible about the 
decision-making process of their 
government,” Flowers said. “I think the 
result would be not only open 
government but also better government.” 

The bill would require all agencies 
headed by two or more persons 
appointed by the President and 
confirmed by the Senate to open all 
meetings to the public unless a majority 
votes to close the meeting. 

A meeting could be closed only to 
discuss such matters as national defense, 
personnel practices, trade secrets and 
information whose premature disclosure 
could lead to financial speculation.

Columbiana, and the struggle to become 
county seat. 

Harrison noted that when 
Columbiana became county seat in 1826, 
an old school house served as courthouse. 
In 1854 the courthouse building was 
erected on the same site; and according to 
original plans, the structure was to have 
been in the center of a town square. 
Roads, however, followed the old paths. 

The courthouse was originally a 
wooden building, and later it was bricked 
over. Additional rooms were added in 
back, obscuring its cross shape, and the 
front entrance was enclosed. In 1907 a 
new courthouse was built, and the 
building served many purposes over the 
years. 

The historical society tour next 
shuttled west to Helena, to take a 
close-up look at the dam and nearby ruins 
on Buck Creek. Ken Penhale displayed a 
wealth of old photos which showed 
former buildings which had been located 
around the creek. 


Among the relics is the old 
pumphouse which piped water to a 
reservoir for the old AB& A Railroad. 
Visitors of all ages clambered over the 
site of the grist mill, inspecting cryptic 
remains of the operation. 

Penhale pointed out a large mound, 
which was the site of Central Iron Works, 
built about 1862 or 1863. It was noted 
that the Confederate industry was a 
top-secret installation, which according to 
official state records, produced 50 
percent more iron from its rolling mill 
than did the works at Brierfield or 
Shelby. 

Helena had its own telephone 
exchange early in this century, and the 
grist mill had a generator which supplied 
electricity for the town. Coupled with the 
Lake Davidson resort and the booming 
business section, the town was a popular 
spot on the map. 

The busy afternoon tour ended near 
5 p.m. The historical society members 
drove on to Alabaster for a communal 
meal at a restaurant, excitedly discussing 
the afternoon's highlights.

Dunaway casting the dissenting vote, 
saying the name does not give sufficient 
credit to the Jaycees. 

Homeowners who live in the vicinity 
of Aaron Road, an area annexed to the 
city and located off State Highway 261, 
appeared before council and presented a 
letter read by Mrs. William Pool, 
explaining their position in trying to keep 
Green Valley Homes, Inc., from using 
Aaron road as an access to a proposed 
subdivision 

Builder Bud Jackson has stated his 
intentions to build 60 or more homes on 
the 40 acres which he wants annexed to 
the city. Jackson has also asked that 
Aaron Road. which was built by the first 
few families moving into the area, be 
declared a public road and that a small 
portion of land in the vicinity be 
condemned so he can build an access road 
to the area he plans to develop 

The matter is presently in litigation, 
with the residents claiming that a new 
road built in the area was put in illegally. 

The group was told by Mayor Paul L. 
Yeager that he and council members have 
conferred with city attorney Frank Ellis, 
Jr., who advises them to delay any 
decisions on Jackson's requests until the 
court suit is resolved 

Police Buddy Carter 
asked his fellow councilmen to approve a 
plan which allows local police officers to 
keep police cars at their homes when they 
are not on duty 

Each man has a car for his own use 
and Police Chief D. O. Watson had 
previously received sanction from Yeager 
and Carter to let the men keep the cars 
with them in case they were needed to 
back up an officer on duty 

The idea was temporarily squelched 


commissioner 


when Councilman Allen Wilson voiced 
objections, and the cars of off-duty 
policemen were left at city hall until the 
matter could be brought up before 


council. 

Yeager proposed that the matter be 
left up to the chief and Carter’s motion 
to this effect was approved by a 3 to 1 
vote, with Wilson voting “‘no”’. 

In another matter of police business, 
Watson asked council to approve the 
purchase of a 1975 police car to replace a 
°74 model which, he said, “is nickeling 
and diming us to death.” He said the 
vehicle, which is slated to be traded this 
Fall, recently caught fire and he asked 
that councilmen agree to the purchase of 
a low-mileage car belonging to one of the 
city’s auxiliary policemen. 

Council voted 3 to 1 in favor of the 
request, with the negative vote cast by 
Wilson who commented,”! don’t believe 
in buying a used one.” 

Other matters receiving council 
approval included: 

-- a bid to furnish water lines for the 
first phase of a project which will upgrade 
the city’s water facilities. Low bidder was 
Wilson Construction Co. of Pelham, 
whose bid of $15,100 was under the only 
other bid submitted. Yeager said there is 
“no conflict of interest” in the matter; 
the company receiving the contract is 
owned by a brother of Councilman Allen 
Wilson. 

- approval for the city to pay the 
umount over the $10,000 which will be 
received through the Farmer’s Home 
Administration, for the above project. 

- Davidson’s request that workers 
hired to install lights at the city park 
during the previous weekend be paid a 
total of $1,475 for their labor. 

- advertising of bids on a 
one-ton, dump-bed garbage truck. 

-- advertising of bids for improving 
the road behind Pelham Plaza, from 
County Road 105 to County Road 52.

Council 


studies nagging problems

The Columbiana city council came to 
grips with such perennial problems 
as churches, dogs, and natural gas prices 
at its most recent meeting. 

Councilmen Owen and Rasco were 
unable to attend the meeting; and Mrs. 
Mary Largin filled in for resigned city 
clerk Mrs, Kathryn Franks. Nevertheless, 
business went on as usual. 

James Windom and J. W. Ross 
appeared before the council asking to 
rent the city-owned Girl Scout Hut for 
Sunday meetings of the Church of Christ. 
Ross explained that many Shelby County 
church members have to travel long 
distances to attend church services. 

He added that local members have 
the support of Birmingham congregations 
for starting their own group, The men 
indicated that the congregation plans to 
build its own sanctuary later. 

The council suggested that the 
church instead check out the recreation 
building, since it would better suit the 
needs of a church. They pointed out that 
the rec hall had been used for the 
Fourmile church when their building 
burned down, 

The churchmen agreed to look at the 
rec building, with its many advantages 
over the scout hut. The council stated 
that there would be no rent for its use. 

Mrs. Largin passed out copies of the 
proposed dog ordinance. The council 
opted to table the passage of the 
ordinance until the other councilmen are 
present. Mayor Bolton pointed out that 
the dog detention center opens this week. 

Another issue aired was the question 
of gas prices in January. The city has had 
several complaints because January gas 
bills were almost double those of 
December. The Gas Board will deal with 
that problem, 

The council next studied the 
financing of a soft drink machine bought 
several months ago for the new city hall. 
The city had received $150 credit on its 
old machine, which it applied to a new 
one costing $772. Rather than pay for 
the machine in installments, the council 
voted to pay it all at once. 

Councilman Bill Seales moved that 
the city pay the balance from the general 
fund, and pay back the money from the 
soft drink profits. The motion passed 
without opposition. 

The council authorized Mrs. Largin 
to inform the Water and Gas Boards that 
they would each be required to pay 
one-third the cost of the new city hall 
furniture. They next made arrangements 
to have her protected with a surety bond 
while performing city clerk duties. 

Councilman Lewis Walker brought 
up the question of operating a business in 
a residential neighborhood. A resident of 
Phillips Circle had asked him about the 
possibility of operating a beauty parlor in 
her home. She has been asked to vacate 


the building where she now operates, and 
she explained to Walker that she could 
not find any other place to continue her 
business. 

The council decided to refer her first 
to the County Health Department, which 
has the final say on the matter. 

If her plans are approved by county 
Sanitarian Frank Sloan, the city will then 
proceed with learning the opinion of her 
neighbors, and discussing if she should 
run the business in an area not zoned for 
such usage. 

Birmingham Regional Planning 
Commission representative Jody Ballard 
presented a comprehensive report about 
the planning of community facilities past 
the year 2000. Details of the report are 
contained in a separate Reporter story.

New kiln to have 


Longview Lime Division, § I Lime 
Company, a subsidiary of Southern 
Industries Corporation, has applied to the 
Alabama Air Pollution Control 
Commission (AAPCC) for a permit to 
construct air pollution control equipment 
for a new lime kiln and associated 
conveying equipment at its Saginaw 
facility, in Shelby County. 

The application indicates that, when 
completed, these units will meet all 
applicable air pollution control 
regulations. 

The new lime kiln will be equipped 
with a preheater, the first to be used on a 
lime kiln in the state, which is designed to 
conserve energy by preheating stone 
before calcining. It will produce 500 tons 
per day of quicklime. 

The kiln, preheater, and cooler will 
be equipped with a baghouse control 


system designed to operate in excess of 


99 per cent efficiency for the control of 


pollution control units 


particulate emissions. The conveying 
equipment will also be equipped with a 
baghouse, designed to achieve a similar 
tate of efficiency for particulate control. 

The AAPCC technical staff has run a 
computer model to determine the impact 
of the proposed new source on existing 
levels of air pollution in Shelby County. 
This model has shown that the new 
source would not contribute to a 
deterioration of ambient air quality in the 
area. 

The AAPCC has established a 30-day 
public comment period, beginning April 2 
and ending May 2, in order to provide 
interested parties an opportunity to 
comment on this application. Comments 
and requests for additional information 
should be directed as follows: James W.

every day, during April we should make a 
special effort to find new ways to cut our 
fuel use.” 

When using or choosing electric 
appliances, for example, keep the 
following energy-saving tips in mind, 
suggests Clark. 

Porcelain finishes retain heat longer 
and allow for cooking on lower heat 
settings compared to plain metal 
appliances. 

Don’t overload electric circuits with 
high wattage appliances; 1,600 watts is 
the limit for each electric circuit. If 
circuits are overloaded, cooking times will 
increase and the appliance won’t work 
right. If you use an extension cord, make 
sure the wattage of the extension cord 
equals or is greater than the appliance. 

Always turn an appliance off when 
you're not using it. Unplug the cord after 
each use -- this will prevent accidents such 
as bumping the temperature control to 
“on”. 

Keep portable appliances out of 
drafts. Cooler air circulating near or 
around an appliance can cut its 
efficiency. Also use covers and close vents 
to keep heat from escaping. 

Divide an electric skillet with foil 
inserts to prepare or warm several small 
dishes at one time. 

Before using an appliance, always 
read the care and use manual and follow 
the manufacturer’s tested 
recommendations. And take proper care 
of your appliances for maximum 
efficiency. 

Clark adds that you can kick the 
habit of wasting fuel by developing 
energy saving habits in your home. 
Remember, he says: “be an energy saver 
— not an energy waster. Only we can help 
make America’s future bright.”

grounds on the farm evoked 
a lot of response among 
“Jesse Culp’s Corner” 
readers, who have shared 
with me some of their 
memories about this 
springtime job back in the 
good ole days. 

Essie Coleman, who reads 
our column way out in 
Temple, Texas, was says ‘‘I 
was afraid to go to work in 
the new ground, because I 
would always find a snake 
every time I cut down a 
brush or hoed around a 
stump. 

“I also remember the 
rolling stores that you wrote 
about recently,’’ Mrs. 
Coleman continues. 

“And we also had foot 
peddlers who came around 
with a large trunk full of 
laces and trimmings on 
their back, as well as fish 
peddlers who came by 
every week selling fresh 
fish,’ she adds. 

Yes, those foot peddlers, 
commonly called ‘‘drum- 
mers,’’ were a common lot 
back in those days. 

They traveled through the 
countryside, stopping at 
every house to peddle their 
wares. When nightfall 
caught them they would just 
spend the night with 
whoever they could. They 
were welcome in most 
homes, especially by us 
children, who loved to hear 
them tell about where all 
they had been (or sup- 
posedly been). My, what

yarns they could spin! 
Those were the days 
before we had radios, and 
few daily newspapers were 
circulated out in the 
country. It was a pretty long 
time between issues of the 


county seat weekly 
newspaper. So we 
depended upon the 


“drummers” for a lot of our 
news. 

Of course, it was a treat 
for these weary travelers to 
get to stay ina home and eat 
that good home cooking. 
Later on, after hotels 
started spreading into the 
smaller towns, their dining 
rooms found it enticing to 
“drummers”’ to serve 
“family style’ meals, with 
everybody eating around a 
big table laden with lots of 
food. 

Sometimes, if business 
got slack and a peddler fell 
on hard times and was short 
of money to go on, he would 
even hire out to a family for 
a few days or weeks, until 
he could save a few dollars. 

Now and then one of these 
“drummers” would decide 
to abandon his vagabond 
existence and settle down to 
regular work. But for the 
most part they were in- 
fected with the wanderlust 
bug, and could hardly wait 
to start movin’ on! 

Well, both new grounds 
and ‘‘drummers"' have 
become extinct, as we knew 
them in those days. Which 
goes to show that progress 
certainly has its good 
points!

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UAB needs men 
for heart study 


Males between 30 and 64 who have 
suffered a heart attack within the past 
three years may be eligible to participate 
in the National Exercise and Heart 
Disease Project (NEHDP) at The 
University of Alabama in Birmingham’s 
Heart Evaluation Clinic. 

Those qualifying for the program still 
have a few weeks to enroll at no cost. 

The NEHDP, one of six such studies 
in the United States, will identify factors 
which characterize those coronary 
patients most likely to benefit from a 
long-term physical activity program. 

Although the study will conclude in 
the Birmingham area at the end of May, a 
few additional men can be screened and 
admitted to the program before the 
closing date. 

Dr. Albert Oberman, director of the 
UAB Clinic, explained that the studies are 
designed to determine what effect 
regular, individually prescribed, 
supervised physical activity has on men 
recovering from heart attacks. 

Men between 30 and 64 may enter 
the program and learn how much exercise 
is right for them personally, while aiding 
research which may help other men to 
avoid or recuperate more successfully 
from heart attacks, according to Dr, 
Oberman. 

The program begins with a personal 
medical and exercise evaluation. Work 
follows in prescribed amounts on a 
treadmill, stationary bicycle, steps, 
rowing machine, and arm exercisers. 
Participants furnish only their time, 
transportation, and gym clothes. 

Throughout the program, which lasts 
one hour three times a week for six 
weeks, patients are carefully monitored 
while exercising. Physicians are always on 
hand for assistance and advice. 

After six weeks, participants are 
divided into two groups. They exercise 
for eight more weeks at the Clinic, and 
afterward continue their exercise 
programs at the UAB gymnasium. Others 
may enter personalized programs on their 
own. 

Each volunteer must have the 
approval of his private physician to enter 
the program, and each patient remains 
under the care of that physician. The 
exercise program is supervised by 
physicians from the NEHDP, and reports 
On progress are sent periodically to the 
private physician.

RENEWAL OF REVENUE SHARING 
WITHOUT FEDERAL STRINGS IS FAVORED 


The Federal Revenue Sharing Act expires at the end of 
December, 1976, and legislation has been introduced in 
Congress to extend the program for another six years at a 
slightly higher amount to meet inflationary erosion. 

When the Senate first began active consideration of 
revenue sharing legislation in 1971, my support was for a 
five year program, free of all Federal strings and 
renewable upon review and approva! of Congress. At that 
time I said that the Federal government's share of the tax 
dollar received by governments at all levels is so great aff 
the Federal tax load so overwhelming that it is difficult for 
local governments to add to their tax base. This is still 
true, and I believe that it is only fair, therefore that 
portions of the Federal tax dollar continue going back to 
local governments which, of course, are closest to the 
people. 

During the past four vears the State of Alabama, with 
its 67 Counties and 409 municipalities has shared a total 
of $396,355,464 of the some $24 billion which had been 
distributed in the four years up to January S of this year. 
Alabama State and local governments have made wise use 
of the revenue-shared funds they have received, and I 
believe that Revenue Sharing has been proved workable 
and valuable. 

Mayors and councilmen of Alabama's cities, big and 
small, urge that the program be continued essentially on 
the same basis. I had much rather local people make the 
decisions than bureaucrats in Washington. 

It will be my intent, therefore to support a renewal of 
the program for another period of years unfettered by 
added Federal controls. 


Safety council rates accidents 


above average in county 


Special to the Reporter 

What kind of a safety record have 
residents of Shelby County been 
compiling for themselves? How does it 
compare with the record in other 
communities? 

On the basis of the last three annual 
reports, released by the U. S. Public 
Health Service, the local accident rate has 
been running somewhat higher than in 
most areas. 

Local residents have been averaging 
31 fatal accidents per year, the official ' 
figures show, with motor vehicles being 
the cause of 18 of them. 

All types of accidents were included 
in the reports, whether they took place in 
the home, on the job or while driving, 
swimming, boating or hunting, 

All accidents involving local 
residents, wherever they may have taken 


State peach crop 


survives weather 

Peach lovers can rest easy! . 

The Alabama peach crop has made it 
past March 28, the last average date for a 
temperature drop to less than 32 degrees 
in Central Alabama. 

Roger Getz of the Environmental 
Studies Service Center at Auburn says 
that the only time it has dropped to 32 
degrees in Central Alabama after that 
date was on April 21, 1953. 

In Chilton County, there is less than 
a 25 percent chance of a damaging frost 
after April 7,

Excluded are local accidents that affected 
only non-residents. 

In general, according to the National 
Safety Council, for every fatal accident 
there are nearly 100 others that do not 
result in death but do necessitate medical 
attention and restricted activity. 

From the standpoint of pepulation, 
Shelby County's toll was above average 
during the three period. It was equivalent 
to a rate of 79 fatal accidents per 
100,000 population per year. 

By way of comparison, the rate 
throughout the rest of the United States 
was 55 per 100,000. It averaged 75 in the 
State of Alabama. 

The National Safety Council was 
highly gratified by the gains made 
nationally in the past year. The total 
number of accidental deaths decreased by 
nearly 11,000, the final total being 
approximately 105,000. 

The biggest reduction, nationally, 
was in traffic fatalities - - 17 percent 
below the previous year. Lower driving 
speeds were the single most important 
factor in the saving of lives, it finds. 

According to the Council’s figures, in 
addition to the 105,000 killed in 
accidents, another 11 million sustained 
disabling injuries. The economic loss this 
represents is placed at $43.3 billion and 
includes wage losses of $13.2 billion, $7.4 
billion in insurance, and $6.5 billion in 
property damage, among others. 

Shelby County’s share of this bill, 
assuming that the average cost per 
acvident applies locally, amounts to 
nearly $8,091 000.

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Hospital churning 


in new legal battle

How many persons can serve on the 
Shelby Memorial Hospital board? 

That is the question that five board 
members are seeking to have answered in 
a lawsuit they entered against the other 
board members in Circuit Court Monday. 

The timing of the suit is seen as a 
move to influence the upcoming 
Democratic primary. 

Herman Moore, W. R. Seay, Howard 
Gates, Billy G. Rockco and T. A. Farris 
brought the suit against Oscar Harris, 
Herschiel C. Meadows, E. G. 
Abercrombie, Haskens W. Bowman, Fred 
Cameron, James O. Gorman, Ben F. 
Grubbs, T. O. Smith, Albert L. Scott and 
Dr. John B. Walters, Jr. 

The suit claims that the law specifies 
only nine members for the hospital 
board, yet the County Commission has 
appointed 15, 

(From 1967 to 1975 the board was 
composed of 11 members and no one 
raised this point of law in that eight-year 
period.) 

The lawsuit is a ‘Quo Warranto” or 
one which asks the defendants to show 
by what authority they hold a public 
office. 

It asks the court to direct the 
governor of the state to appoint nine 
members to the board. Presumably this 
would mean dropping all 15 present 
members and starting over. 

The five men who brought the suit 
are known to favor a change on the 
membership of the present County 
Commission. 

In the upcoming election, two 
Commissioners and the Chairman are 
seeking re-election. 

Events leading up to the action had 
théir beginning last November when the 
five who are bringing this suit plus 
hospital board member Ben Grubbs voted 
to dismiss the hospital administrator 
Chester Black.. The six men were a 
majority of the 11 -man board. 

But they changed their minds and 
voted to retain Black after a dramatic 
show of support for Black was presented 
by the medical staff and the employees of 
the hospital. 

But the County Commission, which 
appoints all the hospital board menibers, 
thought the split in the board would lead 
to internal problems at the expensive 
hospital. So they expanded the board to 
15 members, thus incurring the wrath of 
some, who openly vowed to wage 
campaigns against the commissioners the 
next time around. 

County Commissioner Doug Ballard 
opposed the expansion of the board, but 
members J. Alph Lowe, J. E. “Ned” 
Bearden and Hoyt Blalock favored it. So 
did Commission Chairman Conrad 
Fowler, although he did not have to vote 
on it. 

Back in 1967, older residents will 
recall the turmoil at the hospital when 
most of the nurses and employees 
stopped working as a means of bringing 

about changes in the administration of 
the hospital. 

The work stoppage lasted several 
weeks and the nine-member hospital 
board was unable to bring about a 
solution. At that time the County 
Commission increased the board to 11 
members and they ultimately solved the 
problems.

...Blue Cross notified the county 
that coverage costs would go up right 
away, requiring $14,000 more than 
budgeted for the remainder of the fiscal 
year. 

...Members to the Advisory

Service were named: Dr. Tom Nolen of 
Columbiana; Doug Ballard, Jr., 
Montevallo; Alph Lowe, Vincent 
representing the Commission, Ray 
Linderman of Wilsonville, representing 
the consumer and Chester Black, hospital 
administrator, - 

...U:S. Justice Dept.has approved 
adding the three new polling places in 
Beat 12. 

..» The Kirby Smith Company, in 
charge of property re-evaluation, notified 
the county that the mapping company 
may send in a task force of 6 - 22 people 
soon to complete its work. 

... Architects Dampier and Harris 
asked the county to hire an outside 
consultant to test the ground fill before 
Starting the new county jail, at a cost of 
$1700 - 2200. Commission Chairman 


Conrad Fowler and Engineer James Ray 
protested that this cost should be borne 
by the contractor. 

... Ray said his staff is working on 
the design of the parking lot addition at 
Shelby Memorial Hospital. They have run 
into a problem of having to move utility 
poles, but within two weeks the design 
should be complete, he said. 

... Eight dogs and two cats are the 
current population at the new animal 
shelter. 

... Drainage ditches in Shelby filled 
up during the heavy rains. Two beaver 
dams in the area added to the problem. 

. .. Bill Strickland Chevrolet was low 
bidder at $4,826 for a new car for the 
sheriff's department. 

...James Ray said that the 
insurance company would allow the 
county $900 for the sheriff's car that was 
recently totaled, but the county could 
recover about $1300 in salvage parts. The 
county decided to keep the car. 

... Commissioner Doug Ballard 
showed pictures of a child mauled by a 
dog in Calera. 

..-County Planner Paul Yeager said 
the Little Waxie Water Authority has run 
into a problem from the state Health 
Department. The state wants it to tie-in 
across Payne Mt. with the Alabaster 
system at an additional cost of $40,000. 
Local officials are arguing with the state, 
saying the Columbiana system has plenty 
of water to supply the Waxie system. 

... Three subdivisions in Pelham are 
being help up by what the state says is 
inadequate water supply. County Planner 
Paul Yeager cannot explain this and 
thinks it will be resolved soon.

‘Give away’ rejected 


It was bound to happen sooner or 
later. A federal give away program 
reached the point where it would cost the 
county more to apply for than the 
county would receive. 

Well, not exactly. But the way 
Shelby County Planner Paul Yeager 
explained it to the County Commission, 
it came out that way and the Commission 
told Yeager to forget it. 

It seems that the 701 program under 
Housing and Urban Development could 
have brought Shelby County about 
$8,000 this year. But the catch was that 
the county would have to do a complete 
study of all housing and transportation in 
the county. Since the county had no 
intention of building housing for people, 
that study would be of no benefit. He 
already has housing studies that give the 


kind of information local people need, 
Yeager said. 

As for the transportation study, 
Yeager said it would take tremendous 
work, “And we'd wind up with a map 
just like Jimmy Ray (county engineer) 
already has on his office wall.” 


Then the county would have to pay 
$2,000 for printing the two studies and 
another $1,000 for a complete audit of 
the work. That would leave $5,000, but 
Yeager siad the man hours required for 
the studies would be worth more than 
that. “And we've got plenty of other 
things to do with our time.” 


Yeager said that HUD’s number one 
nationwide priority this year is housing, 
and that is why they are asking for the 
housing studies.

The candidates for the various offices 
to be filled this time are off and running. 

Many political rallies all over the 
county are under way. All candidates are 
presently presenting their platforms or 
their records. 

Democrats are seeking the offices of 

Representative to the House in 
Washington, D. C., two Circuit 
Judgeships, Probate Judge, Circuit Clerk, 
District Judge, two County 
Commissioner’s seats, two places on the 
of the 
twenty-three beats have Constables 
running. Some candidates have 
Opposition in the Democratic Primary, 
May 4, and some do not. Some will have 
opposition in the general election in 
November. 

One point that needs stressing is that 
voters will be asked to designate which 
primary they will be voting in at the 
polls, since both Democratic and 
Republican Primaries will be held at the 
same time and same place. One machine 
will be used at each of the polling places 
to register the Democratic and 
Republican vote. If a voter indicates that 
he wants to vote in the Democratic 
Primary, the machine will be locked to 
prevent a Republican vote from being 
registered and vice-versa if the voter 
wants to vote in the Republican Primary. 

Each party holding a primary will be 
allotted about a 50-50 split on the 
number of workers at each polling place. 

This time, also, it will be permissible 
to vote by absentee ballot according to 
Act 1147 of the regular session 1975 of 
the State of Alabama Legislature. This act 
states, “Any qualified elector because of 
his absence from the county of his 
residence on the date of the election, for 
any reason, may vote an absentee ballot 
provided he makes application in writing 
there for not more than sixty nor less 
than five days prior to the election.” 

‘“‘There are two forms of 
“Application for Absentee Ballot: Form 
A. B. 1 (white) for any voter because of 
absence from county on election day. 
Form A. B. 1-P (pink) for voter who will 


be within the county on election day but 
unable to go to the polls on account of a 
physical disability. 

“Armed forces of U.S. or the wife of 
any member of the armed forces may 
make application for an absentee ballot 
by filling out the federal post card 
application form. 

“One affidavit on ballot for all 
absentee voters. To be sworn to before a 
person as provided in Section 4 of Act 
1147. 

“After marking the ballot and 
subscribing the affidavit the voter shall 
seal his ballot in the envelope (Form A. 
B. 2) provided and may forward it by U. 
S. mail to the Register or may hand it to 
him in person. 

“Register must post a copy of the list 
of absentee voters and maintain a copy in 
his office. (Form A. B. 3). The Register 
shall also, before the polls open at any 
election, cause to be delivered to the 
election officers of each polling place, a 
list showing the name and address of 
every person whose name appears on the 
official list of qualified electors for such 
polling place who applied for an absentee 
ballot in the election as provided in 
Section 3.” 

Please note the last paragraph of the 
above act. Once you have voted absentee 
ballot you will not be allowed to vote in 
the same election at your regular polling 
place. You must file for absentee ballots 
for each separate election; that is, for the 
May 4 Primary and again for the general 
election. For the primary you will be 
asked to state whether you are voting in 
the Democratic or Republican Primary. 

The Shelby County Democratic

Tunnel plan hits rock 


It’s going to take fast work to cut a 
trench across Highway 31 near the Dixie 
Store in Calera, for installing a sewer line, 
and then get it put back together again 
without re-routing traffice. 

Calera officials had hoped to tunnel 
under the four lane highway, but 
workmen hit solid rock and an open cut 
is the only feasible solution, according to 
city officials. 

The cut will be made this week, if all 
goes according to plan, with permission 
obtained from the state highway 
department. 

Mayor George Roy and the city 
councilmen heard several other reports at 
the Monday night meeting. Among them: 

Property not owned by the city, but 
adjoining the city hall is for sale for 
$10,000. The city decided to negotiate 
for the purchase of the 51’ X 100° lot. 

Bruce Bates asked the city to rezone 
his property on Highway 25 to B-1. The 
council agreed, but sent it to the zoning 
board for action. 

The council voted to install 
three-way stop signs on 10th Street to 
stop drag racing. 

City Clerk Lemoyne Peyton noted 
that the price of natural gas has taken 
another big increase. The city engineer 
recommends the increase be passed along 
to residential and industrial consumers. 

Problems with water and drainage as 
a result of the recent severe rains are still 
plaguing Calera. Councilman Terry Snow 
said that the situation on the road to the 
Calera Annex is very bad. He has asked 
the L & N Railroad to help unclog a 
drainage problem, but he indicated he has

heard by city council 


Three groups of citizens attended 
Montevallo’s city council meeting 
Monday night, to express concerns to 
volunteer services and to request 
permission to invite a carnival for a 
one-week-stand, . 

Three businessmen, Jack Sims, Don 
Lovelady and Harold Ferguson expressed 
concern over recent break-ins occurring at 
Montevallo businesses. 

Montevallo Police Chief Troy 
Kirkland indicated to council members 
that there is an increase in this type of 
crime in the Montevallo area and 
throughout the county, However, 
Kirkland stated that all of the break-ins at 
business establishments in the Montevallo 
area have been solved, 

Sims and Lovelady suggested the 
possibility of employing a night 
watchman who would patrol the business 
area on foot. 

Council members discussed a variety 
of ideas concerning this type of crime. 
The subject was turned over to the 
council’s police and fire committee for 
additional study. 

Two members of the Alpha Tau 
Omega fraternity appeared before the 
council, volunteering services by the 
seventeen members of their organization. 
Mike Bynum and Mike Galloway 
indicated that members of their fraternity 
would like to perform a one-day project 
for the betterment of the community. 
ATO representatives were instructed to 
check with City Clerk Kenneth Bailey 
three or four days before the group is 
ready to begin. Bailey will then obtain 
supplies and equipment to carry out the 
project. Among the possible programs is 
the erection of new street signs, painting 
the city’s fire plugs, cleaning vacant lots 
and improving the wildflower garden in 
the city park. 

Ed Burdett and Steve McDaniel, 
representing the Montevallo Jaycees 
asked council members for permission to 
invite a carnival to the Montevallo City 
Park. Council members pointed up the 
possibility of damage to the sod in the 
park and indicated they would confer 
with members of the Park and Recreation 
Board before granting permission. 
Council members also suggested the 
Jaycees seek an alternate location for the 
proposed carnival. 

During the report from the finance 
committee, members of the council noted 
that the period of time when most of the 
city’s revenues are received has passed 
and that most of the city’s departments 
and divisions are staying within their 
respective budgets. Council members 
voted to invest $10,000 in general funds 
and $25,000 in gas department funds in 
short term investments. City Clerk Bailey 
and Finance Committee Chairman D. R. 
McMillan were instructed to invest in a 
program that would permit ready access 
to the funds in the coming months. 

Mayor Ralph Sears reported to 
council members that the State Highway 
Department is inviting comments 
tegarding a proposed highway project 
that will extend from the Montevallo city 
limits to Interstate Highway 65 in the 
vicinity of the Shelby County Airport. 

Don Lovelady, one of the observers 
at Monday night’s meeting, indicated that 
the city’s Chamber of Commerce and the 
Montevallo Merchants Association would 
forward their favorable comments and 
endorsement of the proposed project to 
the Highway Department. 

How to deal with the problem of 
pets and dogs was discussed. Councilman 
McMillan who attended a recent 
state-wide meeting on the subject and 
Police Chief KirkJand were instructed to 
review the city’s dog detention program, 
the city’s dog licensing ordinance and 
make suggestions at the next scheduled 
meeting of the council. 

Mayor Sears reported to council 
members that blueprints for the proposed 
renovation of city hall will be completed 
this week and will be made available to 
contractors who wish to bid on the 
project. A timetable for bidding calls for 
bids to be opened on May 5 and a 
contract awarded during the council’s 
first scheduled meeting in May, May 10. 

Council members approved a 
proposal from the city’s Cemetery Board. 
The proposal establishes the price of lots 
in the Montevallo Cemetery at $125, 
$150 and $175, It also sets an annual 
perpetual care fee at $20 or a tump-sum 
payment of $500.

Bug Battle begins

It’s bad enough to hear that droning 
buzz, but when it stops, it’s worse. You 
know the mosquito is putting the bite on 
you. 

And that’s exactly what’s happening 
to people who live near the many 
low-lying places in Shelby County that 
have held water since the recent heavy 
rains, 

Swamps, ponds without fish and 
standing water are breeding mosquitoes in 
heavy numbers right now and the phones 
are buzzing in the county health and 
county highway offices with inquiries as 
to what to do about it. 

Discussions on the subject came up 
from Frank Sloan at the County 
Commission meeting Monday and again 
at the Calera City Council meeting, 
Monday night. 

Sloan said it is nearly impossible to 
stamp out mosquitoes, but he suggested 
that everyone tip over tin cans, old tires 
and any other container that holds water. 

A pond with fish in it does not breed 
mosquitoes, because the fish keep them 
out. In puddles and swamp areas Sloan 
suggested pouring fuel oil thinned with a 
little gasoline. This mixture spreads fast 
and kills mosquitoes on contact, he said. 

At the Calera Council meeting 
William Watts said he had talked with 
Earl Mills of the state health department 
who suggested getting industrial drainage 
cleared, then writing a letter to 
individuals, asking their cooperation in 
destroying mosquito breeding places. 

Sloan said that the county had no 
known cases of St. Louis encephalitis last 
year, although Jefferson County did. The 
disease is caused by the culex mosquito, 
which breeds especially in contaminated 
water such as sewage. 

Sloan said fogging machines are more 
for psychological effect than for real 
mosquito control. Fogging with chemicals 
can kill many good insects and will only 
kill mosquitoes it touches. It is not 
effective, he said.

Surplus rolling mess hall 
will feed new generation

“A real drawing card for Shelby 
Academy,” is what Mrs. Martha Ann 
Eisenberg calls the two railroad cars 
which arrived on the SA campus last 
week. 

Formerly used by the U. S. Army as 
a Mess Hall, the kitchen and dining car 
will be used as the school’s careteria. 

Mrs. Eisenberg explained that the 
Heart of Dixie Railroad Club and other 
groups had already expressed an interest 
in coming to the school to see the cars. 

With the help of Mrs. Sherry Lawson, 
Mrs. Eisenberg acquired the two railroad 
cars for the school. “When we heard 
about them it occurred to us they would 
make a great cafeteria for the school,” 
Mrs. Eisenberg said. Students now bring 
their lunches from home and eat at their 
desks. 

After working on the project since 
last August, the two women succeeded in 
their endeavor last Monday when the two 
railroad cars were transported by rail to 
the Vulcan Materials’ siding in Calera. 

The rest of the journey was made 
by trucks supplied by Osborne Truck 
Line, Inc. A 75-ton crane lifted the two 
cars onto the trucks which had 16 foot 
dollies connected behind them. The wheels 
were taken off and loaded on separate 
trucks. 

When the cars arrived on the Shelby 
campus, they were placed on 117 feet of 
track adjacent to the school. The track 
was donated by Douglas Ballard, Sr., and 
Charles A. Speir and laid by their 
company, P. E. Thomas Construction. 
“In restoring the cars, we're going to 
leave everything as natural as possible,” 
Mrs. Eisenberg related. She noted that a

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heater would be installed where the 
shower is now located.

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Highway Department cited as ‘shining example’

“Shelby County's (highway 
department) is the shining example,” 
stated the chairman of a Lauderdale 
County Citizens’ Commission. A 
four-man delegation from the north 
Alabama county visited Columbiana last 
Thursday afternoon. 

Lauderdale, located in the northwest 
corner of the state, is one of tht ten 
so-called “captive counties” - meaning 
that it is one of the counties without its 
own highway department. Instead, the 
Alabama Highway Department builds and 
maintains roads in 8 counties to the north 
and two at the south end of the state. 

Shelby County engineer James Ray, 
Jr., told the group that the unit system in 
operation here is being studied closely by 
several of the captive counties interested 
in regaining home rule. Baldwin County is 
another which will send a delegation to 
learn the story of Shelby’s success. 

Ray, a 30-year veteran county 
engineer, reviewed several types of 
county highway operations. He spoke of 
the old type of unit plan wherein each of 
four county commissioners have separate 
departments of public works, with 
overlapping responsibilities, equipment, 
and expenses. 

He added that a modified unit 
sysiem has been tried with a professional 
engineer under contract to a county. 
Both were wasteful or inefficient, Ray 
declared. 


Ray reviewed the record of the 
Shelby County system, with its 875 miles 
of roads. He stated that 644 miles were 
constructed and paved by the county, 
without indebtedness (until recently). 
And the foresighted borrowing of funds 
enabled the county to buy asphalt before 
the price tripled. 

Inflation has had its effects on the 
Department of Public Works, the engineer

noted. He pointed out that after sixteen 


months, he has sixteen fewer employees. 


And for the first time in 29 years, the 
county is doing no paving. 

Ray indicated that through the 
efficiency of the county’s pure unit 
system of road management, the 
department is weathering the difficult 
economic times. With the County 
Commission setting all policies, wage

“It was at Chelsea on an experimental 
basis,” she said. 

Mrs. Ferguson, the late wife of Mr. 
John Ferguson, who still lives in the 
K-Springs community, was the first 
lunchroom worker. Parents would come 
in to help her. Milk was bought from 
farmers of the community and poured 
from a big jug into the students’ glasses. 
Mr. Kendrick added that his family 
sometimes sold milk to the school. 

When asked if members of the third 
grade class had ever tasted milk fresh 
from the cow, several hands were raised, 
with one youngster adding, “Yik, it’s not 
good!” 

Mr. Niven recalled the school bus of 
his day: “A four wheel truck with a 
homemade body and homemade benches 
running up the side. Whoever sat down at 
the front got stepped on.” 

Mrs. Holcombe said that the very 
first school bus in the county was at the 
Fourmile School. It was a wagon pulled 
by two mules. It had a seat running up 
each side and one up the middle. In the 
summer, it was open, but in the winter 
was converted to a “covered” wagon. 

Mrs. Moore recalled when she first 
began teaching in the county at the old 
East Saginaw School, three or four miles 
below Chelsea. She had an old fast 
galloping horse named “Dan” which she 
rode back and forth to school for three 
years.

To the question: “What kind of 
houses did you live in?” sparsely furnished 
log houses were described. “We had a 
long kitchen with a fireplace in it,” 
recalled Mr. Kendrick, “and my mother 
had a loom there. [ helped her make 
cloth.” 

“Where did you get your groceries?” a 
youngster asked. 

“We grew our food,” answered Mrs. 
Holcombe. 


“My uncle had a store nearby,” said 
Mr. Kendrick (in the early 1900’s across 
the road from the present K-Springs 
Grocery). ‘And my mother traded 
chickens and eggs and such to him for 
other things we needed. Then when he 
would get a wagon load, he’d take them 
to Bessemer to trade for things he needed 
in the store.” 


“We were farmers,” said Mr. Bradley, 
“and my father went to Wilsonville in the 
spring of the year and got enough 
groceries to make our crops on. Mr. Jolin 
Stone came around in a covered wagon 
and had small items that we traded 
chickens and eggs for. But we bought our 
main items once a year.” 

“We carried corn to the mill to be

ground into meal,” said Mrs. Moore, 
“And we bought flour and sugar in 
wooden barrels.” 

“I remember when sugar was 2-cents 
a pound,” added Mrs. Holcombe. 

“And when you could get Arbuckle 
coffee eight pounds for $1.00,” laughed 
Mr. Kendrick, 

The youngsters also asked about saw 
milling and syrup making. 

The men told how trees were cut 
with a crosscut saw, hauled to the mill 
and sawed into lumber, They explained 
how the earlier mills were run by steam 
and sometimes exploded if the water got 
too low and the boiler too hot. 

As Mr. Kendrick was once considered 
“the best syrup maker in the county,” he 
was asked to explain the art of syrup 
making. He told how he raised cane from 
seed, harvested it and ran the mill which 
produced the syrup. He would get as 
much as 4,000 gallons in one season, he 
said. And he sometimes sold a part of it

The troops made it to Elyton by 


March 28, although Confederate hero 
General Nathan Bedford Forrest sparked 
several skirmishes with his small band of 
guerrilla soldiers. With comparatively few 
men in his command, the wily general did 
his best to slow the inexorable march of 
the Union force. 

The Confederates continued to fire 
and run until the U.S. Cavalry halted “at 
the plantation of a rich old Southerner” 
who owned the “whole magnificent 
valley.” Gilpin wrote, ‘‘We took 
possession of his farm and mansion 
house, with a little army of negroes.” 

The troops confiscated turkeys, 
chickens, butter, eggs, ham, corn, and 
brandy, “‘lest it give aid or comfort to the 
enemy.” The Second Brigade made a 
sabre charge and drove CSA General 
Roddy’s rear guard out ot Elyton. 
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The Union forces marched 
southward to Oxmoor, destroying iron 
works and rolling mills. Confederate 
Colonel Warner and 700 men continued 
to fire on the huge army, while Forrest 
marshalled his troops. The army reached 
the Cahaba River in Shelby County about 
3 p.m. on March 28th, and made camp 
for the night. 

The Yankees march into Shelby 
County was accompanied by spring rains. 
They corduroyed the road with felled 
tree trunks near Elvira as they pushed on 
to the river. They camped at Nunnally 
Ford, where the officers occupied rooms 
in an old man’s house. 

The Confederates had taken 
possession of the opposite bank, and fired 
as the Union army tried to cross. On the 
morning of the 29th the battle began in 
earnest. As shots began to ring out the 
old man anxiously asked General Upton, 
“They are not firing at each other are 
they?” 

Gilpin records that as the shots came 
faster and faster, the old gentleman said, 
“My two boys are there!” With tears in 
his eyes he said over and over, “They are

not trying to kill each other, are they?” 

The Southern forces had dug 
trenches or foxholes on the east bank 
(many of the holes are in fact visible 
today); but as the battle raged at the 
ford, the First Ohio Cavalry made use of 
the diversion by putting down boards on 
the railroad trestle about a mile up the 
river. 

With the bridge passable for horses, 
the cavalry circled around behind and 
routed the Confederates with a yelling 
charge. Thus ended Shelby County’s 
near-unrecorded Battle of the Cahaba 
River. 


On to Montevallo 


Having made good their entry into 
the county, the enemy soon razed the 
mines, mills, and iron works in Helena. 
General Upton led the column with a 
detachment and two pieces of artillery. 
The communities around Maylene, Ryan, 
and Dogwood offered resistance to the 
invaders, with the help of their soldiers. 

Eight miles outside of Montevallo, in 
what was presumably Maylene, the 
Union’s advance column again 
encountered the Confederate forces 
under General Roddy and General 
Adams. Confederate commander Forrest 
realized that Wilson had ordered Upton’s 
division to proceed with haste to 
Montevallo. 

With superior numbers, Upton drove 
the Southern soldiers before him all the 
way to Montevallo. As the defenders 
retreated, many citizens of the town went 
with them, leaving their food and 
valuables for the Yankees. 

General Upton took possession of 
Montevallo on March 30th, using King 
House as his headquarters. His division 
was joined by a pack train and artillery, 
while the main body of the army 
followed behind. Gilpin records that 
Upton was up until midnight with the 
engineer who planned the fortifications 
of Selma arsenal. 

The clerk stayed up as long as he 
could while the general studied maps and 
papers, planning the downfall of Selma. 
Finally the bone-weary soldier lay down 
in the parlor of the house and went to 
sleep. 


Rebels defend county 


By the morning of March 31st, the 
Confederates had rallied and fought 
valiantly. A force of Union raiders was 
sent out from Montevallo under Colonel 
Benton, and they destroyed six rolling 
mills and factories, including the Shelby 
Iron Works. 

The marauders terrorized Calera, 
Shelby, and Shelby Springs, and 
succeeded in burning the newspaper 
office and other buildings in Columbiana. 
On their way back to Montevallo, the 
raiders met an enemy brigade. The 
colonel ordered a sabre charge and forced 
the Confederates to retreat. 

The homeguard of Shelby County 
brought up reinforcements and drove the 
Union raiders back into Montevallo. In 
the meantime, General Wilson and the 
remainder of the army had arrived in 


town at noon in the face of increased 
resistance. Wilson had by this time 
dispatched General McCook’s First 
Division to burn the 
University.

Fighting rages on 


Upon the arrival of Wilson, General 
Upton moved southward out of town,

a noise. By the time my hair settled back 
in place, | heard the shell explode in their 
camp on the other side.” 

By the first days of April in 1865, 
most of the rest of the Union army had 
cleared out of Montevallo. A hospital 
camp remained there for some time to 
care for the wounded. But the soldiers 
made their way on to the battle of 
Maplesville Station, or Ebenezer Church, 


and on to the seige of Selma. 

Although the Northern invaders were 
in Shelby County less than a week, they 
left an indelible mark. Ruins dot the 
county, telling a mute story of fire, 
pillage, and destruction. Families still 


repeat stories handed down from 
ancestors who lived through the 
nightmare...an event unequaled in 


Shelby County’s history. 


where the Confederates had taken 
possession of a hill (where Montevallo 
Cemetery is now located). The Union 
charged and a fierce fight followed, the 
Southerners retreating as they fired. 

All afternoon the enemies 
skirmished, with many being killed, 
wounded, or captured. Late at night both 
divisions camped. with the Confederates 
on the south side of Six Mill Creek near 
Randolph. 

The night was still and dark, with the 
silence broken occasionally by the sound 
of Yankee artillery. Gilpin was writing in 
his journal while the bombardment took 
place. 

“A little over in the woods one of 
our twelve-pounders just now sent a shell 
crashing through the underbrush . It being 
unexpected, | think I never heard so loud

The law authorizes changes in 
the number of the members of the 
Hospital Board. 

“T understand the Attorney General 
has ruled that the Commission was 
without authority to enlarge the Board 
beyond nine members; and that his 
opinion is based upon the limitations 
contained in Section 204(21) of Title 22 

of the Code, which has to do with the 
procedures for incorporating a hospital 
board. The opinion of the Attorney 
} General does not consider the authority 
granted elsewhere for changing the 
number serving on the Board. 

“The issues raised by the law suit will 
be aired in court at an early date, 

“The Shelby Memorial Hospital 
recently came through an accreditation 
study with flying colors. A recent audit 
showed that the affairs of the Hospital

sparked some verbal sparring between the 
mayor and Councilman Allen Wilson at a 
regular council meeting Monday night. 

Noting that some vehicles other than 
those belonging to the city are being 
worked on in the garage at city hall, 
Wilson said, “It is not supposed to be a 
public garage.” 

Yeager admitted that mechanic Dave 
Louria has worked on some of his 
personal yehicles, as well as those of other 
city employes. “I don’t remember 
anything being said about what he is 
supposed to do,” Yeager commented, 
saying that Louria only works on 
privately owned vehicles after his regular 
working hours, and pointing out that 
equipment the mechanic uses belongs to 
him. 

The mayor added that if councilmen 
wished to rule against such practices, he 
would have no objections. 

Wilson’s motion that only city 
vehicles be repaired in the city garage was 
then approved, with Councilmen Bobby 
Hines and Burk Dunaway voting “yea.” 
Buddy Carter voted against the proposal. 

Yeager found, when Wilson brought 
up another highly charged issue, that it 
was apparently his night to “win some 
and lose some,” 

When Wilson charged that the mayor 
is using a city truck for such things as 
pulling his boat, the mayor departed from 
his usual low-key manner and replied 
heatedly that council had approved his 
using the truck as he would his own, 
because he had used a personal truck for 
city business until the present one was 
bought. 

“T want to tell you something,” he 
said to Wilson. “When you bought that 
truck and put it out here ,.. everybody 
voted for me to use it exactly as I used 
mine.” He said further that he had been 
using his own truck, as well as gasoline, in 
carrying out city business for many years. 

“I caught you using city gas,” Wilson 
shot back. Yeager denied this; however, a 
former city employee, Maxie Welborn, 
Jr., backed Wilson’s accusation. 

Wilson asked to see minutes of the 
council meeting at which a vote was

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Mystery girl identified 


Heartbroken mother 


recounts girl’s life 


by Marcia M. Sears 

“Oh, my God, if I'd known my 
daughter was over there needing 
identification . 

A heartbroken mother, in her 
anguish over the death of her daughter, 
somehow found the words to convey her 
gratitude to the people of Calera and 
Shelby County for arranging a Christian 
burial for the young woman they did not 
know. 

“There must be some wonderful 
people in Calera. They looked at my 
daughter’s face and saw she was a good 
girl. | was overwhelmed that there were 
35 people who would go to the funeral of 
a person they never knew and never saw. 
There are some Christian people left in 
this world after all,” 

Mrs. W. C, Cupit of Jackson, 
Mississippi, had reported her daughter 
missing to the Jackson FBI on March 14. 
“She always called us every other day. 
When I didn’t hear from her for several 
days, I knew something was wrong.” 

Her daughter had moved to 
Montgomery from Jackson last summer 
with her husband and her nine year old 
son, She left her Montgomery home on 
March 6 and was found dead in south 
Calera on March 9, 

After an intensive search failed to 
find someone who could identify her, she 
was buried in Calera on April 1. 

In telephone interviews, Mrs. Cupit 
told the Shelby County Reporter about 
her daughter’s life. 

The story emerges of a girl who had 
warm, loving parents, a happy childhood 
and religious training. She was an honor 
student in high school and she was a hard 
worker. 

“My husband and I adopted Kay the 
minute she was born on May 2, 1947, She 
has been a joy to our home and our 
hearts. We loved her as though she had 
been our very own.” The Cupits have no 
other children. They are now in their 
60's. 

When Kay was five, in 1952, the 
Cupits moved from Jackson to Paducah, 
Kentucky, where Mr. Cupit helped to 
build the Shawnee TVA steam plant. 

Kay went to the Paducah public 
schools and the family was affiliated with 
the Baptist Church in Paducah. 

In 1956 the family moved back to 
Jackson where Kay attended the public 
schools and was graduated from 
Raymond High School in 1963 with 
honors. 

During her childhood, Kay took 
dancing, piano, was a Brownie, a Girl 
Scout and sang in the glee club. She 
joined Van Winkle Baptist Church at the 
age of eight. She was active in the church,

A one-car accident took the life of a 
Calera resident and critically injured 
another Thursday evening at 
approximately 10:30 p.m. 

Pronounced dead at the scene was 
Roy Samuel Tatum, age 21, of Calera. 


Tatum was thrown clear of the 
wreckage after the car in which he was 
riding left State Highway 25 near radio 
station WBYE. 


The car left the road, splintered a 
telephone pole and rolled several hundred 
feet before coming to rest. 


Another passenger in the vehicle, 
Richard Brasher, age 18, of Calera 
suffered critical injuries in the mishap 
after he was thrown from the automobile. 


At press time Brasher was in the 
Intensive Care Unit at Shelby Memorial 
Hospital and listed in stable condition. 
No charges have been filed.

Kay worked 
in the credit department of a furniture 
store and took a beauty course at night. 
Later they moved back to Jackson, where 
Kay worked as a sales cashier and 
saleslady for a bicycle center. 

Last summer, the Betts family moved 
to Montgomery where Mr. Betts was 
employed by Paragon Press and Mrs. 
Betts worked as a cashier at the °76 Truck 
Stop. 

How did this life end in tragedy? Mrs 
Cupit says, ‘‘God knows. He sees 
everything. If He will only, through man, 
reveal it.” 

The investigation into the 
circumstances surrounding the death of 
Mrs. Betts is continuing. Montgomery and 
Shelby County police officials are 
working on it, in addition to the FBI. 

When the investigation is complete 
Mr. and Mrs. Cupit plan to move their 
daughter’s body home to Jackson.

prison term 


February he was convicted on one count 
of obstruction of justice and was 
scheduled to stand trial Monday on 
income tax evasion charges. 

He also faced another gambling 
charge. But by entering a guilty plea to 
the tax evasion charge and agreeing to the 
prison sentence and fine, he will not have 
to stand trial on the charges. 

Federal officials said Fiorella had 
used companies he owned to conceal his 
gambling income and he refused to turn 
over his books and records of the 
companies. 

The Shades Ridge Holding Company 
which he heads, is listed on Shelby 
County records as owning the famous 
“Kid McCoy” place just south of the 
Cahaba River on old highway 31. 

Fiorella drove to Gadsden to enter 
his guilty plea before U.S. District Judge 
Frank McFadden. 

Internal Revenue Service officials say 
that he will also have to pay taxes on 
income dating back to 1969, but the IRS 
has not calculated how much that will be. 

Fiorella will serve his time in the 
federal penal facility at Maxwell Air 
Force Base near Montgomery beginning 
June 2. That prison is said to be one of 
the most comfortable in the federal 
system. Other noted figures who have 
spent time there recently are Charles 
Colson of the Watergate scandal, and 
Seymore Trammell, former Wallace 
executive secretary. 

Many years ago Fiorella served 
several months in the Shelby County jail. 


Catherine Ann Cupit Betts is the 
name of the attractive young woman who 
was found dead on a Calera roadside on 
March 9. 

Her identity has been a source of 
worry and concern to hundreds of Shelby 
County residents as law enforcement 
officials have tried to unravel the mystery 
of who she was and how she died. 

She was identified from photographs 


last Friday night by her husband, Tom 
Betts, of Montgomery. Betts said she had 
left home on March 6 but he did not 
report her missing, because she had left 
home on other occasions, 

In addition to her husband, she is 
survived by a son, Thomas Christopher 
Betts, age 9; her parents, Mr. and Mrs. W. 
D. Cupit of Jackson, Mississippi; four 
aunts, four uncles and several cousins. 


Parents learn girl’s 
fate from local story 


Identification of Catherine Ann 
Cupit Betts was made as a result of a 
story by Mark Jones, reporter for the 
Shelby County Reporter and radio 
station WBYE. 


On the day the unidentified young 
woman was buried in Calera with a full 
funeral provided by donations from 
citizens, Jones called the story to the 
Associated Press. National radio 
commentator Paul Harvey broadcast the 
story. 


It was heard by a fireman, Gene 
Cockrell, in Jackson, Mississippi, whose 
wife was a good friend of Catherine Betts. 
Cockrell knew the young woman’s 
parents had reported her missing, but he 


thought the coincidence was too great to 
mention. But a week later, when no word 
had been heard from her, Cockrell 
mentioned the news story to her parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. W. D. Cupit. 

Mrs. Cupit immediately called the 
FBI in Jackson, where she had reported 
her daughter missing, the FBI called 
Shelby County law enforcement officers, 
who in turn called the young woman’s 
husband, Tom Betts in Montgomery, to 
come to Columbiana to make the 
identification. 

This. solved the mystery of her 
identity, but the question still remains: 
How did she die? and how did her body 
come to be placed on a roadside in south 
Calera?

Councilman Jack Zuiderhoek told the 
Council Monday night that several people 
had recently asked him that question. 

Mayor Harold Davenport said that 
City Attorney Karl Harrison has been 
asked to prepare a leash law as a means of 
preventing the many problems the city 
faces now with dogs running loose. 

In other action, Mrs. Lorene Lucas 
protested against the city’s paying 
engineering costs for the sewer lines for 
new subdivisions. W. M. Farris had 
requested it at the last meeting and the 
council approved it. Mrs. Lucas said she 
thought that money could be better spent 
to help defray sewerage costs that the 
city is already committed to spend. 

Mayor Davenport estimated the cost 
of engineering at around $14,000 and 
said the city would get much more back 
for its investment, which could in later 
years help defray the total sewer costs for 
the town. 

He added that the Birmingham 
Regional Planning Commission thinks the 
town may be eligible for a grant of about 
$92,000 to go toward the sewer project. 

In answer to a question from Mrs. 
Maureen Kelley about the cleanup 
program, Mayor Davenport said he had 
had letters sent to all property owners 
whose land is littered with trash. If they 
haven’t cleaned it up within 10 days, 
Davenport said the city will start writing 
tickets to the property owners.

Here is a quote from the Code of

rosition: “A judge shall be elected by the 
jualified voters of each county who is 
ityled the judge of probate and who shall 
10ld office for the term of six years from 
he first Monday after the second 
Tuesday in January next after his election 
ind until his successor is elected and 
jualified,” 

Shelby County has three gentlemen 
vying for the honor of serving Shelby 
“ounty as Probate Judge. You - the 
people will render the verdict in exactly 
12 days from now!

debt load is estimated at $23,121,000. 

This includes automobile loans, 
credit extended for the purchase of other 
consumer goods, personal loans and loans 
for home repair and modernization. It 
does not include mortgage debt, charge 
accounts or single payment loans. 

The debt load locally figures out to 
$1,650 per family. That is the 
mathematical average. However, since 
some families have no debt at all, the 
amount owed by those that do is | 
somewhat greater. 

In general, more than $1 out of every 
$7 that the average American family has 
left after paying its personal taxes goes 
toward the repayment of its installment 
debt, which totaled $161.82 billion at the 
end of December. In Shelby County, 
this repayment rate comes to 
approximately $140 per month per 
family on average. 

Is this too big a burden? Not 
according to the figures. As seen by the 
Financial Digest, a bank publication, 
“from the standpoint of take-home pay, 
it would seem that consumers still have 
substantial amounts of untapped 


‘borrowing power they can use to assist 


them in making additional purchases.”

are getting lighter fines 


Although there were more people 
arrested for driving while intoxicated in 
1975 than there were in 1974, there were 
also more cases reduced, nol prossed or 
dismissed in 1975 than there were in 
1974. 

“The fact that there were 12,251 
cases reduced to reckless driving and an 
additional 929 cases reduced to other 
charges, and processed or dismissed means 
that only 60 percent of the persons 
arrested for driving while intoxicated 
were convicted of this crime,” said 
Colonel E. C. Dothard, Department of 
Public Safety Director. 

“This means that 40 percent of the 
persons arrested for driving while 
intoxicated, instead of being treated as 
the menace they are, were given lighter 
fines, allowed to keep their drivers 
licenses, or, in some cases, allowed to 

laugh at the laws designed to protect all 


users of the highways of Alabama,” 
Colonel Dothard said. 


There were 33,103 driving while 
intoxicated arrests reported in 1975 
compared with 32.979 in 1974. In 1975, 
only 19,923 of these arrests resulted in 
convictions for dirving while intoxicated 
compared with 20,505 in 1974. 


“There is no way we can over-stress 
the dangers of driving while intoxicated,” 
Colonel! Dothard said. “If everyone who 
drives under the influence of alcohol, 
every judge reducing, nol prossing, or 
dismissing driving while intoxicated 
charges, and every person defending these 
dangerous drivers had to see what 
Alabama State Troopers see all too often 
- the mangled bodies on innocent 
motorists who happened to get in the 
way of drunken drivers, the problem 
would be curtailed.”

Drug use getting worse 


“T have even caught a 13-year-old in 
the Middle School pushing grass.”” 

Alabaster Police Chief C. E. “Bull” 
Carter, in describing the drug situation in 
Shelby County, illustrated his point by 
saying that the use of drugs is filtering 
down to the very young. 

Carter told the Reporter the drug 
situation is just as bad as ever and getting 
worse in Shelby County, even though 
“there are more people (law enforcement 
officers) working on it than ever before.” 

The Alabaster chief said that the use 
of drugs among young people crosses all 
social and income brackets. It is not 
confined to aay group or area. “Some try 
it and decide they don’t like it. They 
stop. Others try it and just keep on using 
it; 

It’s in the schools, and the school 
people know it, Carter indicated. He 
praised the school leaders for “doing all 
they can.’ Children are expelled 


automatically if found taking drugs in 
school, he said. 

Supplies still seem to come from 
Birmingham, and there is no predictable 
pattern of distribution. 

Carter said that one mother told him, 
when she found out her son was smoking 
marijuana, “The reason we moved down 
here from Bessemer was to get away from 
things like that.” 

But the chief says it is not a case of 
the new people bringing the problem with 
them. There are also plenty of families 
who have always lived here whose 
children are involved with drugs. 

And marijuana is not the only one. 
Cocaine and heroin are also big on the list 
of drugs used in Shelby County, Carter 
said. 

When caught, most youthful first 
offenders are turned over to the Shelby 
County Youth Aid bureau for counseling 
and help. “I’ve seen them turn some kids 
around,” he said.

mail undeliverable as addressed. 

Postal patrons in Shelby County, 
generally, cooperate with the Postal 
Department in using the complete and 
correct address. Due to this, very little 
time is required here to handle mail that 
is undeliverable. 

Postal customers should make a 
conscious effort, however, to properly 
address mail and to see that 
correspondents have their correct and full 
addresses, with the right ZIP Codes. 

This is especially true at this time 
because we are now using house numbers 
and street names in our efforts to 
improve mail service for Columbiana 
patrons. This can work to the mailer’s 
advantage, as well as that of the Postal 
Service. It can reduce the chance of delay 
and the number of letters that wind up in 
the dead letter office. 

A personal letter with an address 
scrawled so badly it is virtually 
unreadable may require special attention 
to get it delivered, often with unavoidable 
delays. 

Even the physical appearance of mail 
may be the cause of a delay. For 
example, first class mail enclosed in a 
large manila envelope may be mistakenly 
handled as slower third class mail. A 
simple change of the envelope sometimes 
eliminates this problem. Or, if large 
manila envelopes must be used, the mailer 
should stamp “‘First Class” on such mail. 

Frequent delays often follow a 
similar pattern, and customers should call 
the postmaster’s office. 

In reporting such matters, it would 
be extremely helpful to provide as much 
evidence as possible -- for example, the 
envelopes involved and a record of all 
possible information of how, when and 
where the delayed mail was received.

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Columbiana to get tough with mobile homes 


Thoroughfare 


plan unveiled 


by Willard Harrison 

The Columbiana city council met 
head-on the problem of unauthorized 
mobile homes at their Thursday night 
meeting. 

The lack of enforcement of this part 
of the zoning ordinance has apparently 
dealt the council a handful of problems. 

Appearing before the council was 


one resident who was on the verge of 


putting up a mobile home park near the 
Hwy. 25 by-pass. He had already placed 
the first trailer on his land and tapped 
onto the sewer line, apparently with no 
objections from the city superintendent. 
The land is zoned for houses. 

Upon learning of the man’s plans, 
Mayor Bob Bolton advised him that no 
more mobile homes could go in without 
changing the zoning. The man met with 
the council in order to have the land 
rezoned. 

Also appearing before the council 
was a Columbiana couple who urged the 
council to enforce its mobile home 
restrictions or to get rid of the ordinance. 
Several examples were cited showing how 
the city law was enforced sporadically or 
unequally. 

Councilman William Rasco made a 
motion to crack down on allowing trailers 
in land not zoned for that usage. Frank 
Owen seconded the move, and the 
council unanimously agreed to instruct 
city superintendent Buck Falkner to bar 
mobile homes from entering Columbiana 
without proper credentials. 

The council also dealt with the 
perennial problem of whether or not to 
have speed breakers on Pitts Drive, which 
goes past the municipal park. They voted 
to remove the present speed bumps. If 
fast cars become a problem in later 
months, the council will intall the new 
strip-type speed prevention surface. 

Roads were also the subject when 
planner Jody Ballard presented details of 
the Thoroughfare Plan potion of the total 
Columbiana master plan. He began by 
displaying a map of traffic flow compiled 
with the assistance of County Engineer 
James Ray, Jr. 

Traffic-counting machines indicate 
that the most heavily travelled roads in 
the city limits are Main Street and West 
College Street near the industrial park. 
Police figures also showed that the 
junction of the two roads has the heaviest 
concentration of traffic accidents.

The planner suggested raising the 
level of Main Street as one way of 
reducing overcrowding. This would 
permit parallel parking and allow a wider 
street. 

Mayor Bolton objected, saying that 
the stores at the lower end of the street 
would be flooded if the street were 
raised. Ballard agreed that an engineer 
would need to plan for drainage; he 
added that this suggestion on raising the 
street is a long range idea. 

The planner gave an ingenious 
solution to the much publicized traffic 
problem around the old county 
courthouse. The traffic map shows that 
most of the Main Street flow goes down 
county road 47, with much less traffic on 
old highway 25. 

His suggestion is to close a small 
section of old 25 beside the former 
courhouse. This would permit the 
through traffic to Shelby to flow 
unimpeded, while the lesser flow from 
old 25 would join the main stream after a 
stop behind the building, 

Ballard also proposed a loop road 
encircling Columbiana. He indicated that 
the city could have it built at little cost 
by requiring subdivision developers to 
construct small portions to serve future 
neighborhoods. He indicated that 
eventually the loop could divert through 
traffic from the heavily congested 
downtown area. 

Noting that the loop concept would 
not likely be realized for several decades, 
the planner pointed out that much further 
in the future, the loop would be needed 
to bypass the Highway 25 bypass. 

Ballard’s other suggestions included a 
call for turn lanes on West College Street 
near the industries, and another turn Jane 
on Depot Street to serve the future jail. 

In other city business the council 
moved to have the city superintendent 
investigate the possibilities of paving a 
small stretch of dirt road near SIMSCO. 
Councilman Rasco pointed out that this 
is the only piece of unpaved road in the 
industrial park.

special needs, instead of one large 
courthouse that we would outgrow. 


‘Subdivision regulations are enforced, 


We require a certain amount of quality 
and the developers now like it. We were 
the first county to have planning. 

‘We don’t need to expand the cost of 
government. (refering to setting up 
branch courthouses). We have been selling 
licenses through the mail for years. In 
January 1977 a computer terminal will be 
placed in the probate office, tied in with 
the state for driver,s license. People will 
have to come to the courthouse once 
every four years to have their picture 
taken for their driver’s license. This could 
not be done in branch offices.” 

He stressed the need for a law degree, 
noting that estate settlements in the 
county are now much bigger than they 
used to be. 

Cecil Matthews, candidate for 
probate judge said, “I will file suit in 
federal court to get Shelby County off 
the average daily attendance schedule (at 
schools.) | plan to serve the citizens of 
Shelby County in any way I so desire 
when elected. I will work for the schools, 
I oppose Birmingham annexing the 
Cahaba Valley.” 

Matthews thinks a law degree is an 
asset in the post, and says he will soon get 
his. 

Tommy Snowden, also running for 
probate judge disputed this. “The office 
does not require a law degree. It is more 
administrative than judicial. I will request 
legislation to separate the offices. I will 
work in harmony with all officials. I will 
provide good leadership. 

‘Taxing big landowners has been 
tried and struck down by the courts.” 

Hoyt Blalock, the incumbent and 
candidate for County Commission made 
short remarks. “In the 20 years I have

J, E. “Ned” Bearden, who is seeking 
a third term on the Commission from 
District Three, joked that with his six 
children and 20 grandchildren “I've been 
keeping you teachers in jobs.’

Lavon Moore, the incumbent on the 
board of education cited the record of 
the board in the 12 years he has been a 
member. ‘“‘Nine new gyms, 211 
classrooms, 14 libraries, 11 Junchrooms, 
two band buildings, 125 buses, and the 
teacher-pupil ratio decreased. 

Barbara Whitman, who is running 
against Moore stressed her interest in the 
schools, the work she has volunteered in 
fund raising drives for the PTA. and how 
she would work to “put the children 
first.” 

After the last speaker concluded his 
remarks, questions were directed at 
certain candidates. 

In answer to a question on 
construction problems at Pelham High 
School, Lavon Moore said he is 
disappointed in the contractor, especially 
with the plumbing work. Sewage has 
apparently backed up into the cafeteria 
several times. Moore vowed, “It’s going to 
work.” 

Manget Griffith said the county must 
have its own inspectors, paid for by the 
county, to inspect electrical, plumbing 
and water line work.

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How long has it been since 
you've seen a brush arbor? 

I haven’t seen one in many 
years, but this used to be a 
very common sight in every 
rural community at this time 
of the year. 

Now, for you young folks or 
city slickers who don’t know 
what I’m talking about, a 
brush arbor was a shelter 
made of brushunder which 
revival meetings were 
sometimes held in the rural 
areas during the Summer 
time. 

A brush arbor was con- 
structed by clearing off a 
place in a patch of woods 
alongside a road, by cutting 
poles and sinking them in 
the ground, running cross 
poles over them about eight or 
ten feet high, then by covering 
the structure with brush. 
Sometimes standing trees 
were used for the corner 
supports of the brush top. 


It really wasn’t'tight enough 
to keep out much rain, but it 
did shield out the hot sun 
during the daytime. 

Some country churches owe 
their beginning to a small 
meeting held in a brush arbor. 

And in other cases he brush 
arbor meeting was the old 


timey version of today’s 
community wide worship 
services where people of the 
different denominations get 
together for worship, singings 
and other special services. 

By the time a brush arbor 
went through the Winter it 
was dried out and useless 
without being renovated. But 
anyway, it was normally just 
a temporary structure 
designed for one-time use or a 
short period of service. 

There were always some 
traveling evangelists who 
carried their services into 
local communities aside 
from individual church 
sponsorship, and the brush 
arbor was frequently used for 
such meetings, just as tents 
are today. 


It worked pretty well, ex- 
cept for times when a quick 
rain came up in the middle of 
the service. 

Now the brush arbor has 
faded from the scene, along 
with ox yokes, grasshopper 
stocks, shoe lastsandoldoaken 


buckets. 
But for everyone who has 


ever attended a shoutingand 
singing meeting underone, the 
old brush arbor--though gone- 
will never be forgotten!

temporary splint and some toweling. The 
splint and broken leg should be wrapped 
firmly together to prevent further 
movement which may cause additional 
bleeding or tissue damage. 

The easiest method to control heavy 
bleeding is direct pressure over the 
wound, using a clean handkerchief and 
your fingers, Blood that is bright red and 
spurting out rhythmically comes from an 
artery; darker, slow flowing blood comes 
from a vein. If you are unable to stop the 
blood in a few minutes using a pressure 
bandage, you may have to try a 
tourniquet. A tourniquet is a narrow strip 
of material (a tie, stocking or belt) tied 
tightly between the heart and the wound 
until it reduces the bleeding. Tourniquets 
must be loosened for one minute at 5 to 
8 minute intervals so that tissues below 
the tourniquet are not completely 
deprived of oxygen and blood. 

Heavy bleeding, trauma, pain and 
severe fright all contribute to 
development of shock and possible death 
of the pet, even if major injuries are not

Wildflowers grownin Pelham yard . 


by Nancy Duncan 

Ruth Schatz derives many benefits 
from her unusual gardening hobby. Her 
love of wildflowers and other growing 
things provides her with a unique and 
attractive yard, keeps her trim and fit and 
brings birds, which she likes to have 
around, flocking to her trees. 

The Schatz yard in Pelham’s Oak 
Ridge Estates is filled with countless 
varieties of rare and interesting plants. 

“This is my love, my yard and my 
birds,” she commented, adding, “I plan 
my yard to suit the birds.” 

Many of her plants were rescued 
from ‘landsites being cleared for 
construction; others have been found on 
treks through the woods. Only a few were 
purchased commercially. “I buy some to 


present. Major symptoms of shock in 
animals include pale, grayish gums and 
lips. First aid for shock consists of 
warmth and comfort. Cover the animal 
with blankets or coats and speak 
soothingly to it. 

If the animal if fully conscious, 
stimulants such as warm coffee or strong 
tea may be given by the spoonful into the 
corner of the mouth, In small doses, they 
will stimulate the heart and blood 
circulation, fighting against shock. If the 
pet is unconscious or semi-conscious, do 
not give it anything by mouth. Liquids 
may strangle an unconscious animal by 
passing into the lungs instead of the 
stomach.

Her husband, Dr. Paul Schatz, often 
accompanies her as she combs the woods 
looking for the rare specimens she likes to 
utilize. These flower hunting expeditions 
are carried out only after she receives 
permission from the landowner involved, 
she points out. 

She also practices the conservationist 
tule of leaving one of any variety, when 
only two are available. “Otherwise, they 
have no way of propagating,” she said. 
“Sometimes the seeds take seven years to 
grow and maybe out of 1,000 seeds, two 
will grow. It is really a precarious 
situation.”

What to do if your dog is hit by car 


While you are administering first aid, 
have someone else locate a board or stiff 
cardboard for transporting the animal to 
the nearest veterinarian. If necessary, tie 
the pet down so that he does not injure 
himself further. If you are away from 
home and have to move an injured 
animal, use a blanket or even a coat. Slide 
the animal onto the material and have 
several people pick it up at the corners. 

Even if your pet appears unhurt after 
an encounter with a car or truck, an 
examination by a veterinarian is 
recommended. Internal bleeding and 
injuries are not readily noticed and will 
cause your pet pain and suffering if not 
properly cared for,

Society. 

She is the mother of three grown 
children and has four small grandchildren, 
Her habit of walking many miles in search 
of her plants has helped her maintain 
good health and endurance, she insists, 

Most of the specimens she has 
transplanted are labeled, and a guided 
tour of her yard is a veritable lesson in 
horticulture.

passes dog ordinance 


LEGAL NOTICE 
ORDINANCE #276 
BE (T ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE 
CITY OF COLUMBIANA, ALABAMA, AS FOLLOWS: 
Section 1. For the purpose of this Ordinance, the 
following words and phrases shall have the meanings 
respectively ascribed to them by this Section, to-wit: 

Dog. Such term shall include either male or female 
dogs and shall mean and include pet foxes, wolves and 
members of the canine family; provided that no such 
animal shall be deemed to be a dog within the terms of 
thie Ordinance unless It is three (3) months old or over. 

Owner. Any person cwning, harboring or keeping & 
dog within the City, or who has right of property in a 
dég or who has a dog in his care or acts as its custodian 
or who permits a dog to remain on or about the 
premises occupied by him. 

Vicious Dog. The term is hereby defined as a dog 
which has bitten or which, without provocation, shall 
bite or flercely attack any person or other animal. It 
shall be prima tacte evidence that a dog is a viclous dog 
it tt shall without provocation bite or shall fiercely 
attack any person or any other animal. 

Keeping. ‘‘Keeping'’ shall include harboring or 

confining. 

Section 2. it shall be the duty of the Chief of Police of 
the City of Columbiana to enforce the provisions of this 
Ordinance; to attempt to rid the City of stray, homeless, 
unclaimed and diseased dogs; to coordinate the 
functions of the humane officer with the work of the 
county rabies inspector and the Shelby County Health 
Department; and to perform such other duties as may 
be prescribed by the City Council. 

Section 3. Animal Inoculation Required. it shail be 
unlawful for any person to own, possess, keep or harbor 
a dog within the city without having such dog 
inoculated annually for rables, as required by Title 22, 
Section 107 of the 1840 Code of Alabama (Recomplied 
1958). 

Section 4. Incculation Tag — Required on Doge at 
Large. it shall be unlawful for any person to permit to 
run or be upon a street, alley, sidewalk, thoroughfare or 
public place within the City, unless secured by a 
sultable leash, any dog which does not have attached to 
it adog Inoculation tag, as required by Title 22, Section 
108 of the Code of Alabama. Nothing contained in this 
Section shall be construed as permitting any such dog, 
whether tagged or untagged, to become @ nuisance or 
to run at large upon the premises of any person other 
than the owner thereof. 

Section 5. Inoculation Teg — To be worn only by Dog for 
which Issued, it shall be unlawful for any person to 
permit or allow any dog in his charge or control to weer 
a dog inoculation tag issued for a different dog. 
Section 6. impounding of Dogs at Large not Bearing 
Current Inoculation Tag. Any dog which Is found at 
large any street, alley, sidewalk, thoroughfare or public 
place In the City of Columbiana after the effective date 
of this Ordinance and which does not have attached to it 
an Inoculation tag duly issued for It for the then current 
year, atter vaccination, as prescribed in this Ordinance, 
in suoh then current year, Is hereby declared to be a 
public nuisance, and It shall be the duty of the Police 
Department, to take up and Impound in the City Pound 
every such dog. Any such dog, so Impounded, may be 
retaken or redeemed from the pound by the owner 
thereat within five (5) days from impoundment thereof, 
or at any time thereafter before sale or destruction 
thereof, by paying to the poundmaster a fee set by 
Shelby County, plus cost of keeping such dog in the 
pound, at the rate required by said County. Every such 
dog which has remained in a pound for five (5) days and 
which has not been redeemed or retaken by the owner 
within such time shall be sold by the poundmaster, 
after having first given forty-eight (48) hours written 
notice of the time of sale, with a description of the dog 
to be sold, by posting such notice upon a bulletin board 
at the City Hall; provided, that no such dog shall be 
sold at the price and cost of keeping, at the rate 
hereinabove prescribed. No such dog shail be released 
from a pound, either to the owner or to the purchaser, 
unless and until the same shall have been inoculated, 
as prescribed in this Ordinance and a certificate and 
tag, as likewise prescribed, shall have been Issued 
therefor. Dogs not redeemed or purchased as herein 
provided shall be destroyed by the poundmaster in a 
humane manner. Diseased or injured dogs Impounded 
under this Section shall be destroyed by the 
poundmaster in a humane manner without delay 
Section 7. Dog Retention Period - Authority to 
Designate; Notice; Confinement Pertod. In order to 
determine which dogs In the city are stray or homeless 
dogs, the police officer of the City Is hereby authorized 
to set apart and designate a period of seven (7) days 
whenever he deems It necessary, in which all owners In 
the City shall be required to keep their dogs on their 
own premises unless fastened to a sultable leash not 
more than eight (8) feet in length. Such period shall be 
known as the ‘Dog retention period’’. During such 
period It shall be unlawful for any person to permit any 
dog to run at large in the City. In designating such 
period, the police officer shall give notice of the 
seven-day period designated by him as the dog 
retention period and shall publish such notice in some 
newspaper of general circulation in the City at least 
once a week for two (2) consecutive weeks prior to such 
period and shall also give notice of the same in such 
other manner as he may deem appropriate. 

Section 8. Dog Retention Period — impounding of 
Dogs at Large During Period. During any dog retention 
period, all dogs found running at large or off the 
premises of the owner thereof, unless secured by & 
sultable leash of not more than eight (8) feet in length, 
shall be Impounded and shall be kept In the City Pound 
tor 8 period of five (5) days beyond such dog retention 
period. During auch five (5) days, the owner of any dog 
may claim the same by paying the board bill and 
impounding tee prescribed by Shelby County; provided 
that no such dog shal! be released from the pound until 
\t has been Inoculated for rabies and the fee for such 
inoculation has been paid. All dogs remaining 
unclaimed at the end of such five-day period shal! be 
sold or disposed of by the poundmaster in a humane 
manner 

Section 9. Collar or Harness Required; Tag to be 
Attached; Removal, etc., Prohibited. Every dog over 
the age of three (3) months shall wear @ substantial, 
durable collar or harness, to which the inoculation tag 
provided for in this Ordinance shall be attached. It shail 
be unlawful to attach such tag by wire, rope or other 
inhumane means. No person shall remove the collar or 
harness or inoculation tag, or either from any dog 
without the consent of Its owner, 

Section 10. Female Dogs in Heat. It shall be unlawful 
tor the owner or keeper of any female dog to permit the 
same to run at large In the streets, alleys, 
thoroughtares or public places of the City while in heat. 
Any female dog in heat found running at large in the 
streets, alleys, thoroughfares or public places of the 
City, whether she has attached an inoculation tag or 
not, is hereby declared to be a public nuisance and shall 
be impounded by the Dog Conrol Officer, the humane 
officer or any Police Officer. Such female dog may be 
redeemed by the owner thereof under the same terms 
and conditions set forth in Section 6 of this Ordinance. 
Section 11. Inhumane Treatment of Dogs Prohibited. |t 
shal! be unlawful for the owner or keeper of any dog to 
keep same in any enclosure or to keep the same on any 
leash or other restraint uniess the same shail be so 
arranged that such dog al all times shall have available 
water, shade and proper shelter; or to treat a dog in any 
other inhumane manner. 

Section 12. Dogs on Premises Other than Owner. Any 
dog, whether wearing @ tag or not, which is found upon 
the premises of aperson other than the owner or keeper 
thereof, shall, at the request of the owner of such 
premises, be impounded by the Dog Control Officer or 
the humane office, or any Police Officer, and the owner 
thereof, if known, shall be notified of such 
impoundment and If not known, shall be notified prior 
to the sale of the dog by posting notice of the sale as 
provided fgr in Section 6. Such dog may be redeemed 
upon payment of an impounding fee required by Shelby 
County, Alabama, plus the cost ot keeping. If not 
redeemed by (he owner thereat within five (5) days, the 
dog shall be subject tc disposition as provided for in 
Section 6 of this Ordinance. 
Section 13. Officers Authorized to go on Premises. The 
Police Officer of the City shall have the right for the 
public health, welfare and safety, to enter upon any 
property within the City of Its Police Jurisdiction for the 
purpose of capturing any dog running at large or 


capturing any cog upon written complaint that such dog 
has bitten @ human being, or capturing any vicious dog, 
or capturing any rabid dog. No person shall hinder, 
molest or interfere with any such officer who is 
authorized or empowered to perform any duty under 
this ordinance. 

Section 14. Rabid Dogs. When any dog ls apparently 
suffering from rabies, any Police Officer may lawfully 
destroy such dog In a humane manner wherever such 
dog is apprehended, without the necessity of 
impounding the same. 

Section 15. Dog Biting a Persen — impoundment. 
Whenever the Police Department or Dog Control 
Officer or Rabies Inspector shall receive information 
that any person has been bitten by @ dog, the Police 
Department, Rabies Inspector or Dog Control Officer 
shall have the said dog confined under the direct care, 
custody and control and supervision of a licensed 
veterinarian for a period of ten (10) days. It shall be 
unlawful for any person having knowledge that any 
person has been bitten by any sujch dog to refuse to 
notify promptly one or more of the officers mentioned in 
this Section. It shall be unlawful for the owner of any 
such dog to refuse to or fall to comply with any said 
recommendation made by the Dog Control Officer, 
Rabies inspector or Police Department in any particular 
case. It shall be unlawful for the owner of any such Gog 
to refuse to deliver possession of any such dog to any of 
said officers demanding possession of sald dog, and the 
Police Department or Rabies Inspector shail have the 
right to go upon the premises of the owner of sald dog 
and forcibly take said dog and place sald dog with a 
licansed veterinarian. Any expenses incurred in the 
handling of any such dog, including the fees of the 
licensed veterinarian and board of sald dog, shall be 
borne by the owner, sand said dog shall not be returned 
to the owner until sald fees are paid to said licensed 
veterinarian; \f the owner refuses to pay sald fees to the 
licensed veterinarian and said dog is determined not to 
be rabid by the licensed veterinarian, then the said 
veterinarian shall deliver said dog to the pound pen and 
sald dog shall not be delivered or returned to the owner 
until all fees and expenses have been collected. If the 
owner negiects, fails or refuses to pay sald fees, the 
sald dog shal! be disposed of as provided for in Section 
6 of this Ordinance. The veterinarian under whose care 
adog has been committed shail report the results of his 
observations of said dog to the person bitten or his 
physician or, in the case of a minor, to the parent or 
physician or the minor, or custodian or guardian of the 
minor. 

Section 16. Vicious Dog - Confinement Required. It 
shall be unlawful for the owner or other person in 
charge thereof to keep in the City a vicious dog, unless 


the same is securetly confined, bound or adequatety’ 


leashed in such a manner as to prevent such dog from 
biting or attacking @ person or other animal. 
Section 17. Barking. |t shal! be unlawful for the owner 
or other person in charge thereof to keep in the City a 
dog which habitually runs or barks at pedestrians or 
vehicies. 

Section 18. Enclosures for Vicleus Doge — Posting of 
Premises. Whenever a vicious dog Is permitted to run 
at large within a wall, fence, or other structure, It shall 
be the duty of the owner or person In charge of such dog 
to give public notice or warning that such dog Is at large 
within such enclosure by conspicuous posting of @ 
written or printed notice at every unlocked entrance to 
such enclosure. 

Section 19. Enclosure of Vicious Dogs — Aulthertty of 
Police Chief when Enclosure Determined Inadequate. 
Whenever a vicious dog Is not properly or securely 
confined, the Police Department may order 
confinement of the dog until the owner or other person 
in charge of such dog provides an enclosure which, In 
the opinion of the Dog Control Officer, is adequate. 
Until an enclosure is provided, which the Dog Control 
Officer determines to be adequate, the Dog Control 
officer or the Police Department may order confinement 
of such dog with such person or organization as the Dog 
Control officer shall determine, or may impound said 
dog in the City Dog Pound. The cost of feeding and 
caring for the dog shail be paid by the owner at a rate 
required by Shelby County, Alabama per day. If the 
owner of such dog fails to provide an enclosure which 
the Dog Control Officer determines to be adequate 
within thirty (30) days, such dog may be disposed of by 
extermination or by whatever method selected by the 
humane officer or the dog may be disposed of as 
directed by the Dog Control Otficer. 

Section 20. Reporting of Vielous Dogs - Sworn 
Statement; Procedure upon first Indication of 
Viclousness. Whenever any person claims that a dog is 
vicious, he shall make @ sworn statement before an 
officer authorized to adininister oatha in the City, and 
in said sworn statement shall set forth the reasons for 
the dog to be vicious. Such sworn statement shall be 
delivered to the Police Department. Upon receipt of 
such sworn statement, the Pollos Department shail 
immediately make an investigation. If, In the opinion of 
the Chief of Police, the dog Is vicious, and If he further 
finds that the incident reported is the first Incident or 
indication of viclousness on the part of the dog, the Dog 
Control Officer or the Chief of Police shall order such 
dog confined. If the owner of the dog dose not 
immediately provide a proper enclosure, the Dog 
Control Office or Police Department shall confine such 
dog with such person or organization as the Police 
Department shall determine or said dog may be 
impounded in the City Pound for a period not 
exceeding thirty (30) days. If the owner of such dog falls 
to provide an enclosure which the Dog Control Office or 
Police Department determines to be adequate within 
thirty (30) days, such dog may be disposed of by 
extermination or by whatever method selected by the 
humane officer or the dog may be otherwise disposed 


of. 

Section 21. Liability of Owner of Viclous Deg. A person 
owns or keeps 2 viclous dog In the City at his own risk. 
if a vicious dog eacapes from his enclosure or Injures 
any person outside of the enclosure, the owner of such 
dog shail be criminally lable, whether such escape or 
injulry occurred with or without the negligence of the 
owner, the keeper or any other person. 

Section 22. Penalties — Fines. A violation of any of the 
provisions of this Ordinance by any person shall 
constitute a misdemeanor. Any person who shail violate 
any of the provisions of this Ordinance shall be fined 
not less than ONE AND NO/00 DOLLARS ($1.00) nor 


more than ONE HUNDRED AND NO/100 DOLLARS 


($100.00) and may be imprisoned or sentenced to jali or 
hard labor for a period not exceeding six (6) months, or 
both, at the discretion of the Recorder. ‘ 
Section 23. Effective Date. This Ordinance shall 
become effective immediately upon publication after 
adoption by the City Council.

(Special to the Reporter) 

How healthy is the Social Security 
trust fund, on which many Shelby 
County residents depend for current or 
future retirement benefits? 

By virtue of their contributions to 
Social Security over the years. via payroll 
taxes. how large is their interest in the 
fund? 

They have been worried lately over 
reports emanating from Washington that 
the fund is in trouble. In_ testimony 
before Congress recently, Secretary of 
Health, Education and Welfare David 
Mathews warned that the outgo from the 
pension fund is exceeding its income by 
some 10 percent at the present time. 


The reserves are now down to 
approximately $44 billion, which is 
enough to carry only for about six years,, 
several years less than usual. It will be 
exhausted at that time unless something 
is done to boost revenues. Plans to do so 
are now before Congress.

Funds for Calera H. S. 


still not allocated

Revenue from state education bonds, 
on which the long-anticipated renovation 
of Calera High School apparently 
depends, has not been allocated, and at 
least one state official believes it will be a 
mater of weeks before local boards of 
education are notified if and how much 
construction funds their school systems 
will be allotted. 

Dr. W. H. Kimbrough, Director of 
Administration-and Finance for the State 
Board of Education said this week that 
the committee charged with disbursement 
of the money has not met to allocate it. 

“Tt takes several days to wind this 

p,” he said when contacted Tuesday in 
his Montgomery office. “In my opinion, 
it will be three or four weeks before the 
money is allocated.” 

Kimbrough stated that although he is 
not on the committee which decides on 
distribution of the revenue, he does meet 
with committee members. 

Regarding the Shelby County Board 
of Education’s chances of getting the 
go-ahead on renovation of the Calera 
school once the committee has met, 
Kimbrough said, “It all depends on what 
Shelby County has on their list of 
priorities.” 

Told that Calera High School is next 
on the board’s list for major renovation, 
the director stated that receiving funds 
from the latest sale of bonds also hinges

Because of the rapid growth of those 
areas, the number of voters has increased 
greatly in the past few years. 

But the assigning of Beat 12 voters to 
new polls proved to be very difficult, 
because addresses on the voting records 
were inaccurate and many voters were 
assigned to the wrong place. 

Letters were mailed out to each voter 
in advance, notifying him or her of the 
change, but about one-third were 
returned marked “insufficient address.” 
Because of the many postal changes in 
the area, few persons who registered over 
five years ago still have the same address, 
yet they did not change their address on 
the voting records in the courthouse. 

Errors in addresses were also made 
by the Board of Registrars when signing 
up new voters. 

One long-time resident of the Cahaba 
Valley, Mrs. Elizabeth Daniel, said that in 
her family of three voters, “We all live at 
the same place but each of us were given 
a different place at which to vote.” 

Many persons corrected their polling 
place after receiving the letters. and many 
others have corrected their listing since 
the voter list was published. Changes that 
did not appear on the voter list will 
appear on the supplemental voter list. 

But still many voters may show up at 
the polling place nearest their home, to 
find they are listed at another place. 

This is why the Commission voted to 
employ two workers at $15 per day to 
man each of the boxes where confusion 
may occur, 


on “Show much they have already 
gotten.” 

The Shelby County Board received 
some $600,000 for renovation of 
Montevallo High School when the last 
state education bonds, totaling $30 
million, were sold last year. 

The board has been under pressure 
from Calera parents and city officials to 
begin work at the school with local funds, 
since bond money has been slow to 
materialize. 

Calera citizens were particularly 
perturbed when building projects totaling 
nearly $500,000 were announced for four 
other Shelby County schools. 

However, board chairman Joe Dean 
has recently had confirmed the fact that 
the county would not be reimbursed for 
any work done with local funds, since 
money from bond sales is paid to 
contractors by the state and not 
channeled through local school boards. 

A delegation from Calera pushing for 
renovation of their school conferred with 
three state officials in Montgomery on 
April 1. Two of the officers, State 
Superintendent of Education Wayne 
Teague and Finance Director James L. 
Solomon, serve on the committee which 
controls the selling of education bonds. 

The third committee member, Gov. 
George Wallace, was represented at the 
meeting by an administrative assistant, 
Henry Stegall. 

The Calera group felt confident, 
following the conference, that funds for 
improvements at their school would be 
made available as soon as another group 
of bonds was sold. They were told at the 
time that the sale would probably take 
place in mid-April, which it did. 

However, PTA president Carl 
Prichard said upon the group’s return 
from Montgomery there was strong 
indication that only a portion of the 
amount needed for the project would 
become available following the April 
bond sale. Renovation of the school is 
expected to cost some $700,000. 


The Democrat primary will doubtless 
draw the most voters but it will be of 
interest to see if Republican strength has 
grown beyond the 600 who asked for the 
Republican ballot in the 1974 primary. 

Democrats will get to vote in the 
local contests where the competition and 
interest is strongest. Republicans have 
only one local contest to decide, and that 
is for the office of county chairman of 
the party. But they can also choose from 
a long list of convention delegates 
pledged to Gerald Ford or Ronald 
Reagan. 

Political rallies and forums have not 
attracted a wide attendance this year. 
Candidates have found it hard to locate 
large groups of people, so have 
campaigned at shopping centers as well as 
going to businesses and homes. 

Although Sheriff Red Walker's name 
is not on the ballot, his political machine 
has been geared up and. running for 
several months. It is well known that he 
would like to see changes on the 
Commission and in the probate judge’s 
office. 

If he can bring this about, with the 
candidates he is backing, he and people 
friendly to him would, for all practical 
purposes, have majority control of Shelby 
County offices and affairs. 

But voters of Shelby County often 
show a maverick streak and go to the 
polls to vote for the candidates of their 
own choice without discussing their 
choices with anyone. This campaign, like 
the one two years ago, has been quiet, 
with few people wanting to talk about 
how they are going to vote. 

The subject of schools is coming up 


.in-all the contests this time, and .this.is. 


unusual. Generally schoo! issues are 
confined to the candidates running only 
for board of education. But candidates 
who are running against incumbents on 
the County Commission and Probate 
Judge, and even the candidates for 
district judge mention school issues in 
their speeches. 

The Commission gets the blame for 
not putting enough pressure on the 
school board, yet also gets blamed for 
putting pressure on the hospital board. 
Commission members answer that they 
have no legal control over the school 
board or its budget, yet the Commission 
does have the responsibility to appoint 
hospital board members. 

Incumbents on school boards argue 
that Shelby County voters turned down a 
one-cent sales tax and effectively tied 
their hands for capital expenditures. 

The school issue is no doubt fed by 
the protests from Calera and Helena 
parents who want school buildings 
improved, and by north Shelby County 
residents who see Valley and Pelham 
schools as already crowded. 

Two of the local races in the 
Democratic primary have three 
candidates and this may trigger a run-off. 
No one is willing to predict whether a 
run-off will be necessary, but many 
people seem to think there will be a 
run-off in the race for probate judge. 

Tommy Snowden and Cecil Matthews 
are both after the position held by 
Conrad Fowler, who is seeking 
reelection. The other three-way race is

search for who killed Catherine Cupit 
Betts.

The 28-year-old woman was buried, 
unidentified, by Calera citizens in the 
Salem cemetery. Her identity had been 
sought intensively by police officials. An 
autopsy by state toxicologists said the 
cause of death was “unknown,” 

She had apparently not been harmed 
before her death. 

Her parents in Jackson, Mississippi, 
learned of her fate as-a result of a story 
put-on~the--AssociatedPressby~ Mark 
Jones of the Shelby County Reporter 
WBYE staff. 

Mrs. Betts’ husband was located in 
Montgomery and he came to the county 
and identified her through photographs. 

After she was identified, the Shelby 
County Reporter mailed copies of its 
stories and photographs to Mr. and Mrs. 
Cupit.

The Food Stamp office requested the 
Commission to buy three swivel chairs 
and other office equipment estimated to 
cost $300 to $325. The Commission 
agreed, 

A representative from the 
Birmingham Regional Planning 
Commission presented new maps of the 
flood prone areas of Shelby County. He 
said this completes the county mapping. 
The U. S. Geological Survey had mapped 
the southern half of the county in 1903, 
but the other sections had never been 
mapped. 

Judge Fowler commented that the 
Corps of Engineers is also mapping the 
flood areas, but the county has not yet 
received the maps. 

A representative from the Small 
Business Administration will be at the 
Pelham City Hall on May 3 to arrange low 
cost loans for individuals and businesses 
who suffered damage in the March floods. 
Don Hughes said that Civil Defense would

not grant the county “disaster” status for 
the food because the area flooded was 
not big enough, but the SBA was 
authorized to give low-interest loans, 

Barbara Baker Roberts, chairman of 
the county Historical Society, asked the 
county to engage architect James H. Fitts 
of Tuscaloosa to plan renovation of the 
old courthouse. Fitts has done 
considerable restoration work, she said. 

Funds for his fee are available from a 
$20,000 grant which will come from the 
state Historical Commission. The 
Commission voted in favor of it. 

Judge Fowler announced that Kirby 
Smith, prime contractor on the 
re-evaluation of Shelby County real 
estate, estimates that the re-evaluation 
could be completed by the latter part of 
September. Delivery of the maps is still 
the holdup, he said. But California Aero 
Topo, the company doing the mapping, 
has established a schedule of weekly 
delivery of maps, and has increased its 
staff, Smith will be in the county 
Wednesday to go into details. 

A flap arose in the meeting when 
Probate Judge candidate Cecil Matthews 
protested the Commission’s assigning of 
special workers at the four polling places 
where there may be confusion at the 
election. (See other story). Matthews 
thought it would give Probate Judge 
candidate Conrad Fowler an advantage. 

Fowler asked him, ‘‘Are you 
Suggesting those people should drive to 
Columbiana? (to straighten out their 
registration). 

Matthews said, “No, I suggest they 
vote a challenge ballot.” 

The Commission was unanimous in 
its vote to assign special workers.

FBI Director expresses 


views on abuse of privacy

Few words in our language have 
received as much attention in recent 
months as has privacy. It has come to 
express for many the perception that 
their well-being is threatened — indeed 
their lives controlled — by the highly 
institutionalized nature of our society 
and the power technology is exerting over 
it. 


There is reason for concern. Most of 
us would admit to an awareness that a 
certain erosion of our individuality has 
taken place in-recent years. One sign is 
the proliferating identification of people 
by numbers in credit card, bank account, 
social security , tax, motor vehicle, census, 
and telephone records, to name only a 
few. The realization that these numbers 
are consumed, correlated, matched, and 
exchanged by computerized data 
processing systems, which store and 
retrieve vast quantities of information 
instantly, is unsettling to some. 


For far too many persons, however, 
the term “privacy” has acquired a far 
different connotation. To them, it has 
become a code word to discredit 
legitimate law enforcement procedures. 
These critics are quick to characterize law 
enforcement practices with sinister, 
fifth-column terms like surveillance, 
infiltration, informer, spying, and 
dossiers. They harbor the notion that law 
enforcement has no business inquiring 
into the activities of persons who cannot 
be clearly shown to be involved in 
violations of the law. 

Such a notion is wrong. For one 
reason, it ignores the function of 


investigation: to conduct logical inquiries 
to establish the facts in a given situation. 
For another, it suggests that exceptions 
be made in the investigation of crime. 


While the presumption of innocence 
for a defendant before the court is a 
valued concept in our legal heritage, it is 
inconceivable during the investigative 
process. Vigorous, logical, and objective 
investigation can no more presume 
innocence than it can presume guilt. It 
can only consider the possibility of one 
or the other. 

Where privacy is concerned, | am 
confident there is no group more 
genuinely committed to its preservation 
than law enforcement personnel. Over the 
years, no others have had in their 
possession more potentially damaging 
information about fellow citizens and 
few, if any, others have guarded such 
privileged data more carefully. 

Endangered personal privacy is far 
too important an issue to obscure its 
source. If persons feel threatened in our 
society, it is far more likely the result of 
rampant crime than of law enforcement 
efforts to protect the community from 
lawlessness. Privacy is meaningless when 
it cannot be enjoyed, secure from the 
growing attacks of terrorists, murderers, 
bombers, burglars, rapists, and robbers, If 
law enforcement is to stop crime and 
protect true personal privacy, then it 
must be permitted realistic weapons to 
combat lawlessness. 

If we have learned anything from the 
drammatic national events of the past few 
years, it is that no one can be above the 
law. Neither can anyone be beyond 
investigation. Privacy must not become a 
refuge for crime.

The 
Shelby County Community Theatre will 
produce a play during the first week in 
May. 

Steve McDaniels, a spokesman for 
the Jaycees appeared before the City 
Council Monday night, expressing 
appreciation to the governing body for 
approving his organization’s request. 

Councilman Grady Parker, chairman 
of the police and fire committee reported 
that members of the Montevallo 
Volunteer Fire Department had taken 
their annual fishing trip to the Gulf, last 
weekend. He reported that the firemen 
returned with some 850 pounds of fish. 

Parker also informed council 
members that one of the Montevallo 
garden clubs has undertaken a project to 
landscape the area adjacent to the city’s 
new Fire Department building. He 
indicated that flowers and shrubs are 
being planted just north of the building. 

City Clerk Kenneth Bailey reported 
that members of the Alpha Tau Omega 
fraternity from the University of 
Montevallo had completed their project 
for the city. On Saturday, members of 
the fraternity repainted fire plugs in the 
city’s business district and some plugs 
located in the residential areas.

Poll watch your own vote

The Jeaflets also state that there shall 
be no campaigning inside the polling 
place, no campaign posters, no leaflets or 
campaign cards an no election officials 
wearing campaign buttons. 

One of the underscored paragraphs in 
the leaflets indicates that it is against the 
federal Civil Rights Act for anyone to 
bribe, or try to bribe any voter in any 
way. 

Other excerpts from the voting laws 
state that only election officials are in 
charge of the polling places and that no 
polls may close early. In Shelby County 
the polls will be open from 8:00 a.m.

Angry? Pick up pen, not bat 


Angry about something in your 
community or country? Don’t pick up 2 
bat — pick up a pen, Add to it paper. 
Then sit down and take out your 
frustration constructively, in a letter to 
your mayor or congressman — or a letter 
to the editor, 

Democracy is not a spectator sport. 
Yet too many Americans for various 
reasons tune out when they ought to tune 
in; on election day, when the city council 
meets, or when an important issue 
affecting their lives is being debated by 
the powers that be. 

You may be intimidated by the 
thought of writing for public 
consumption. But you needn’t be if you 
follow some simple suggestions for 
writing letters that can have an impact. . 
One prolific writer, who has had over 
1,500 letters published in American 
newspapers and magazines, offers these 


. tips: 


1) “Be timely: React at once, hot on 
the heels of the news. Then let your letter 
simmer at least three hours before 
mailing. (Your subconscious may feed 
second thoughts.) 

2) “Be brief: If you can’t sell ‘em in 
3 paragraphs, you won't in 20. 

3) “Limit yourself: One subject per 
letter. 


4) “Organize: State your points in 
logical sequence. Communicate! 

5) “‘Be factual: Avoid vague 
generalizations and label-hanging. 

6) “Be simple: Most readers don't dig 
fancy talk, Keep sentences and 
paragraphs short. Use punchy verbs. 

7) *‘Be constructive: If you 
condemn, suggest a better way. 

8) “Mechanics: Type doublespaced 
on one side of plain white paper. Leave 
wide margins. Mail first class. 

9) “Sign your name’ All publications 
must know your name and address 
(although) some permit pseudonyms.” 


These rules apply equally well 
whether you're writing a letter to an 
editor or to a public official. One caution 
regarding the latter: elected officials 
especially those in Washington — get 
loads of mail daily, Most of it falls into 
two categories; (1) form letters which 
obviously have becn stimulated by a third 
party, and (2) personally motivated and 
written correspondence. The form letters 
usually get short shrift and have relatively 
little impact. 

It is the personally motivated letters 
— those truly reflecting the writer’s own 
opinion 
up and take notice.

Syrian visitor inspects county road system 


by Willard Harrison 

An engineer from Syria discovered 
last week that in many ways 
ShelbyCounty is not unlike his country 
Said Kass lliyya is touring the U.S. ona 
fact finding tour to learn how to better 
Syria’s highway system. 

Shelby County engincer James L. 
Ray, Jr., welcomed the young engineer 
whose job is almost identical to Ray’s. 
lliyya is the head engineer of one of 
thirteen districts in the Middle Eastern 
country. 2 

The ‘foreign visitor was accompanied 
by Earl Combs, a secondary road engineer 
with the Alabama Highway Department. 
Combs joked that the Syrian had little 
trouble with the English language except 
for the slang. 

Engineer Ray told Iliyya that he is 
the fourth foreign representative to visit 
Shelby County s highway department. In 
recent years delegations have been sent 
from Indonesis, Bangladesh, and 
Thailand, whose party included the king’s 
chief engineer. 

The foreign visits are arranged by the 
State Department through the Federal 
Highway Administration. The national 
agency and the state highway office 
recommend Shelby County’s system as a 
model highway agency at the county 
level. 

The meeting began in Columbiana at 
the County Engineer's Office early last 
Thursday morning. While Ray was tied up 
for a time with urgent sinkhole 
discussions, Combs gave the Syrian a tour 
of the offices. Since Iliyya had shown 
great interest in the American Indian 
Combs began looking for the arrowhead

collection. 

Combs and Kenneth Walton showed 
him a display of shark teeth found in a 
Shelby County sand pit, and tried to 
explain how a taxidermist had mounted 
the bass around the office. 

The Shelby County fishing 
enthusiasts were surprised when they 
asked about fishing in Syria. Mr. Iliyya 
stated that when his countrymen wanted 
fish they threw dynamite in the water. 
They then scooped up the dead fish and 
sold them. 

The foreign visitor was asked several 
questions about his country and his work 
there. He stated that Syria is roughly 50 
percent larger than Alabama, with a 
population more than double that of this 
state. Much of the land is arid, and is 
watered by irrigation . 


Comparing Syria’s dams with those 
of the U. S., he indicated that because of 
the flat terrain dams there are short but 
wide. As he mentally changed kilometers 
to miles, he added that a dam on the 
Euphrates River is almost three U. S. 
miles across. 

Converting metric to U. S. measures 
offered the engincer little more difficulty 
than translating from his native Arabic to 
English. He laughingly admitted that it 
did give him a little trouble converting 
two U. §. measures at a time, like pounds 
per square inch. 

The Syrian visitor soon proved that 
he was as good at posing questions as he 
was at answering them, as Ray and 
Combs began the tour of the county 
highway operations. Iliyya took 
advantage of the opportunity to seek 
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speed and conventional 
heat in one oven.

The space center, which opened in 
1970 at an intitial cost of $2 million, 
actually lives up to its publicity 
bally-hoo. It is not just a collection of 
past glories and the latest in technology, 
but also a window into an optimistic 
future. 

While visiting the Space and Rocket 
Center recently, we mingled with tourists 
from more than a dozen states and 
visitors from several foreign countries. 

Everyone seemed to spread 
enthusiasm while visiting the thirteen 
exhibit areas of the center. Beginning 
with a moon rock, the tour ends with a 
walk through the outdoor rocket park. 
And let’s not forget the optional tour of 
the George C. Marshall Space Flight 
Center. 

The two-hour tour of the 
neighboring NASA installation gives an 
initimate look at this part of Redstone 
Arsenal. Bear in mind that the long bus 
tide through the Marshall Center 
probably will not appeal to the younger 
child. 

Cameras are welcome on the base. 
You can make spectacular pictures on the 
13-story tall rocket test stand used for 
the Saturn V. Another stop allows you to 
view and photograph the Neutral 
Bouyancy Simulator, a million gallon 
tank of water where Skylab astronauts 
are trained in a weightless environment. 

You can also walk through a life-size 
mockup of the Skylab Space Station in 
the building where it was created. The 
NASA tour circles past the test complex, 
an experimental solar house, and a fourth 
stop features a visit to the Space Shuttle 
project of the 1980’s. 

When you buy your NASA 
combination ticket or bus tour ticket at 
the Alabama Space Center’s lobby, be 
careful to ask when the next tour begins. 
Otherwise you will be included on the 
next available. Our party arrived in 
Huntsville at noon and the bus tour began 
at 12:15, setting our lunch hour at 2:15. 


You should also allow at least two 
hours at the Space Center museum, even 
though it is hard to see and do everything 
in that short time without rushing. Since 
the center is open from 9 to 5, there 
should be plenty of time for the exhibit 
center and the NASA tour. 

The theatre is a popular first stop at 
the museum, as is the exhibit depicting 
interplanetary space. But the rocket and 
space science exhibits are some of the 
most popular. 

Here you can meet the first monkey 


* astronaut, fire a rocket engine, view'a 3D 


hologram picture, project your heartbeat 
onto a screen, or look through a fiber 
optic periscope in this do-it-yourself area. 

In other sections you can talk ona 
picture telephone, ride on a cushion on 
air, or play electronic games. Many 
exhibits feature recorded lectures 
combined with slides and actual models 
to illustrate various subjects. 

Another of the most popular sections

is in the center of the museum building. 
Suspended from the high ceiling are 
full-size replicas of satellites, a rocket 
launching helicopter, and a_bat-like 
monoplane from the early 1900's. 

Also featured are a moon buggy, a 
quarantine van, and a replica of the Lunar 
Module like the one which landed on the 
moon. 

Outdoors is the Lunar Odyssey, 
which simulates space flight and a landing 
on the moon. Hardy souls might wish to 
try the Zero Gravity weightless machine. 
This apparatus, which resembles a cross 
between a seesaw and a ferris whell, 
allows one to éxperience the sensation of 
floating in space. 

On display are buzz-bombs, a 
six-wheel moon buggy, and a replica on a 
lunar crater. One of the highlights is the 
only Saturn V rocket on public display; 
this type of rocket took man to the 
moon. The 363 foot long vehicle weighs 
3,000 tons when fueled and ready for 
launch. 

The Space and Rocket Center is 
located a few hours away, and can be 
easily reached by Interstate 65. 
“Tranquility Base” is just past Redstone 
Arsenal, 15 miles from 1-65 on Alternate 
12 


Tickets cost $1.90 for adults and .85 
for children to see the exhibit center. The 
NASA tour is $1,25, and 70 cents for 
children age 6 to 12. Combination tickets 
for both attractions cost $2.85 and $1.25 
Discount tickets from magazines apply 
only to the museum and not to the 
George C. Marshall Center bus tour. The 
Space center is open every day of the year 
except Christmas Day. 

If you’re heading through Huntsville 
on your next vacation or if you want a 
one-day trip, stop by the space museum 
and see how the state is spending your 
tax money. Or see how the U. S. is using 
your dollars on research. 

You may be pleasantly surprised to 
discover the attraction tourists have 
enjoyed for years.

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State’s tire safety law gets national support 


Supporters of Alabama’s Unsafe Tire 
Law received strong support recently by 
the National Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration. 

Fred W. Vetter, Associate 
Administrator of N. H. T. S. A. stated, 
“In our view 2/32 of an inch tread depth 
Js the bare minimum at which a tire can 
be considered serviceable, especially on 
wet roads . . .” 

Mr, Vetter, quoting from a National 
Aeronautics and Space Admimistration 
Study, continued: “It can be seen that 
tread depth has a marked effect on 
adhesion on wet roads; and at high 
speeds, water pressure can build up to a 
point where the wheel is no longer 
rotating and the phenomena known as 
hydroplaning occurs. The effect on 
braking, especially the front brakes, 
which perform sixty to seventy percent 
of braking effort, assures an 
out-of-control vehicle.

LEGAL NOTICE 
ORDINANCE #276 
BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE 
CITY OF COLUMBIANA, ALABAMA, AS FOLLOWS: 
Section 1, For the purpose of this Ordinance, the 
following words and phrases shail have the meanings 
respectively ascribed to them by this Section, to-wit: 

Dog. Such term shall include elther male or female 
dogs and shall mean and include pet foxes, wolves and 
members of the canine family; provided that no such 
animal shali be deemed to be a dog within the terms of 
this Ordinance untess it is three (3) months old or over. 

Owner. Any person owning, harboring or keeping a 
dog within the City, or who has right of property In a 
dog or who has a dog in his care or acts as Its custodian 
or who permits a dog to remain on or about the 
premises occupied by him. 

Viclous Dog, The term is hereby defined as a dog 
which has bitten or which, without provocation, shall 
bite or fiercely attack any person or other animal. it 
shall be prima facie evidence that a dog |s a vicious dog 
it it shall without provocation bite or shall fiercely 
attack any person or any other animal, 

Keeping. ‘Keeping’ shall Include harboring or 
confining. 

Section 2. it shall be the duty of the Chief of Police of 
tive City of Columbiana to enforce the provisions of this 
Ordinance; to attempt to rid the City of stray, homeless, 
unclaimed and diseased dogs; to coordinate the 
functions of the humane officer with the work of the 
county rables inspector and the Shelby County Health 
Department; and to perform such other duties as may 
be prescribed by the City Council. 
Section 3. Animal inoculation Required. {1 shall be 
unlawful for any person to own, possess, keep or harbor 
a dog within the city without having such dog 
inoculated annually for rabies, as required by Title 22, 
Section 107 of the 1940 Code of Alabama (Recompiied 
1958). 
Section 4. Inoculation Tag — Required on Dogs at 
Large. it shall be unlawful for any person to permit to 
run or be upon a street, alley, sidewalk, thoroughfare or 
public place within the City, unless secured by a 
Sultable leash, any dog which does not have attached to 
it adog Inoculation tag, as required by Title 22, Section 
108 of the Code of Alabama. Nothing contained in this 
Section shall be construed as permitting any such dog, 
whether tagged or untagged, to become a nuisance or 
to run at large upon the premises of any person other 
than the owner thereof. 
Section 5, Inoculation Tag - To be worn only by Dog for 
which issued. |t shall be unlawful for any person to 
permit or allow any dog in his charge or control to wear 
8. dog Inoculation tag issued for a different dog. 
Section 6. impounding of Dogs at Large not Bearing 
Current inoculation Teg. Any dog which is found at 
large any street, alley, sidewalk, thoroughfare or public 
place in the City of Columbiana after the effective date 
of this Ordinance and which does not have attached to it 
an Inoculation tag duly issued for It for the then current 
year, after vaccination, as prescribed in this Ordinance, 
in such then current year, is hereby declared to be a 
public nuisance, and It shall be the duty of the Police 
Department, to take up and impound In the City Pound 
every such dog. Any such dog, so impounded, may be 
retaken or redeemed from the pound by the owner 
thereof within five (5) days from impoundment thereof, 
or at any time thereafter before sale or destruction 
thereof, by paying to the poundmaster a fee set by 
Shelby County, plus cost of keeping such dog In the 
«Pound, at the rate required by said County. Every such 
dog which has remained in a pound for five (5) days and 
which has not been redeemed or retaken by the owner 
within such time shall be sold by the poundmaster, 
after having first given forty-eight (48) hours written 
notice of the time of sale, with a description of the dog 
to be sold, by posting such notice upon a bulletin board 
at the City Hall; provided, that no such dog shall be 
Sold at the price and cost of keeping, at the rate 
hereinabove prescribed. No such dog shall be released 
from a pound, either to the owner or to the purchaser, 
unless and until the same shall have been inoculated, 
@8 prescribed in this Ordinance and a certificate and 
tag, as likewise prescribed, shall have been issued 
theretor. Dogs not redeemed or purchased as herein 
provided shall be destroyed by the poundmaster in a 
humane manner. Diseased or injured dogs impounded 
under this Section shall be destroyed by the 
Poundmaster in a humane manner without delay. 
Section 7. Dog Retention Period — Authority to 
Designate; Notice; Confinement Period. in order to 
determine which dogs in the city are stray or homeless 
dogs, the police officer of the City is hereby authorized 
to set apart and designate a period of seven (7) days 
whenever he deems It necessary, in which all owners in 
the City shall be required to keep their dogs on their 
own premises uniess fastened to a sultable leash not 
more than eight (8) feet in length. Such period shall be 
known as the ‘Dog retention period''. During such 
period It shall be unlawful for any person to permit any 
dog to run at large in the City. In designating such 
period, the police officer shall give notice of the 
seven-day period designated by him as the dog 
retention period and shali publish such notices in some 
newspaper of general circulation in the City at least 
once a week for two (2) consecutive weeks prior to such 
period and shali also give notice of the same in such 
other manner as he may deem appropriate. 
Section 8. Dog Retention Period — impounding of 
Dogs at Large During Peried. During any dog retention 
period, all dogs found running at large or off the 
premises of the owner thereof, uniess secured by a 
suitable leash of not more than sight (8) feet in length, 
shall be impounded and shail be kept In the City Pound 
for a period of five (5) days beyond such dog retention 
period. During such five (5) days, the owner of any dog 
may claim the same by paying the board bill and 
impounding fee prescribed by Shelby County; provided 
that no such dog shall be released from the pound until 
it has been Inoculated for rables and the fee for such 
inoculation has been paid. All dogs remaining 
unclaimed at the end of such five-day period shall be 
sold or disposed of by the poundmaster in a humane 
manner. 
Section 9. Cotler or Harness Required; Tag to be 
Attached; Removal, etc., Prohibited. Every dog over 
the age of three (3) months shall wear a substantial, 
durable collar or harness, to which the inoculation tag 
provided for in this Ordinance shall be attached. It shall 
be unlawtul to attach such tag by .wire, rope or other 
inhumane means. No person shall remove the collar or 
harness or inoculation tag, or either from any dog 
without the consent of its owner. 
Section 10. Female Dogs in Heat. It shall be unlawful 
for the owner or keeper of any female dog to permit the 
same to run at large in the streets, alleys, 
thoroughfares or public places of the City while In heat. 
Any female dog in heat found running at large in the 
streets, alleys, thoroughfares or public places of the 
City, whether she hes attached an inoculation tag or 
not, is hereby declared to be a public nuisance and shall 
be Impounded by the Dog Conrol Officer, the humane 
officer or any Police Officer. Such female dog may be 
redeemed by the owner thereof under the same terms 
and conditions set forth in Section 6 of this Ordinance. 
Section 11. inhumane Treatment of Dogs Prohibited. |t 
shall be unlawful for the owner or keeper of any dog to 
keep same in any enclosure or to keep the same on any 
Jeash or other restraint unless the same shall be so 
arranged that such dog at all times shall have available 
water, shade and proper shelter; or to treat a dog in any 
other inhumane manner. 
Section 12. Dogs on Premises Other than Owner. Any 
dog, whether wearing a tag or not, which is found upon 
the premises of aperson other than the owner or keeper 
thereof, shall, at the request of the owner of such 
premises, be Impounded by the Dog Control Officer or 
the humane office, or any Police Officer, and the owner 
thereof, if known, shall be notified of such 
impoundment and if not known, shall be notified prior 
to the sale of the dog by posting notice of the sale as 
provided fer in Section 6. Such dog may be redeemed 
upon payment of an impounding fee required by Shelby 
County, Alabaa, »ius the cost of keeping. If not 
redeemed by the owner thereof within five (5) days, the 
dog shall be subject to disposition as provided for in 
Section 6 of this Ordinance. 
Section 13. Officers Authorized to go on Promises. The 
Police Officer of the City shall have the right for the 
public health, welfare and safety, to enter upon any 
property within the City of Its Police Jurladiction for the 
purpose of capturing any dog running at large or 
capturing any dog upon written complaint that such dog 
has bitten # human being, or capturing any vicious dog, 
or capturing any rabid dog. No person shall hinder, 
molest or interfere with any such officer who is 
authorized or empowered to perform any duty under 


this ordinance. 

Section 14. Rabid Dogs. When any dog |s apparently 
suffering from rabies, any Police Officer may lawtutly 
destroy such dog in a humane manner wherever such 
dog is apprehended, without the necessity of 
impounding the same. 

Section 15. Dog Biting a Person — impoundment. 
Whenever the Police Department or Dog Control 
Officer or Rabies Inspector shall receive information 
that any person has been bitten by a dog, the Police 
Department, Rabies Inspector or Dog Control Officer 
shail have the said dog confined under the direct care, 
custody and-control and supervision of a licensed 
veterinarian for a period of ten (10) days. It shall be 
unlawful for any person having knowledge that any 
person has been bitten by any sujch dog to refuse to 
notify promptly one or more of the officers mentioned in 
this Section. tt shal! be unlawful for the owner of any 
such dog to refuse to or fall to comply with any sa:4 
recommendation made by the Dog Cortrol Officer, 
Rabies Inspector or Police Department in any particular 
case. It shall be unlawful for the owner of any such dog 
to refuse to deliver possession of any such dog to any of 
said officers demanding possession of said dog, and the 
Police Department or Rabies Inspector shall have the 
right to go upon the premises of the owner of said dog 
and forcibly take said dog and place said dog with a 
licensed veterinarian. Any expenses incurred in the 
handling of any such dog, Including the fees of the 
licensed veterinarian and board of said dog, shall be 
borne by the owner, sand said dog shall not be returned 
to the owner until said fees are paid to said licensed 
veterinarian; if the owner refuses to pay said fees to the 
licensed veterinarian and sald dog is determined not to 
be rabid by the licensed veterinarian, then the said 
veterinarian shail deliver said dog to the pound pen and 
said dog shall not be delivered or returned to the owner 
until all fees and expenses have been collected. If the 
owner neglects, fails Gr refuses to pay sald fees, the 
said dog shall be disposed of as provided for in Section 
6 of this Ordinance. The veterinarian under whose care 
a dog has been committed shall report the results of his 
observations of said dog to the person bitten or his 
physician or, in the case of a minor, to the parent or 
physician or the minor, or custodian or guardian of the 
minor. 

Section 16. Viclous Dog ~ Confinement Required. it 
shali be uniawful for the owner or other person in 
charge thereot to keep in the City a vicious dog, uniess 
the same is securetly confined, bound or adequately 
leashed in such a manner as to prevent such dog from 
biting or attacking a peson or other animal. 
Section 17. Barking. It shail be unlawful for the owner 
or other person in charge thereof to keep in the City a 
dog which habitually runs or barks at pedestrians or 


vehicles. 


Section 18. Enclosures for Vicious Dogs — Posting of 
Premises. Whenever a vicious dog Is permitted to run 
at large within a wall, fence, or other structure, it shall 
be the duty of the owner or person in charge of such dog 
to give public notice or warning that such dog is at large 
within such enclosufe by conspicuous posting of a 
written or printed notice at every unlocked entrance to 
such enclosure. 
Section 19. Enclosure of Vicious Doge -- Aulthority of 
Police Chief when Enclosure Determined inadequate. 
Whenever a vicious dog is not properly or securely 
confined, the Police Department may order 
confinement of the dog until the owner or other person 
in charge of such dog provides an enclosure which, In 
the opinion of the Dog Contro! Officer, is adequate. 
Until an enclosure is provided, which the Dog Control 
Officer determines to be adequate, the Dog Control 
officer or the Police Department may order confinement 
of such dog with such person or organization as the Dog 
Control officer shall determine, or may impound said 
dog in the City Dog Pound. The cost of feeding and 
caring for the dog shall be paid by the owner at a rate 
required by Shelby County, Alabama per day. If the 
owner of such dog fails to provide an enclosure which 
the Dog Control Officer determines to be adequate 
within thirty (30) days, such dog may be disposed of by 
extermination or by whatever method selected by the 
humane officer or the dog may be disposed of as 
directed by the Dog Control Officer. 
Section 20. Reporting of Viclous Doge - Sworn 
Statement; Procedure upon first Indication of 
Viclousness. Whenever any person claims that a dog Is 
vicious, he shall make a sworn statement before an 
officer authorized to administer oaths in the City, and 
in sald sworn statement shall set forth the reasons for 
the dog to be vicious. Such sworn staternent shall be. 
delivered to the Police Ospartment. Upon receipt of 
such sworn statement, the Police Department shall 
immediately make an investigation. If, in the opinion of 
the Chief of Police, the dog is vicious, and if he further 
finds that the incident reported is the first incident or 
indication of viclousness on the part of the dog, the Dog 
Control Officer or the Chief of Police shall order such 
dog confined. If the owner of the dog does not 
Immediately provide a proper enclosure, the Dog 
Control Office or Police Department shall confine such 
dog with such person or organization as the Police 
Department shall determine or said dog may be 
impounded in the City Pound for a period not 
exceeding thirty (30) days. If the owner of such dog fails 
to provide an enclosure which the Dog Control Office or 
Police Department determines to be adequate within 
thirty (30) days, such dog may be disposed of by 
extermination or by whatever method selected by the 
humane officer or the dog may be otherwise disposed 
of. 
Section 21. Liability of Owner of Vicious Dag. A person 
owns or keeps a vicious dog In the City at his own risk. 
if @ vicious dog escapes from his enclosure or injures 
any person outside of the enclosure, the owner of such 
dog shall be criminally liable, whether such escape or 
injulry occurred with or without the negligence of the 
owner, the keeper or any other person. 
Section 22. Penalties - Fines, A violation of any of the 
provisions of this Ordinance by any person shail 
constituie a misdemeanor. Any person who shall violate 
any of the provisions of this Ordinance shall be fined 
not less than ONE AND NO/00 DOLLARS ($1.00) nor 
more than ONE HUNDRED AND NO/100 DOLLARS 
($100.00) and may be imprisoned or sentenced to jail or 
hard labor for a period not exceeding six (6) months, or 
both, at the discretion of the Recorder. 
Section 23. Effective Date. This Ordinance shall 
become effective Immediately upon publication after 
adoption by the City Council.

Termite months 


call for protection 


The next two months are 
‘watch-out-for-termites’ weather in 
Shelby County. 

Entomologist Dr. Roy Ledbetter says 
tle first sign of termites may be in the 
swarming of winged adults coming out of 
soil or wood. 

Dropped wings are often found on 
the floor beneath doors and windows 
where termites have emerged and are not 
able to get out 

Ledbetter says the difference 
between termites and ants in the winged 
stage is in the size of the wing. All four 
termite wings are about the same size, 
while the front wings of ants are much 
larger than the rear wings. 

Ants also have a pinched waist, while 
termites are straight waisted. 

The most severe damage done by 
termites is in buildings where few 
preventative measures were taken during 
construction. Periodic inspections are a 
good practice, according to the 
entomologist. 

Information on termite detection 
and treatment can be obtained from the 
Shelby County Extension Service office.

Dr. Russell pointed out that “one in 
every 10 Americans has high blood 
pressure, and because the disease 
produces no unique symptoms, half of 
those with high blood pressure are 
unaware of it. It can, of course, lead to 
stroke, heart attack or kidney failure.””

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Poultry industry gives state economic boost 


Alabama’s economy got a shot in the 
arm when the poultry industry reported a 
20% increase in cash receipts -- totaling 
over one-half-billion dollars -- for the 
1975 marketing vear. 

The figures, announced this week by 
the Alabama Crop and _ Livestock 
Reporting Service, were for broilers, eggs, 
chickens, and turkeys. Alabama, which 
continues to rank in the top five states 
nationally for cash receipts from sales of 
poultry and poultry products, had a gross 
income from the industyy valued at $508 
million. 

Harold Ellis, president of the 
Alabama Poultry and Egg Association, 
explained those figures don.t tell the 
whole story though. “By combining the 
gross income from the sale of poultry and 
poultry products and the value added by

First quarter 
tax reports 


due April 30 


April 30 is the last day for Alabama 
employers to report and .pay Social 
Security and withheld Federal income 
taxes for the first quarter of 1976. 

“Employers have until April 30 to 
file Form 941, ‘Employers’s Quarterly 
Federal Tax Return,’ if they have 
deposited the entire quarterly tax liability 
on time in a Federal Reserve Bank or 
authorized commercial bank,” said 
Dwight T. Baptist, IRS District Director. 

Employers should use the 
preaddressed Forms 941 mailed to them 
by the IRS, or obtain copies of the form 
from the nearest IRS office. 

IRS publication 15, “Circular E -- 
Employer’s Tax Guide,” is available free 
from the Birmingham IRS District Office 
to provide more information for 
employers.

Mountain State Park for purposes of 
pesesbletig a branch campus of the

Present plans call for UM to purchase 
ja twelve-acre tract of land six-tenths of a 
jmile from U. S. Highway 31, adjacent to 
ta road leading to Oak Mountain State 


jPark. Ten acres of land will be purchased 


from Fay Parker and Tom Humphries. 
The sellers will donate another two acres, 
making the Pelham branch a twelve-acre 
campus. 

The site is near a future interchange 
of Interstate Highway 65. 

Purchase price of the ten acres will 
be $100,000. 

UM President Kermit Johnson said 
there are no plans for immediate 
construction, 

Primary purpose of the proposed 
branch campus, according to a UM 
spokesman, is ‘to serve’the adulis of the 
rapidly growing north Shelby County and 
south Jefferson County areas. 

Classes will be offered by all four 
colleges, Arts and Sciences, Business, Fine 
Arts and Education.

The legislators said they do not know 
how much local legislation Shelby 
[cours citizens will want passed this year. 
Littleton knows of a bill to extend 
Calera’s city limits and has had an inquiry 
about changing the office of 
Superintendent of Education in Shelby 
{County from an elective to an appointive 
| position. 
f Senator Littleton said that the most 
important business facing the state is the 
budget. Subcommittees of the senate 
Finance and Taxation Committee have 
- been meeting for weeks and have been 
I very effective, he said, in looking into 
state departments that haven’t been 
jooked at in years, 


Three estimates are going the rounds 
on how much money the state can expect 
for the next year, and the legislature is 

; going with the most conservative 
estimate. That version, projected by Jake 
Jordan, veteran fiscal officer, says that 
even if no department gets any increase, 
the state will have a deficit of $21 
million. 

The governor's office projects a 

reak-even point with no deficit. A third 
version predicts a $2 million surplus. 


“We in the legislature think the state 
has a bigger problem than the Governor 
does,” Littleton said. 

Home rule for the counties will be a 
very big issue this year brought about by 
the problems that came with 
re-districting. 

DK Both Littleton and Smith said they 
[" some kind of home rule. 
\ 


In home rule, County Commissions 
would take on much of the responsibility 
for local laws that the legislature has 
always reserved for itself. 

Smith said, “We spend half of our 
time on local bills. Reapportionment 
makes it too hard. One man who 
represents one tenth of a county can stop 
a local bill. | think most of the legislature 
will favor some kind of home rule.” 

Both men agreed that the special 
education trust fund and the general fund 
budgets should be passed before any 
other bills. They think this would prevent 
legislators from hiding behind local bills 
to dodge their responsibilities on the 
major matters. 

How do they feel about diverting 
funds from education for other uses? 
Curtis Smith said he is opposed to it. 
“There are 790,000 school children in 
this state that need to be looked after. 
Education should have the number one 
priority.” 

Littletor*# said he is opposed to 
diversion until the needs of the children 
are met “and we're far from that now.” 

Other comments made by Smith 
were: 

“I’m a supporter of education, but 
not necessarily of the AEA.” 

“I’m highly interested in vocational 
education. We’ve got to move more to 
dealing with the 88 percent of people 
who do not go to college. New equipment 
will soon be needed in vocational 
schools.” 

“I’m opposed to a gasoline tax at 
present till I see a need, People are 
demanding so many services.” 

In answer to a question, “Are 
teachers’ Salaries too high?” Senator 
Littleton said, “I don’t think they’re paid 
too much, but we're getting to the point 
where they must show some 
accountability. Salaries account for 85 - 
90 percent of the budget.” 

Smith added, “We're still under the 
national average in salaries.” 

Smith said he hopes the education 
budget will be passed by July /1 this year 
to give school boards and superintendents 
time to plan for the school year. 


‘stormy legislative session 


Senator Littleton said there will be 
legislation introduced this year to go to 
an “average daily enrollment” system for 
figuring school allotments rather than the 
present “average daily attendance.” 

Littleton said he is doing some 
research for a bond issue to help fast 
growth counties like Shelby County. 

On the question of the legislature, 
Littleton said it needs to be reorganized. 
“As long as the governor has so much 
control the legislature looks ineffective. 
The buck is too easy to pass.” He 
suggested an annual salary for legislators. 

The first of the annual sessions of the 
legislature began this week. It must 
conclude its business in 30 legislative days 
within 105 calendar days.

Shelby County Reporter staff 
member Willard Harrison was notified 
this week that he has been selected to 
receive an award from the Alabama 
Historical Commission. 

The 1976 Award of Merit is to be 
presented ‘‘for noteworthy services 
contributed to the preservation of 
Alabama’s heritage,’ according to W. 
Warner Floyd, executive director of the 
state commission. 

The director added that the Award 
of Merit “is presented to a few selected 
individuals or groups chosen from several 
hundred nominations” ‘submitted or 
proposed to the preservation agency. 

The Commission presents the awards 
‘for substantial accomplishments and 
significant contributions made in 
restoration, preservation, legislation, and 
publication activities relating to Alabama 
architectural, archaelogical and_ historic 
resources.” 5 

Harrison's ‘‘Shelby County 
Chronicles” and other historical articles 
appear frequently in the Shelby County 
Reporter. A resident of Helena, he joined 
the newspaper staff after graduating from 
the University of Montevallo in 1973.

Helena, Calera parents

The Shelby County Board of 
Education heard from two groups of 
adamant school supporters at its monthly 
meeting April 28, when some Calera and 
Helena parents made it clear they want 
improvements made at their respective 
schools, and soon. 


“©The Calera delegation succeeded in 
getting approval of their proposal that the 
board consider abolishing present 
renovation plans for Calera High School 
in lieu of new construction, and that 
elementary grades be shifted tc the 
present Calera Annex which would be 
enlarged to accommodate the additional 
student load. 

Now located at Calera High School 
are grades one through four and seven 
through twelve. 


Calera residents have long sought 
renovation of the school, where no 
improvements have been made since the 
early 1960’s. A survey team from the 
State Department of Education early last 
year recommended renovation of the 
Calera school plus Montevallo High and 
Helena Elementary schools, all of which 
were built between 1927 and 1929. The 
recommendation came after public 
sentiment had over-ruled a board 
proposal that a new high school be built 
between Calera and Montevallo to serve 
both cities. 


The Montevallo project has been 
completed and the board had planned to 
begin work at Calera High as soon as 
funds are allocated from the state’s latest 
sale of education bonds. Cost of the 
project was expected to be about 
$700,000. 

County Superintendent of Education 
Elvin Hill told the parents it might be 
June before revenue from the bond sale is 
disbursed. He also predicted that Shelby 
County’s allocation of the $40 million to 
be allotted to schools and colleges 
throughout the state will be $250,000 to 
$300,000. 

This came as no surprise to Calera 
citizens who had been told during a 
discussion of the matter with State 
Superintendent of Education Wayne 
Teague and two other state officials in 
Montgomery that the funds for their 
renovation project would possibly come 
in increments. 

In presenting the group’s alternate

Harpersville mayor 


badly beaten, robbed

Harpersville Mayor J. W. Donahoo 
was severely beaten and robbed of several 
hundred dollars Saturday morning in a 
brief interval when there were no 
customers in the Harpersville store which 
he owns and operates. 

A black male in his midtwenties who 
was seen fleeing from the scene, had not 
been found at press time on Tuesday. 

This is the second time within the 
past two weeks that the Donahoo 
Mercantile Company has been robbed. 

According to reports, at 
approximately 11 a.m. Saturday morning, 
after several customers had just left the 
store, Donahoo’s assailant accosted him 
with a hammer and threatened to kill 
him. 

Mayor Donahoo was struck six times 
about the head and face before his 
assailant fled with the money from the 
cash register. 

A store owner in the vicinity had 
earlier become suspicious of a white, 
1960 model Chevrolet which had been 


driving up and down the highway. Her 
suspicions prompted her to call the 
police. Before they arrived, the proprietor 
of the store saw a black male run down 
the highway and throw a hammer in the 
ditch. 

The witness reported that the white 
car which had been seen earlier then 
picked the man up and headed toward 
Vincent. It was observed that thé car had 
a Talladega license number. 


Several minutes after the attack, a 
customer entered the store and found 
Mayor Donahoo. He was immediately 
tushed to a Birmingham hospital by 
ambulance. He is expected to undergo 
surgery later in the week, and it is feared 
he may lose an eye. 


Donahoo is reported to have said he 
does not plan to continue operating the 


Store which has been robbed a number of 


times in the past. 

The case is being investigated by 
Wayne Lucas from the Shelby County 
Sheriff's Department. 


Cost of new Snorkel 


to be shared by UM, city 


The University of Montevallo will 
help the City of Montevallo defray the 
cost of the city’s recently acquired 
Snorkle-type fire truck. 

Members of the UM Board of 
Trustees voted to help the city pay for a 
part of the costs of the new vehicle, if 
Alabama Attorney General Bill Baxley 
approves the legality of the proposal. 

A subcommittee of the school’s 
Board of Trustees met with Montevallo 
city officials Thursday morning to discuss 
the city’s request for financial aid in 
providing fire protection. 

Mayor Ralph Sears told the 


plan, spelled out in a letter from the_ syhcommittee that the city recently put 


school’s board of trustees, Carl Prichard, 
one of the trustees, said, “We feel it does 
express the opinion of our citizenry.” 


The letter suggests that rather than 
renovate the school, a new one be built, 
Prichard did comment that in the process, 
‘‘Many newer parts (of the present 
facility) could be saved.” 


Under the proposal, new classrooms 
would be built at Calera Annex so that 
students in all elementary grades could be 
separated from the high school. 

Hill pointed out that it had been his 
suggestion some years ago to keep 
younger pupils and those in high school 


in service its new snorkle-type fire truck 
and explained that it is equipped with 
“high rise” fire fighting and rescue 
devices that enable it to effectively fight 
fires on second, third and fourth floors of 
the University’s residence halls. He also 
stated that the fifty-five foot boom also 
permits the fire department to carry out 
rescue Operations up to a fifty-five foot 
height. 

Sears also stated, “As you know, the 
only buildings in the Montevallo area that 
have more than two stories are located on 
the UM campus. The sole purpose of 
acquiring a fire fighting vehicle with ‘high 
tise’ capabilities is to provide the most 


effective protection possible for the 
occupants of the University’s residence 
halls.” 

Cost of the new vehicle, according to 
city records, is $88,681.75. 
Approximately $40,000 of the total cost 
is for the snorkle or “high rise” 
capabilities. 

The Montevallo City Council 
suggested to the Board of Trustees a 
sharing of the cost of the “high rise” 
equipment. 

Members of the trustee’s 
subcommittee, Tom Stubbs, Helena; J. J. 
Williams of Bridgeport and Graham 
Wright of Talladega, addressed numerous 
questions to members of the council and 
to Fire Chief S. M. Mahan. 

After a discussion period lasting 
nearly an hour and a half, Stubbs, 
chairman of the Trustee’s subcommittee, 
made a motion to comply with the city’s 
request, providing an opinion from 
Alabama’s Attorney General indicates it 
is legal for the school to.do so. 

Stubbs motion carried and the 
school’s president, Dr. Kermit Johnson 
was instructed to seek the attorney 
general’s opinion. 

During the afternoon meeting of the 
trustees, the action of the subcommittee 
was ratified by those attending.

Suit OKed by 


Rain damage to the University of 
Montevallo’s four-manual Skinner pipe 
organ located in Palmer Hall auditorium 
has prompted the school’s Board of 
Trustees to authorize the UM 
administration to file suit agains the 
Cincinnati Insurance Company to recover 
damages. 

Damage to the pipe organ occurred 
on thg day before Thanksgiving of 1975 
according to UM officials. University 
records indicate that the Cochrane 
Roofing and Metal Company of Mulga 
was in the process of re-roofing Palmer 
Hall when the pre-Thanksgiving rainstorm 
caused alleged damage to the instrument 
because the roof was not finished. 

Insurance covering such an incident 
was carried by the roofing company with 
the Cincinnati Insurance Company 

The insurance company contends 
that the pipe organ was already damaged 
and is not required to pay damages in the 
amount requested by UM. 

Thursday's action by the UM 
Trustees authorizes the school’s 
administration to file a lawsuit against the 
insurance company for $26,000 damages. 

In other action taken by the trustees,

The statement claimed that between 
1964 and 1974, capital expenditures for 
Shelby County schools totaled between 
$8 and $8.5 million. Of that amount, 
Kline said, $38,370 in local funds were 
used for Helena School. This, he said, 
represents eight-tenths of one percent of 
the total, spent at Helena School which 
had three percent of the county’s 
students, 

A list prepared by assistant 
superintendent Ted Lansford and 
furnished by Dean, shows that from 1964 
to the present, expenditures of $74,370 
went to the Helena school which, this 
year, has an enrollment of 234.

The PTA and city have contributed 
$45,606 during the same ten year period 
“‘to keep the school open,” Kline’s 
Statement said. It lists improvements 
made such as lunchroom tables and 
chairs, flourescent lights, library books 
and water fountains purchased, sinks 
added to the classrooms and help in 
paying for a new refrigerator. 

Funds were also raised to fix 
restrooms, air condition the school and 
put steps up a hill to the playground, it 
was noted, 

“I understand you have stated that 
you would not yield to pressure,” Kline’s 
commentary continued. “That is not 
true. Everyone yields to pressure when it 
comes from an important source. What 
you mean is the people of Helena are not 
important enough to apply the right 
pressure in order to get the desired results 
for our children.” 

“The building at Helena School 
needs radical surgery not another coat of 
paint,” the statement went on. “The 
windows are falling out, the ceiling tile is 
falling down, 

“Why can’t you people apply 
pressure in Montgomery in order to get 
the needed additional funds to begin 
bringing the educational standard of 
Shelby County up to a par with the rest 
of the state?” Kline read. 

The spokesman reported he has been 
told that State Senator Obie Littleton, 
who serves a portion of Shelby County, 
says that no one has approached him 
conceming educational needs in the 
county. 

Not so, replied Dean, who pointed 
out that Littleton attended a meeting 
held early last year at which board 
members and county officials offered a 
planned presentation showing local 
school needs. 

A tour of many Shelby County 
schools was staged last summer, Dean 
added, and Littleton was one of the 
county’s legislators to accept the board’s 
invitation and visit the schools, where the 
condition of the buildings . . . including 
those at Calera and Helena . . was pointed 
out. 

A list of nine questions, to which 
Kline requested a formal written reply, 
was included, Board members were asked 
to attend a PTA meeting at the school on 
May 14 at 7:30 p.m. and be ready with 
their answers. 

At the conclusion of his presentation 
Kline said to the Calera parents present, 
“We thank you for getting the ball rolling 
and stirring us up.” 

Dean assured the Helena group that 
their questions will be answered in the 
manner prescribed at their PTA meeting.

GOING STRAIGHT — CURLY?

The curling iron is not what it used to be. 
The old metal rod that could produce both 
bad burns and tight waves is being 
superseded in salons by a new version that is 
reportedly safe to touch and straightens as 
well as curls. The new irons, which look 
somewhat like hedge clippers, come in three 
Styles that resemble one another but do 
different things: one straightens curly or 
frizzy hair, one produces tight curls on any 
type hair and another, designed especially 
for men, straightens short hair.

OKs voters list act 


The U.S. Department of Justice has 
ruled favorably on the law passed last 
summer by the Alabama legislature, 
regarding the release of the list of Shelby 
County registered voters. 

The act was passed because the 
county had placed the voters’ list on 
computer, Previously the list was kept on 
individual cards. 

It became an issue in the campaign 
for the office of probate judge, because 
the probate judge’s office has the 
responsibility of maintaining the voter 
list. 

The law prohibits the judge from 
releasing computer printouts of the list of 
names with sex, age and addresses. 

The U.S. Attorney General said, in a 
letter to Columbiana dated April 27, that 
he “does not interpose any objection to 
the law.”

School Board okays 


Inverness bus routes

_ After hearing appeals for school 
improvements from two parent groups, 
the Shelby County Board of Education 
took action on several other matters of 
business at a meeting held April 28. 

“School bus service into two north 
county developments was requested. As a 
result, students in Inverness, off 
Valleydale Road, will no longer have to 
meet buses at their entrance. 
Transportation Supervisor Sherrel 
McClure checked the route and found 
that homes in the area are far enough 
from the highway to allow buses to travel 
through the development picking up. 

Present board policy states that 
school buses will leave main roads only 
when there are students living at least 
half-a-mile from a highway . 

Some residents of Greenpark South 
in Pelham have requested that a bus come 
through their mobile home park and pick 
up children who have been walking to 
Valley Elementary School. March floods 
washed away a bridge they had been 
using to cross Bishop Creek. 

Board members ruled that the 
request cannot be granted because 
Greenpark South is too near the school to 
qualify for bus service. 

A school day lost because of the 
flooding will be made up by extending 
the present school term by one day. 
Board members approved County 
Superintendent of Education Elvin Hill’s 
recommendation that May 27, which 
would have been the last day of school, 
be a teacher’s work day. Students will 
return to receive report cards on May 28. 

Hill said that Thursday, August 26, 
will be the first day of the 1976-77 
school term. 

The board incorporated into local 
school policy provisions of the federal 
government’s Title IX regulation which 
states that no persén may be denied 
employment or excluded from 
participation in any program or activity 
on the basis of sex, race, religion or 
national origin. 

Board chairman Joe Dean said the 
policy had to be updated because a 
grievance procedure is required to cover 
students, as well as teachers and 
employees.

A gradual decline in unemployment 
is continuing throughout Alabama. 


The Alabama Department of 
Industrial Relations estimates March 
unemployment to be 7.1 percent of the 
civilian labor force.

Employment increased by 8,600 workers 
over February as construction activity 
picked up significantly.

Schools to observe 


National Metric Week 


People once believed that if your nose itched, company was coming. 


Alabama’s school children will join 
other students across the nation in 
observing National Metric Week, May 10 - 
14. 

Governor Wallace has proclaimed 
Alabama Metric Week to coincide with 
the national observance. During this 
week, students will participate in 
activities that will promote a better 
understanding and appreciation of the 
metric system. 

This nationwide observance of the 
metric system follows President Ford’s 
signing of the Metric Conversion Act in 
December 1975. This week, sponsored by 
the National Council of Teachers of 
Mathematics, has received endorsement 
from the Alabama State Board of 
Education. 

The metric system is used 
internationally as the standard system for 
weights and measures by over 94% of the 
world’s population. Increasingly more 
large industries and corporations in the 
United States are converting to the metric 
system for national and international use. 

The 1973 Alabama Legislature 
showed its foresight in resolving that the 
State Department of Education and the 
state superintendent of education begin 
programs to incorporate the metric 
system into Alabama’s schools. Since that 
time, teacher training institutions have 
been encouraged to include more metric 
instruction in the preparation of teachers. 
The department has sponsored workshops 
and inservice training meetings in metric 
instruction in several areas throughout 
the State. 

Programs related to the metric 
system are being developed for broadcast 
over the Alabama Public Television 
Network for viewing during and after 
school hours. Institutions of higher 
learning are being encouraged to offer 
mini-courses in the metric system for 
teachers and others who wish to become 
more familiar with this system.

Some months or maybe weeks ago -- 
we heard our good friend Dave 
Campbell of WAPI read an article entitled 
“The Meanest Mother In The World” 
We wrote and asked him to send us a 
copy -- He graciously complied and we 
want to share it with you as it will likely 
furnish a conversation piece as “Mother's 
Day” approaches and thoughts will be 
turning to the “Pal of your cradle days”. 


CAMPBELL COMMENTARY 
The author of the following piece is 
for the moment unknown - but 
apparently appreciated, for this is one of 
those literary efforts of a non-literary 
mind that achieves a certain greatness 
because of the simplicity of its approach 
, to the problem under thought. It has no 
title — but each of us could supply our 
own, even if it were nothing but a long 
and nostalgic sigh for things as they once 
were. I quote: 


*MEANEST MOTHER: I had the 
meanest mother in the whole world, Real 
mean. For instance, kids | knew could eat 
candy for breakfast, if they wanted to, 
Not me! I had to have orange juice, 
cereal, eggs -- the whole healthy (ugh) bit 
every hee And milk! My supper, too, 
was different from other kids. My mother 
made me eat horrible vegetables, salad 


and meat. But | wasn’t alone in my 
misery. My sister and two brothers 
suffered too. 

“My mother was not only fussy 


about our food, but about our friends. 
She insisted on knowing who they were, 
and where we were at all times. You'd 
think we were on a chain gang. | am 
almost ashamed to confess that if we 
disobeyed her, and did as we pleased, she 
actually struck us. Imagine hitting a child 
just because he disobeyed? 

“But that’s not all. Each night, we 
kids had to be in bed by nine, and up 
early in the morning. Our friends could 
sleep late, but not we. In fact, while they 
slept, my mother had the nerve to break 
the child labor law. She made us work. 
We washed dishes, made beds, learned to 
cook. I believe she lay awake nights 
thinking up mean things to do to us. And 
she always insisted that we tell the truth, 
even if it killed us. Sometimes it nearly 
did. 

“By the time we were teenagers, she 
was much wiser and knew just how to 
make our lives more unbearable. She 
embarrassed us no end by insisting that 
our dates come to the door for us. No car 
horn honking to get us to come running. 


(I might mention that while my friends 
dated at the grown-up age of 12, my 
old-fashioned mother refused to let me 
date until I was 15. 

“My mother was a complete failure 
as a mother. None of us was ever arrested, 
divorced, or beaten up by his mate. Each 
of my brothers served in the service of 
this country. But just think of the things 
we missed. We never got to march in a 
protest parade, nor take part in a riot, nor 
burn draft cards. Instead, our mean 
mother forced us to grow up into 
God-fearing, educated, and honest adults. 

“And would you believe-it? I am 
now trying to raise my three children the 
same way. | stand a little taller, and am 
filled with pride when they call me mean. 
Because, you see, | thank God, He gave 
me the meanest mother in the whole 
world!” 

Now - - - if | could only remember 
where | put that paddle!

“We have warned, we have pleaded 
and we have exhorted. Apparently there 
are still people driving who believe they 
are immune from accident, injury and 
death,” he said. “These are the people 
who ignore facts about their inability to 
drive while under the influence of alcohol 
and their inability to control a vehicle at 
a high rate of speed. These are the people 
who cause accidents resulting in the loss 
of innocent lives.” 

“In addition to using radar in the 
helicopers to identify speeders, we will be 
watching bars, lounges and other places 
where intoxicating beverages are sold or 
consumed from the air to identify 
intoxicated drivers and apprehend them 
before they can bring the suffering and 
misery traffic accidents cause,”’ Colonel 
Dothard concluded,

Thus, a two-week trip will cost a 
local couple a minimum of $966. It 
assumes that they will get 13 miles to the 
gallon and will cover an average of 300 
miles a day. 

The $69 daily budget includes $25 
for lodgings, $24 for meals, $15 for gas 
and oil and $5 for miscellaneious needs. 

In connection with its report on 
vacation costs, the AAA has also issued 
new figures on the annual expenses 
involved in owning and operating a car, 
Which often takes more out of a family 
budget than anything except housing and 
food. 

Its findings are that the average 
Owner, with a medium-price, 
standard-size car has an annual bill of 
$1,831, or 18.3 cents a mile when driven 
10,000 miles. That is an increase of about 
3 cents a mile since 1973. 

This takes into account the fixed 
costs for depreciation, insurance, 
license fees and such -- of $1,186. The 
largest single item is depreciation, listed 
at $773. 

The running costs, covering gas, oil, 
tires and maintenance, come to $645 for 
10,000 mile operation, or 6.45 cents a 
mile. 

On this average basis, it is estimated, 
Shelby County residents are spending 
some $40,612,000 a year to own and 
operate the 22,180 cars in use locally.

The mayors of Pelham and Alabaster, 
Paul Yeager and Harold Davenport, asked 
the County Commission Monday to take 
over the dog problem in the entire county 
and just assess each city for its share of 
the cost. They suggested that the county 
get someone to round up all the strays in 
cities as well as out in the county. 

But County Commissioners shied 
away from the opportunity to get any 
more involved in the age old losing battle 
of politicians versus dogs. 

“A lot of kidding went back and 
forth between city and county politicians 
and Commissioner Doug Ballard told the 
mayors with a grin, “It was your people 
who asked the county to build a dog 
pound. We took a lot of criticism for 
changing our priorities to do it. Now, it 
seems to me the ball is back in your

Commission Chairman Conrad 
Fowler said he did not see how the 
county could have one ordinance that 
would cover both city and rural dogs. 
“The people who live in our rural areas 
are just not ready for leash laws,” he said. 
“They have dogs to protect their 
property.” But the Commission agreed to 
get a legal opinion othe matter. 


‘Sinkhole road’ 


open to traffic 


County road 16, plagued with lime 
sinkholes for the last several weeks, is 
open to traffic again, but “It is very 
fragile,” according to County Engineer 
James Ray, Jr. 

The road, which parallels the 
northern boundary of Martin Marietta 
property west of Calera, has had a big 
dose of scientific attention since 
sinkholes caused the paving to drop out 
of sight on three separate occasions. 
Engineers and geologists have flocked to 
the area, the latest coming from the U. S. 
Coast and Geodetic Survey. 

Ray said that infra-red ray studies 


were made last week and will be shown to \ 


the Commissioners as soon as possible. 

He says that although the county has 
filled up all the sinkholes, the road is not 
really safe to travel. Yet he notes there is 
no place to relocate the highway where it 
might be safer.

Two youths charged 


with assaulting mayor 


Two Childersburg men are being held 
in the Shelby County jail, charged with 
robbery and assault with intent to murder 
Harpersville Mayor J.W. Donahoo. 

Ernest James Ellis, 22 and Bobby Joe 
Fulks, 18 were taken into custody 
Saturday evening by Ira and Louis Finn 
of the Childersburg’ Police’ Departinent 
and were turned over to Shelby County 
authorities, 

Harpersville Mayor J.W. Donahoo 
was severly beaten and robbed of several 
hundred dollars a week earlier, Saturday, 
May 1. 

A week-long investigation by Vincent 
Police Chief George Humphries, 
Harpersville Chief James Williams, Shelby 
County Investigator Reed Smith, 
Childersburg Police Chief Ira Finn, 
Sylacauga police personnel and the 
Alabama Bureau of Investigation solved 
the crime that seriously injured Mayor 
Donahoo. 

According to written confessions 
signed by Ellis and Fulks, Ellis let Fulks 
out of his car in Harpersville during the 
morning hours of Saturday, May 1. Ellis 
then drove back and forth on Alabama 
Highway 25 until Fulks flagged him down 
and got back in the car. The two men 


then drove down U.S. Highway 280 to 
Sylacauga where they left their 1966 
Chevrolet in a body shop with 
instructions to have the car completely 
repainted. 


When he got out-of the car, Fulks 
said in his written confession, that he 
concealed a claw hammer under his belt 
and walked into Donahoo’s grocery. 
When Donahoo turned to get him some 
turnip seed and a sack of meal, Fulks 
allegedly pulled out the hammer and 
struck Donahoo “a heap of times” (he 
could not remember how many) on the 
head. 

Childersburg Police Chief Finn noted 
that both suspects have criminal records 
and that Bobby Joe Fulks has been a 
habitual offender since he was eleven. 


Fuiks, convicted last year of the 
1974 hammer assault-robbery of Duvy’s 
men’s store in Childersburg, had just been 
released on probation for that offense 
when the similar attack on Donahoo 
occured. 

Both men are in the Shelby County 
Jail. Bond for Ellis has been set at 
$50,000. Bond for Fulks has been set at 
$75,000.

Who will be named if

Who will be appointed the new Tax 
Assessor of Shelby County in the event 
Tommy Snowden wins the election for 
probate judge? 

The names of Fonza Jackson and 
Mrs, Doris Turner are making the rumor 
rounds as possibilities for the post. Both 
have been active in George Wallace 
political campaigns for years. Jackson is 
from Harpersville. Mrs. Turner is the 
chairman of the county board of 
registrars and lives near Columbiana. 

Several others are also possibilities. 

The Governor has not had to make 
an appointment to fill an office in Shelby 
County since Tommy Snowden was 
selected by Governor Lurleen Wallace to 
the post of Tax Assessor in 1968. 

At that time, Snowden was 
recommended to the Governor by Tom 
Stubbs. who was Shelby County 
representative to the legislature. 


And who might fill the job of 
Commission Chairman if the office is split 
from the office of probate judge? This 
“ would depend on how the law is written 
to separate the offices. Will the people 
have a vote on separation or will it be by 
legisiative act? Would a chairman be 
named in the act, or would provision be 


‘made for the people to elect a person to 
fill the job? 


In the current campaign for probate 
judge, Snowden wants the two jobs 
separated. The incumbent probate judge 
Conrad Fowler, has said he would be 
happy to continue the position as it now 
exists. But Fowler has also said that if the 


public sees separation of the offices as an. 


important thing, he would welcome an 
election on the matter to get it settled.

the state at the end of the month. 

Since the new 1975 cars came out, 
Alabama is a title state, and anyone 
coming into the office to purchase a tag 


' must have an Alabama title. If the title is 


to be issued from the probate office, the 
car must be inspected by the title clerk, 
verifying the vehicle identification 
number, and then the person for whom 
the title is to be issued must sign the title 
along with the title clerk who inspected 
the autombile. There were 81 titles issued 
during this period. However, 151 titles 
have been issued since Oct. 1, 1975, 
almost doubling the load in six months 
time. 

Municipal annexation papers are filed 
for record in this office and if there 
should be an election, some papers 
telating to the election are prepared in 
the probate office. Results of all elections 
are kept in the probate office, There is 
now a separate book kept on the 
municipalities. 

The probate court has jurisdiction 
over transmission of property due to 
death. Wills are probated; some are 
contested. Administrations of estates 
where there is no will are handled. 
Guardianship of estates of minors, sanity 
inquisition of mentally incompetent 
people, legal name changes, legitimations, 
correcting marriage records, land 
condemnation proceedings, and 
adoptions are all the responsibility of the 
probate court. 


Probate cases docketed: 164. This does. 


not include adoption cases since they are 
confidential.

Under the court order all persons in 
Bryce from Shelby County had to have 
hearings to determine legality of 
commitment. These hearings were held in 
Tuscaloosa. Judge Fowler presided over 
25 such hearings in 1975. 


There are three separate bank 
accounts kept in the probate office and 
money is deposited daily. 


The Fiducial Fund is money held in 
escrow for condemnations, for minors 
who must keep the money in the bank 
along with the minor’s guardian. Money is 
kept and used for the benefit of the 
minor. Judge of Probate signs the 
withdrawals along with the minor’s 
guardian. 

The money coming into the Probate 
Court is disbursed as soon as it is paid to 
the court. Bank statements are balanced 
monthly. 

All other money is kept in Judge of 


-Probate account and is deposited daily, 


disbursed once a month. Checks are 
written by the clerks and then checked 
by the Judge and signed.

The clerks are always available to 
help the public search for records of all 
types, such as deeds, mortgages, wills, 
administrations, marriages, old voters 
records and any other recoreds that are 
on file in the probate office. We answer 
hundreds of telephone calls asking for 
general information about the county. 
There are 27 separate savings 
accounts kept in the probate office for 
minors. The judge must pass on each 
request for withdrawal from these 
accounts, money spent for the use of the 
minor. Judge and guardian both sign. 
There are six fulltime employees in 
the probate office to handle the work. 
Part time help comes in during tag season. 
All records are regularly audited by the 
state. 


COUNTY COMMISSION 

In a brief summary of the work of 
the County Commission office, Clerk 
Mary Niven outlined the highlights. 

Policies are determined by the four 
County Commissioners, all of whom are 
elected. The presiding officer is the 
probate judge, who votes only in case of 
tie. 

Several departments perform 
essential county functions. The largest is 
the Public Works Department, which 
includes the county highways, landfills, 
animal shelter, and ferry. 

The county planner, civil defense, 
the computer, and the beer tax inspector 
all are responsible to the Commission. 

It is also the Commission’s 
responsibility to keep up with and 
maintain all county buildings and 
equipment. 

One of the major jobs of the 
Commission is setting the budget every 
year. Estimated income is balanced 
against the county’s needs. The 
Commissioners hear requests from all 
county department heads, and those state 
and federal officers who use county 
office space. 

Accounting for county funds is one 
of the big tasks of the paid staff in the 
Commission office. There are 10 separate 
funds to account for, including the 
general fund, public highway, gasoline, 
revenue sharing, LEPA and jail 
construction fund. 

Purchase orders are issued for all 
county purchases, and bids are sent out 
for all large items. 

Keeping accurate records, accounting 
for all money coming in and all 
expenditures is the responsibility of the 
staff, with Mrs, Niven handling most of it. 
The payroll for all employees is made up 
in the Commission office every two 
weeks. (Mrs. Niven stressed that Board of 
Education employees to not come under 
the Commission.) State auditors regularly 
check the records. 

Commissioners meet at least twice a 
month, but often call two or more 
additional meetings each month. 

Complaints and requests of all kinds 
that come from citizens are passed on to 
the appropriate Commission member who 
either handles the matter in his own 
district, or brings it to the entire 
Commission. 


TAX ASSESSOR 

Work in the tax assessor’s office 
entails keeping records of assessments on 
lands, buildings and property. Tax 
assessments on corporations are another 
major responsibility. Workers in the 
office also determine froni charts the 
assessment on automobiles. 

No money is handled in this office. 

Some of the work is changing with 
the property re-evaluation that is now 
going on by court order. Once the 
change-over is made, the record system 
will be quite different, and will 
supposedly be easier to keep up to date. 
The company doing the reevaluation 
work has promised Shelby County it will 
be finished by October 1. 


A plat book, which outlined on plats 
the owners of all county property was 
formerly a requirement of this office, but 
will be dropped under the new system. 

The office keeps records on 16,000 
regular land assessments. These records 
do not change and do not have to be 
handled, unless land is sold. The office 
recorded 2,500 land changes on land that 
was sold from December 1974 to 
December 1975, 

The office keeps between 650 and 
700 corporation assessments, including 
domestic corporations, non-resident

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Trailers are pain in county seat

Columbiana’s city council is 
beginning to feel the consequences of 
cracking down on mobile homes after lax 
enforcement of its 1969 ordinance, The 
council had two requests Thursday night 
pertaining to their trailer policy, 

The first request was from a young 
schoolteacher, a Mrs. Mooney. She and 
her husband asked that they be permitted 
to move their mobile home to their lot on 
Mooney Road where they are now 
building a house. 

She told the council that they had 
been plagued by vandalism at the house 
site, and felt that the only way to stop 
the destruction was to move their trailer 


she and her husband would readily sign 
an agreement to have the trailer moved 
by a given time. She indicated that their 
loan stipulated that the house has to be 
completed within five months after 
June 1. 


Councilman Lewis Walker said, “It 
sounds fine to me, since it’s not 
permanent.” Frank Owen agreed that the 
proposal met with his approval also, but 
the other two councilmen had 
reservations. 


William Rasco and Bill Seales 
expressed no objections, but strongly 
agreed that a paper be drawn up giving a 
time limit for moving the mobile home. 
They also were concerned about 
objections from neighbors. Mrs. Mooney 
indicated that the only neighbor in sight 
was her uncle, and that he had no 
complaints about the plan. 

The council agreed to draw up an 
agreement limiting the trailer to the lot 
for six months, beginning June Ist. 

The next request was from gas 
station owner Edward Robinson, who 
wanted to move his mobile home on the 
lot behind his station on the By-Pass. He 
opened by asking, “What’s wrong with 
mobile homes?” He stated that he had 
once had a trailer on the lot which had a 
septic tank, but he was told that he

The people of Columbiana have long 
recognized that the city has a serious 
housing problem. A representative from 
the Birmingham Regional Planning 
Commission documented the problem 
before the city council last week, 

BRPC’s Jody Ballard has been 
studying the housing problem since last 
fall, entailing a survey of each housing 
unit in the city limits. At the meeting last 
Thursday, he presented a map showing 
the locations of deteriorated units and 
the more seriously dilapidated homes, 

Areas containing these dilapidated 
units were depicted on his city map as 
blighted areas. Of the city’s 825 housing 
units, Ballard rated 643 as sound; this 
figure included every mobile home and 
multi-family unit. 

He rated 64 single family homes as 
deteriorated, or in need of relatively few 
repairs. In need of extensive repairs were 
78 dilapidated single family houses, 

The planner conferred with a number 
of groups in Columbiana to compile a list 
of housing problems and obstacles to 
better housing. 

One of the most crucial problems 
listed is the question of sewerage. The 
present sewer lagoon is unable to handle 
more sewage. The high cost of 
constructing additional sewage treatment 
facilities was mentioned in connection 
with the city’s much delayed sewer

Mobile homes were also considered a 
problem by those Ballard questioned. It 
was felt that mobile homes were a 
problem in single family residential neigh- 
borhoods. Lack of enforcement of the 
mobile home law was considered an 
obstacle to better housing. But related to 
this is the lack of space in existing mobile 
home parks to accomodate additional 
mobile homes. 


The BRPC report finds that there is a 
lack of standard housing, as well as a lack 
of sound, low income living facilities. 
Related to this is the lack of construction 
of new houses at all density and cost 
levels. This in turn leads to substandard 
conditions in the blighted areas of the 
city. 

Ballard’s sources traced some of 
these problems to the economy. The high 
cost of construction and high mortgage 
interest rates were seen as deterrents to 
building. Many low income families also 
were considered unable to improve their 
own housing. 

The city government was also found 
at fault in areas other than those listed. 
Some felt that the lack of a housing code 
and building code enforcement 
contributed to the housing dilemma. 

The planner offers a 3-year program 
to try to remedy Columbiana’s stock of 
housing. He indicated that the program 
would require the efforts of the city 
officials, concerned citizens, and civic 
clubs to achieve results. 

For the first year, Ballard suggests 
enforcement of the city building code 
and the law requiring mobile homes to be 
located in mobile home parks. He also 
urges the adoption of a city housing code 
aimed primarily at rental units. 


He proposes that the housing code be 
enforced by working with neighborhoods 
rather than against them. This would 
involve neighborhood clean-up programs 
and community awareness of such 
benefits. 

He proposes that the city apply to 
HUD for 25 units of assisted low and 
moderate income housing. He admits that 
there is not much hope in this, since the 
Department of Housing and Urban 
Development has little money available 
for housing projects. 

The second year of the plan 
continues with the first year program, 
including the applying again for 25 units 
of federally assisted housing. The plan 
advises that the city seek financing for its 
expanded sewage system.

Street paving problems seem solved

Columbiana is about to come to grips 
with the problem of paving streets. 

Like many other towns, Columbiana 
has recently curtailed the paving of new 
roads. But now the city is investigating 
various phases of a new road building 
program. 

At last Thursday’s council meeting, 
streets commissioner Lewis Walker 
presented an in-depth proposal for paving 
six dirt roads and resurfacing another, 
The plan included estimated costs and 
financing provisions. 

County engineer James Ray, Jr. 
provided an estimate for each of the 
roads, which include: Floyd Ray Road, 
.35 miles; Timothy Street, .07 mi.; 
Railroad Street, .35 miles; Paul Byram 
Road, et. al., .22 miles; an unnamed road 
near Paul Byram Rd. ; County Road 34 
east to County 47, .8miles; and Industrial 
Road, resurfacing, .42 miles. 

The total estimate runs around 
$37,000. The Industrial Road will be 
resurfaced with plant mix paving, while 
the other streets are scheduled to have 
double bituminous surface treatments. 
This less costly method consists of two 
applications of hot asphalt cement with 
two layers of cover aggregate, without a 
prime coat. 

Walker mentioned that the cheapest

raise money for the school’s general fund. 
When the Alabama Legislature passed the 
fee replacement bill, funds for a number 
of items which a school needs to operate 
were not covered. These include 
secretarial salaries, office and janitorial 
supplies, and telephone costs, 

“Teachers aren’t being required to 
participate in this hike,” Fulton related - - 
“actually, it was their idea,” Fulton 
explained that at a faculty meeting at 
which teachers were discussing ways to 
raise the needed money, the idea was 
brought up to have a walk-a-thon. 

“Then someone got the idea to have 
the teachers do the walking instead of the 
students,” Fulton said. “The suggestion 
met with enthusiastic response, and we 
decided to do it.” 

Fulton pointed out that one of the 
reasons for the teachers doing the walking 
was that it would probably stir up more 
interest and hence the event would bring 
in more money. 

“Then, too,” he continued, “we 
want parents to know that teachers are 
willing to give their time to work for the 
good of the school. I think this will create 
a good feeling between parents and the 
school,” he remarked.

4-H clubs, saw all six last Saturday at the 
Shelby County horse farm of Jim Foster 
which is located near Montevallo. 

Foster, owner of a Birmingham 
Printing firm, with his trainer Tex Smith, 
has shown champion Walking Horses for a 
number of years. The Peruvian Paso has 
so captured Foster’s interest, however, 
that he said he now intends to 
concentrate solely on them. 

County Farm Extension Agent John 
Jones introduced Foster to 
approximately 100 4-Hers and their 
leaders from clubs in Shelby, Jefferson, 
and Montgomery counties. 

First learning about the breed from a 
western horse magazine, Foster said that 
it appealed to him because of the 
Stamina, ‘brio’, the Peruvian term for a 
spirited animal, and the natural way the 
horses are shown. 

“They don’t even need to be shod,” 
Foster noted, “and they’re still ready to 
go even after they’ve been ridden for 
several hours,” 

“You can’t ‘make’ one of these 
horses,” Foster related. “It either has the 
gait for which they’re noted, or it 
doesn’t.” He went on to say that training 
is done slowly, with the young horse 
being started in a bosal, which is a band 
around the nose without a bit. The bit 
isn’t used until the age of four, he added. 

Three of the mares, one with a young 
foal following closely behind, were ridden 
for the group by Mrs. Foster and Mrs. 
Martha Ann Eisenberg. 

Foster related that the horses are 
bred for ‘termino,’ which is the winging 
out with their front feet which 
distinguishes their gait and enables them 
to have so much stamina, 


Most of the breed which is now in 
this country are owned by individuals on 
the West Coast, Foster said. Shows out 
there have classes for them, he continued, 
and they can either be ridden English or 
Western. They are not asked to canter, he 
explained, but perform this gait peculiar 
to them at varying speeds. 

The reason that there are not more 
of these horses in this country, Foster 
pointed out, is because of the difficulty 
in getting them out of Peru. The 
Peruvians think highly of their horses, 
Foster noted, and in the past would not 
even sell them to each other. 

Although Foster purchased his 
three-year-old stallion in Louisville, Ky., 
he.relates that he and his wife had gone 
to Peru to purchase the mares. “Then it 
took two years of red tape to get them to 
this country,” he laughed. 

Foster’s stallion was shown for the 
group by Keith Ross of Calera. All three 
of the riders wore the native Peruvian 
costume as they performed for the group, 

A trainer from Peru will arrive at 
Foster’s farm in a few weeks to work 
with the horses for six months. “There’s a 
lot of red tape involved in getting him out 
of the country, too,” Foster said. 

A number of 4-Hers received door 
prizes which included feed and grooming 
equipment. Tex Smith and his wife 
prepared barbecue which was served to 
the group at the conclusion of the 
demonstrations.

A ‘‘once-upon-a-time” _ fellow 
craftsman of mine who left home some 
years ago for greener fields to conquer 
and wider territory in which to circulate 
finally landed in Washington. We recently 
heard from him and this is what he had to 
say regarding the disillusionment he has 
found in our nation’s capitol. We share 
with you a part of what he had to say 
regarding this part of the world: 

We quote: “I am sick unto death of the 
scrambling for power of little men in 
official circles; of the influence peddling; 
of white-washing of friends and party; of 
the appointment to office of men 
without merit but with pull; of gamblers 
and crooks --- politicians and fixers. 

“What we need is MEN who are 

worthy of the office they seek to fill; the 


country they serve; the boys who have 
fought and died on bloody battle fields of 
police action -- the principles to which we 
pay lip service -- our fore-fathers, those 
unknown men who became great by their 
dreams and hopes for a great people -- a 
great country and a great world. 

“For men are not born great - They 
are born with a capacity to become great. 
If, in periods of emergency their every 
decision is unselfish and each vote they 
cast is for the good of our country, they 
will be good men and great patriots! 

“A people become great by following 
great leadership -- A world will become 
great by following a great nation. The 
time is NOW -- What on earth are we 
waiting for” etc. etc. 

The question he asks remains 
unanswered. The writer lives in 
Washington and writes from the capitol 
city. The message across the miles clearly 
teveals conditions that evidently are 
tragically true. With the current 
up-coming elections now on the agenda 
teaching from the national level on down 
to our community leaders — isn’t it about 
time we should consider these facts when 
we go to the polls to vote for those who 


‘will be responsible for our future welfare?

Lone swimming risky 


When going swimming, two is 
company, three is better company, and 
being alone is dangerous. That’s the 
advice of Sam Carmichael, aquatic 
director of the Shelby County YMCA, 
discussing water safety. 

Those with the inclinations of a 
hermit, should seek their solitude 
elsewhere than in the water, Carmichael 
said, “With good companions swimming 
is more fun and much safer. Even 
practiced swimmers can dive against a 
rock, be swept out by an undertow, or 
get a cramp in deep water. In such cases, 
it can be the last swim if no one is around 
to help or go for aid,” according to 
Carmichael. 


Carmichael said lone swimmers are 
virtually asking for trouble. “No one is so 
good or so lucky that he can’t get into 
trouble in the water. If you’re alone and 
get into difficulties, the chances of 
coming out alive are mighty slim and the 
statistics prove it. Almost half the people 
who drowned last year were alone,” 
Carmichael added. 

**Extreme care is needed when. 
diving,” he said. “Diving is fun. But it 
certainly isn’t fun to dive into deceptively 
shallow water. Nor is it fun to smash

offered in mystery case 


A reward is being offered for 
information leading to the conviction of 
the person or persons responsible for the 
death of Catherine Cupit Betts. 

The young woman’s parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. W. D. Cupit of Jackson, Mississippi 
are offering a $1,000 reward. Legal 
details for the reward are being drawn up 
by Shelby County Sheriff C. P. Walker 
and Montgomery County officials. 

Mrs. Betts was buried in Calera after 
her body was found on the side of a road 
near Calera in early March. Her identity 
was not known for a week after her 
burial. State toxicologists performed an 
autopsy, but listed the cause of death as 
“unknown.” 

Mrs. Betts lived in Montgomery with 


her husband and son and was employed 
at the “76 Truck Stop in Montgomery. 
Montgomery County and Shelby County 
law enforcement officers have been 
investigating the mystery case. 


Mrs. Betts’ husband, Tom Betts, has 
voluntarily taken two polygraph tests. 
Investigators are convinced that he is 
innocent of any involvement in her death. 


Officials hope that the reward money 
will encourage someone with information 
to. step forward. There has been no 
progress in solving the case. Still 
unanswered after ten weeks are the 
questions: “Why was her body left beside 
a Calera roadside,” “Who put her there,” 
and “How did she die.”

Dog catcher wanted

A dog control ordinance with some 
“eeth in it, and someone to enforce the 
“code once it is adopted, are being sought 
by Alabaster, Pelham and Helena city 
‘officials, now that it appears the Shelby 
County Commission does not plan to 
furnish a dog control employee to serve 
the entire county. 

Pelham Mayor Paul Yeager said at a 
regular city council meeting Monday 
night that he and Alabaster Mayor Harold 
Davenport met recently to formulate 
some mutually acceptable plans for 
animal control in their cities. Also present 
were Alabaster and Pelham Chiefs of 
Police C. E. Carter and D. 0. Watson and 
‘Pelham City Clerk Willie Mae Dennis. 

Although not represented at the 
meeting, the town of Helena is also 
expected to participate in the joint effort. 

The mayors decided to ask the 
county commission to provide someone 
to pick up stray dogs and take them to 
the county animal shelter in Columbiana. 

“They didn't tell us no and they 
didn’t tell us yes,” Yeager reported, 
adding, “They told us enough that we 
feel they wouldn’t take the 
responsibility.” 

Attorneys for the three cities are 
‘presently adapting for presentation to 
éach council, a dog ordinance patterned 

ter that used by the city of Vestavia, 
mayor said. 

He asked for and received permission 
to work with the Alabaster and Helena 


mayors in employing someone to enforce 
dog regulations. The officials agreed at 
their meeting that if the cities are left to 
provide their own dog control officer, 
someone would probably be given the job 
on a contract basis, with that person 
expected to furnish equipment needed to 
pick up strays and take them to the 
Columbiana facility. 

The matter of a salary for volunteer 
fire chief O. C. Ray was tabled because 
Councilmen Buddy Carter and Burk 
Dunaway, appointed by Yeager at a 
previous meeting to look into the 
possibility, had not gotten together 
before Monday's council meeting. Carter, 
who serves as Fire Commissioner, had 
proposed that Ray be paid $200 a month, 
since he spends a considerable amount of 
his spare time working on city-related 
matters, 

The hiring of a fulltime street 
employee was approved. Aubrey 
Pennington will receive a take-home 
salary of $150 a week, which councilman 
Allen Wilson estimated would require a 
total weekly paycheck of at least $170. 

Council members voted to use the 
city’s revenue sharing funds of $34,257 
to help pay for a fire engine ordered some 
months ago.

Racing against next Tuesday’s 
deadline, the four candidates for Shelby 
County offices are crisscrossing the 
county in their efforts to capture every 
vital vote. 

Men, more than issues, dominate the 
runoff campaign for the offices of 
probate judge and county commissioner. 

The incumbent judge, Conrad 
“Bulley” Fowler, and tax assessor Tommy 
Snowden were thrown into the runoff 
when a third candidate won eight percent 
of the total vote cast in the first primary 
for probate judge. 

Fowler is known and has wide 
support in every section of the county as 
a result of his years of service as probate 
judge. He has made the office a highly 
visible one, often attracting headlines, 
and has in addition, served on many state 
and national organizations. He has not 
built a political organization, preferring a 
one-to-one contact with voters. 

In addition to the time-honored 
campaign tactic of meeting workers at 
plant shift changes, Fowler has taken to a 
bicycle this year to call on the homes in 
the many new subdivisions in the county. 

Snowden is also widely known and 
supported throughout the county, where 
he has worked closely in the Wallace 
campaigns and the campaigns for Lt. Gov. 
Jere Beasley. This local political inner 
circle has also supported Sheriff Red 
Walker in his campaigns. It is reasonable 
to assume that Snowden has the backing 
of most of this group.

He has been an active politician since 
Gov. Lurleen Wallace named him tax 
assessor nine years ago. He had little 
opposition when he ran for the- office on 
his own four years ago. Although the 
office does not lend itself to headlines, 
Snowden has kept himself before the 
public by attending dozens of public 
functions through the years. 

He has been carrying on a 
hand-shaking campaign since announcing 
his intention to run last winter. 

In the other local race, the 
incumbent county commissioner from 
district one, Hoyt Blalock, and Jimmie 
“Jake” Morris went into a runoff because 
the third candidate in that primary won 
eleven percent of the vote. 

Blalock has gone through many 
campaigns for the county commission. He 
went out of office in the “Goldwater 
sweep” of 1964, but came back to win in 
1968 and 1972, He is well known 
through district one, composed of the 
Columbiana - Wilsonville - Shelby area, 
but this is the first time he has had to run 
county-wide. He has a farm in the Blue 
Springs community. 

Jimmie “Jake” Morris has also been 
interested in politics for some time and is 
well known in his district. He was elected 
mayor of Wilsonville in 1968, but 
resigned when he moved his residence out 
of town. He ran against Blalock for 
county commission in 1972. He is 
employed at Kimberly-Clark in 
Childersburg.

Evaluation committee 
for schools appointed

A steering committee, charged with 
making recommendations for the 
establishment of a systematic evaluation 
of all facets of the Shelby County school 
system, is presently being appointed by 
Board of Education Chairman Joe Dean. 

Dean announced at a recent board 
meeting that the committee, composed of 
representatives from all areas of local 
public education, will be formed to 
develop a plan for the evaluation of both 
personnel and programs within the 
county school system. 

“My purpose in appointing the 
Steering committee is to get something 
positive started that would give us a basis 
for developing job descriptions and 
definite goals and objectives for the 
Shelby County school system,” he 
explained. 

All positions relating to local 
education will come under the scrutiny of 
the evaluation program, Dean said 
including those of the county 
Superintendent of education, 
superintendent’s staff, school faculty and 
administration and support personnel. 

Since announcing plans for the 
Steering committee, the board chairman 
has appointed Charles Knowles, director 
of the Shelby County Area Vocational 
Center, as its chairman. 

The committee will be comprised of 
one representative from each of the 
following groups: Board of education, 
Superintendent's staff, Shelby County 
Teacher’s Association, Shelby County 
High School Principals’ Association, 
Shelby County Secondary Principals’ 
Association, elementary classroom 
teachers, secondary classroom teachers 
and support personnel. Superintendent of 
Education Elvin Hill is being asked to 
Serve as secretary to the committee. 

Dean had planned for the group to 
County Council for Education, this being 


the only organization named with lay 
persons among its membership. However, 
since the council seems to have 
disbanded, the board chairman said he 
will ask president Allen Fulton about the 


" possibility of reactivating the group so a 


representative can be selected. 

Once its work is done, the steering 
committee is expected to make 
recommendations to the board of 
education on the development of an 
evaluation plan, Dean said. 


Republicans can 
vote in runoff 


Yes, people who voted Republican in 
the May 4 primary may vote in the 
Democratic runoff on May 25. 

Because Alabama has no party 
registration law, anyone who wishes to 
vote in the democratic runoff may do so, 
and will not be asked for his or her party 
preference. 

In the May 4 primary, both parties 
were conducting primaries, and each 
voter had to tell the poll workers whether 
he wanted to vote Republican or 
Democratic. 

Many of those who voted Republican 
May 4 have been asking if they could vote 
in the runoff. The answer is “Yes”. 
Crossovers are allowed in Alabama. 
Declaring a party preference at one 
election applies to that election only. 

There will be no runoff Tuesday 
among the Republicans, so there will be 
only one ballot, and no questions will be 
asked. 

Only three races will be decided in 
Shelby County Tuesday. The two local 
races are for the Democratic nominee for 


‘probate judge and for County 


Commission, District One. Statewide, 
Juanita McDaniel and Jim Ziegler are in a 
runoff for president of the Public Service 
Commission. ; 
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Both men are campaigning hard 
throughout the county. 

The third race on the ballot in 
the runoff will be a statewide race 
between Juanita McDaniel and Jim 
Zeigler for president of the Public Service 
Commission. 


The short ballot should make for 
speedy voting and fast reporting of the 
vote. The primary on May 4 had long 
ballots for both Democrats and 
Republicans. Polling officials were 
confused at some of the polls, and 
reporting from some machines was not 
concluded until after midnight. 


The polls will be open next Tuesday 
from 8 a.m. until 7 p.m. There will be no 
Republican party runoff, and many 
Republicans are expected to crossover 
and vote in the Democratic runoff.

School Board Chairman fields queries 


by Nancy Duncan 

Answers were offered to nine 
questions asked the Shelby County Board 
of Education by Helena citizens, when 
Board Chairman Joe Dean addressed the 
Helena Elementary School PTA at its 
May meeting last Thursday. 

A group of Helena parents had 
confronted members of the board in 
April, at which time Rev. Jerry Kline, a 
school trustee, read a list of questions 
concerning board members’ plans for 
their school. 

One concern expressed by the group 
was the anticipated growth in the Helena 
area, which could increase school 
enrollment by as many as 1.000 students. 
If and when this occurs, “will you update 
our building to handle these students, or 
do you propose business as usual and 
send them somewhere else?” Kline had 
asked. 

Dean, in a prepared response, told 
the parents that projected enrollment 
increases will be taken into account by 
the board. However, he said, an 
“unequivocal answer” is not the board’s 
to give because an agency of the State 
Department of Education must approve 
any expansion plans. 

The board chairman pointed out that 
a state department survey in early 1975 
resulted in the suggestion that 7th and 
Sth grade students at the school, formerly 
known as Helena Junior High, be 
transferred to Pelham High School, and 
that the existing school building be 
renovated, 

The first recommendation has been 
acted upon, he said, and the other is one 
which board members had planned to 
execute even before the survey team’s 
report was received. 

The possibility of Helena school’s 
being closed was brought up, to which 
Dean answered no, again referring to-the 
1975 survey report which classifies the 
school as “a permanent elementary 
school center for grades one through six.” 

“Are the students of Helena School 
important enough for you to work to 
improve their educational facilities?” the 
statement asked. 

“The students at Helena School are 
as important as any other students in the 
Shelby County school system,” Dean 
replied, saying that needs have been

It has 
been against board policy for the county 
System to maintain improvements 
provided locally. Dean said, however, this 
position is being re-evaluated, since 
property given to the board of education 
is classified as belonging to the state. 

The question was asked, “How many 
lists of priorities for improvement of 
existing or additional space does the 
board have?” 

“Two,” Dean said. “One is a written 
commitment to the State Department of 
Education which lists priorities for the 
expenditure of our system’s pro rata 
share of capital outlay bonds authorized 
by the Alabama Legislature in 1973,” 
This list includes six renovation and 
construction projects in the order of their 
priorities. Two have been completed, 
Dean noted; a third will begin soon and 
the fourth -- renovation of Helena school 
-- is scheduled after that. 

A second priority list involves those 

projects being financed with local funds. 
These also are being carried out based on 
recommendations by the State 
Department’s survey team and include 
classrooms needed at two schools to 
‘replace temporary units; library 
expansion and other improvements 
needed to bring a third school up to 
accreditation standards and a music 
facility at a fourth school where the 
enrollment is about | 000. 

In answer to the question, “What are 
your plans for the future of Helena 
School?” Dean responded that the board 
plans to proceed with the promised 
renovation,

Helena citizens wanted to know, 
lastly, if the county board of education 
will have some additional property 
purchased for the school, cleaned up, 

Yes, Dean replied. The Shelby 
County Commission will have the county 
highway department provide this service.

On the 4th page of your May 14th 
paper, you were wondering who would be 
appointed the new Tax Assessor of 
Shelby County if Tommy Snowden wins. 


Since you have been wondering what 
would happen if Tommy Snowden wins, 
we have been wondering what would 
happen if Judge Fowler wins. Will he 
continue to hire 2 high salaried 
employees as assistant’s or clerk’s in the 
County Commission office to do the job 
of one, When you give him an 
Opportunity to answer this letter, as we 
are sure you will, we would like for him 
to tell the people-what he pays these 2 
employees. 


We are also wondering if he will 
continue to be away from his office as 
much as he has in the past to make many 
trips to Washington and other places 
which clearly are of no benefit to the 
citizens of Shelby County, and we guess 
his expenses are paid by the taxpayers. If 
not, we would like for him to explain this 
when you go to press. 

We are also wondering if he will 
continue to try to dominate and run 
everything, such as stacking the Hospital 
Board, continuing to set up Boards and 
operating Boards which hire many high 
salaried employees at taxpayers’ expense; 
and proposing amendments so that he 
and the County Commission can take 
over the people’s property without giving 
them a vote. We guess you remember 
AMENDMENT NO. 6 was defeated by 
the voters of this County over 4 to 1. We 
also notice, as reported in your paper on 
January 15, 1976, that the proposed 
Amendment No. 6 was drawn up by a 
Birmingham law firm, but you did not 
say anything about Judge Fowler’s 
employing them and paying them out of 
the County funds to draw up this 
Amendment, and we did not see where 
you said anything about Judge Fowler’s 
active part in this, but everybody knew 
his part. 

We also wonder if the Judge will 
continue to spend the people’s money 
like he has been spending it for the past 
few years. When he took office the 
County had paid for the County 
Courthouse Annex and had a large 
surplus of money in the Bank and we 
now owe some 44% MILLION DOLLARS 
and when you multiply this by 5% of 6% 
interest, you will see that the County 
pays about a QUARTER OF A MILLION 
DOLLARS IN INTEREST PER YEAR. 
This will continue for a long time, so how 
can we pay for other necessary needs of 
this County? 

We are also wondering if Judge 
Fowler would serve out his term or if he

would retire and start drawing the 
pension of $8875.00 a year for which we 
understand he only paid a few hundred 
dollars, and wonder if he would also then 
be appointed a Supernumerary Judge so 
he could draw in addition to his pension 
some $13,000.00 a year. We wonder if his 
wife also expects to draw the pension he 
set up for her as the wife of a Probate 
Judge. In the Birmingham News on May 
9, 1976, there was an article that said 
“STATE PENSIONS TO COST 
BILLIONS”. In that article appeared the 
following paragraph which would be very 
interesting to the people of Shelby 
County: “For every $4.50 that a Judge 
puts into his pension, the State, 
under existing law, puts in 
$38.50. The benefits for judges 
are 300—400 per cent higher than 
for other state employees. The 
benefits for widows of judges are 
25—30 per cent higher than for a 
teacher who contributed to the 
pension system for 40 years. The 
obligation to the state for every 
judge that retires is nearly a 
half-million dollars. The average 
cost per widow of a judge is from 
$125,000 to $200,000.” 

We are wondering if Judge Fowler 
will admit he was Chairman of the 
Constitutional Revision Committee under 
which all this was done? We are 
wondering why Judge Fowler would 
exempt Probate Judges from all 
restrictions placed on all other judges and 
yet make sure the Probate Judges were 
given full pensions with virtually no 
contribution. 

In a double page newspaper ad 3 
weeks ago, it was stated the Department 
of Public Examiners and Accounts 
RECOMMENDED that reimbursement 
for County travel for its officials receiving 
a travel allowance be discontinued. Judge 
Fowler was receiving $3600.00 a year 
expense money at that time. When he 
answered this ad, he did not deny that he 
had continued to charge the County with 
In-County expenses after 1972, but he 
said that he had not charged any expenses 
since 1976 when the Examiners 
ORDERED him not to do so. Why does 
he not answer the issue raised in the 
newspaper article concerning this. 

We are writing this in the form of a 
letter to you since you brought up the 
issues, but we are afraid you will elect not 
to publish it until after the election and if 
you will not give us the space to answer 
you, then we are submitting this to you 
as a paid political ad, as we do want the 
people to have an answer before voting 
time,

In reply to Mr. Adam’s letter in this 
week’s issue: 

1). I employ no person who works 
for the County Commission, All 
employees of the Commission are 
employed by the Commission and their 
salary is fixed by the Commission. 

2). 1 did not vote on the matter of 
increasing the number of the members on 
the Hospital Board. I do believe the 
Commission in voting to add four new 
members acted wisely, Six members of 
the eleven member Hospital Board had 
voted to fire the Administrator without 
reason and without a hearing. The 
Commission acted within the law in 
adding four additional members to the 
Board. The purpose of this action was to 
provide stability in the relations between 
the Board and the Hospital Staff. A 
subsequent audit by Ernst and Ernst has 
shown the affairs of the Hospital to be in 
excellent condition, A recent 
accreditation study made of the Hospital 
found it to be one of the outstanding 
County Hospitals in the Country. The 
County Commission is the link between 
the tax payers and the Hospital Board. 
The Hospital Board fixes the policies for 
the Hospital. The County Commission 
could not sit by and permit the 
consequences of the actions of these six 
Hospital Board members. The 
Commission acted legally and with 
justification. 

3). Adam's letter is completely 
wrong about Amendment 6. A vote of 
the people was provided. The 
Commission would have taken no one’s 
property; would have levied no tax. 

4). The $4% million debt of the 
County is as follows: $2 million 

overwhelmingly voted by the 
people of Shelby County for the 
new jail. $660,000 to pay for the 
reappraisal program of all 
property in the County ordered 
by the Federal Court and required 
by a State law. $1.8 million for” 
County highways, paved or 
resurfaced over a period of. five 
years; most of which was done 
before the cost of paving went

from $25,000 per mile to $80,000 
per mile. 

County money is spent on order of 
the Commission, not by me. There is no 
way any one of the above could have 
been financed from current annual 
receipts. The Commission acted wisely in 
these matters as well as in those instances 
where the Commission has been 
successfl in getting substantial State and 
Federal money for County highways and 
County facilities. 


5). If re-elected, 1 will serve the full 
term. At the end of the term, I will be 
eligible for whatever retirement that is 
provided by the law of Alabama for the 
other 66 Probate Judges in Alabama. 
Probate Judges contribute 6% monthly of 
their salary to the pension program, and 
on retirement will draw 65% of salary 
paid by the state. 


6). I am Chairman and one of 25 
members of the Alabama Constitution 
Commission. The report of the 
Commission was submitted to the 
Legislature May 1, 1973. The Judicial 
Article was adopted by a substantial 
majority in the Legislature and was 
approved ,December 18, 1973, by an 
almost twé to one vote state-wide. There 
is simply no way that Mr, Adam can give 


' me credit for all of this. 


7). The double page newspaper ad 
just before the primary election May 4, 
was a fraud and a smear. Every item of 
travel expense for which I have been 
reimbursed up to the date of the last 
audit of the Commission has been audited 
and fully approved by Examiners of the 
State Department of Public Accounts. 
Mr. Adam raises no question to be 
answered. In some counties, the people 
are so aroused against a smear made at 
the last minute in a political campaign, 
that they make the smear backfire. I hope 
that this is the attitude that the people of 
Shelby County are ready to adopt.

The rains had stopped but a drizzle 
hung on, a pesky drizzle that kept the 
grass wet and the ground soaked, so that 
a guy watching his garden just stood off 
and looked, not daring to walk on the 
soupy ground. It had rained for two 
weeks, off and on like a spigot working, 
sometimes so hard you'd have to strain to 
see the trees. The water filled the creeks 
and ditches and puddled up in the 
swamps. And late in the afternoon the 
mosquitoes came out, wave after wave, 
covering the arms and legs until a guy had 
to go back inside and wish for the sun. 

My beans came up a little at a time, 
some four inches high and some with the 
crooks just showing, while others made 
little cracks in the ground. A dozen times’ 
I started to replant but a few more would 
come up and I'd break the crust again, 
hoping. But by the time I'd get back in 
the house the rains would come back, 
leaving water standing in the middles. 

I replanted my corn. Today it looks 
like toy soldiers, all the way from one 
inch to eight inches tall. Maybe we'll have 
roasting ears all summer. I can see the 
bees now, finding a tassel and hunting 
another up one row and down another. | 
counted a dozen stalks that'll come in 
two weeks ahead of the rest and some 
that'll make it around August if the rains 
keep coming. 

I’ve scratched the mud away from 
my onions 22 times and when I looked 
out there, I could just barely see the tops 
of the shoots, I’ll try again this afternoon 
if the sun stays out. 

My tomatoes are fine. | covered ‘em 
a dozen times, starting out with shoe 


Maybe soon-- 


boxes and ending up with crates 
television sets come in. But I've got 
tomatoes, almost as big as lemons, and 
enough piano boxes stacked up by my 
garden to cover ‘em again if blackberry 
winter decides to do a repeat. 


I've got my butterbeans stuck. Tom 
Snow brought me some marigold plants 
and I put them up and down the rows. If 
the rain doesn’t knock the runner off I'll 
have some later on, But the weatherman 
is worse than a swamp frog and keeps on 
yelping for rain. And somehow he 
manages to get it, even when a swamp 
frog can’t. 

My okra and cucumbers are up. But 
they are as muddy as the seat of a little 
boy’s breeches and I doubt if those tiny 
stems will hold them above the ground. 
I'l just have to wait and see. 


But tonight is Tuesday night. For 
parts of two days we've had little dabs of 
sunshine playing peek-a-boo with the 
clouds. The swamp frogs are quiet as 
little mice and the weatherman has sliced 
the chance of rain to 20 percent, I’ve got 
my hoe ready and a bottle of linament 
for my old legs, and if the weatherman is 
right I'm gonna get out there tomorrow 
and get some hay in the barn. 

P. S. Today is Wednesday. The sun is 
as bright as dew on a rose bush, and a 
little wind is blowing that doesn’t even 
tousel my curls , but there’s one thing 
that’s got me stopped. The mosquitoes 
are so thick I can’t see my plants. And, 
dog-gone-it, I’ not gonna take a chance on 
hoeing ‘em up after all the trouble I’ve 
had,

In Shelby County, government 
figures show, there are more people 
engaged in providing services of various 
kinds than in producing goods. 

More and more, with each passing 
year, the local area is shifting toward a 
service economy.

As a result, the United 
States has become the first nation in the 
world in which most of the working 
population is in service industries rather 
than in the production of tangible goods. 

Nationally, according to the 
Department of Commerce and the Bureau 
of Labor Statistics, almost 7 out of every 
10 workers have service-type jobs today -- 
in banks, schools, hospitals, stores, 
business offices, government agencies, 
finance, transportation, communications 
and the like, 

In Shelby County, the latest figures 
show, approximately 58 percent of the 
working population have service-oriented 
jobs. The other 42 percent are in 
goods-producing occupations, which 
consist of agriculture, mining, 
construction-and manufacturing. 

This compares with 54 percent in 
services and 46 percent in production in 
1970, 

Elsewhere in the United States, 68 
percent are now in the service sector and, 
in the State of Alabama, 64 percent. 

The transition over the years to a 
service economy is attributed principally 
to automation, which has steadily

reduced the number of people needed in 
production jobs. At the same time, 
however, it has opened .up many new 
service-type opportunities. 

The increased affluence produced by 
automation has triggered an 


ever-increasing demand for services as” 


well as for goods, points out Victor R. 
Fuchs of the National Bureau of 
Economic Reseafch. 

Besides creating new jobs it has 
provided “oppertunities for small firms 
and non-profit organizations, thus 
insuring the proliferation of independent 
businesses at a time when large 
corporations are growing still larger by 
the absorption of small ones.” 

He finds that virtually’ all of the net 
increase in employment fin the United 
States since 1947 has occurred in the 
service industries.

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Citizens’ Band boom isn’t a boom 
for county PACER organization

Despite the Citizens’ Band boom, 
which finds a hefty percent of Shelby 
County vehicles sporting CB antennas, 
und base stations in many homes, Pelham 
PACERs are finding that the majority of 
loca! CB enthusiasts seem to be unwilling 
or unable to spend the time helping with 
the work of the Police Associated 
Citizens’ Emergency Radio group, 

Or perhaps they are unfamiliar with 
activities of the organization, in which 
case William R. Hyde, Jr., president of 
Pelham Chapter 3 of PACER, is delighted 
to give them some facts. 

“When PACER was first organized, a 
lot of people joined because they thought 
it would be a CB club and they would 
have a good time meeting the CB’ers,” 
Hyde commented. “But when they found 


out that PACER involves spending a little | 


of their spare time monitoring Channel 9, 
a lot of people dropped out.” 

With only a faithful few left in the 
Pelham chapter, getting enough members 
to monitor the emergency channel is 
becoming increasingly difficult, Hyde 
noted, and he is concerned that PACER 
National might rescind Pelham’s charter. 

“That would certainly be a bad 
reflection on the community,” he 
remarked. 

Many CB’ers are unaware of just 
what PACER is and what it is not, Hyde 
contends. “We were not organized for the 
purpose of reporting to the police that a 
car is going down Highway 31 with a tail 
light out. People reporting these things 
are merely CB’ers who feel anything that 
annoys them can be reported to a 
PACER, who will then relay the 
information to a policeman.” 

This is a misconception, he added, 
explaining that the organization’s “sole 
purpose“ is assisting persons in trouble. 

Hyde said the difficulty may be 
something minor, such as a motorist in 
need of some gasoline, or it might be 
serious, as in the case of an accident with 
critical injuries. 

PACER members do not in any way 
act as police officers, the chapter 
president noted. ‘We are merely eyes for 
the police department and our job is to 
report any emergency that we see or hear 
about on the CB,” he said. 

Pelham PACER has had as many as 
70 members, Hyde related, saying, “We 
ure now down to about ten. I hate to see

GOOD GOVERNMENT 
IN SHELBY COUNTY 


Shelby County has, and has had, good government down through the years; government as 
clean as a hound’s tooth. The opposition has spent much effort and money in this campaign 
to try to get you to believe that Shelby County government is not good, Let's look at the

1959 The County Commission began making purchases on competitive bids. The State law 
did not require this until 1965.

Each meeting of the Commission 
for several years has been attended by from two to five news reporters; on no occation has a 
news reporter stated that | dominated the Commission in any way. Who will you believe?

“Village” of 
Pittsburgh? 


In Pennsylvania, a group of 
citizens sued to shut down a coal 
mine on the ground that it was 
polluting the atmosphere. But the 
judge ruled against them. 

“Without smoke,” he said. 
“Pittsburgi:t would have remained 
a very pretty village.” 


No doubt the judge considered 
his argument a clincher. But he 
was speaking in the year 1935. 
Nowadays, a judge might not 
choose the same language. He 
might not simply take it for 
granted that Pittsburgh is better 
off than if it really had remained 
a very pretty village. 

The case is a good illustration 
of the law of nuisance. The basic 
legal principle—in 1935 as well 
as today—is that a court should 
“weigh the equities” in deciding 
whether to halt a troublesome 
activity. 

But in the balancing process, 
the weights of specific factors may 
change significantly over the years. 

Thus in 1935, at the depth of 
the Great Depression, a judge 
could reasonably conclude that 
the economic harm from shutting 
down coal mines outweighed the 
physical harm from air pollution. 

Today, in more affluent times, 
we are able to allot more weight 
to the benefits of a cleaner en- 
vironment. We have also learned 
(as Pittsburgh itself has demon- 
strated) that air pollution can be 
drastically reduced without dis- 
rupting the operations of industry. 

A later case also involved air 
pollution coming from a coal 
mine. But here, remedial measures 
were available which—although 
somewhat ourdensome — would 
not cause a shutdown. This time, 
again weighing the equities, the 
judge said the company would 
have to put these measures into 
effect or be held in contempt of 
court.

Federal order requires hike 


in Montevallowater, sewer rates 


Federal. regulations recently brought 
to the attention of the Waterworks and 
Sewer Board of the City of Montevallo 
are requiring an increase in water and 
sewer rates to its customers according to 
James D. Seaman, Chairman of 
Montevallo’s Waterworks and Sewer 
Board. 

Several months ago the Montevallo 
Board stated that no increase in rates was 
anticipated under ordinary conditions. 
However, new regulations, The Federal 
Safe Drinking Water Act of 1975 and The 
Federal Water Pollution Act Amendments 
of 1972, are making mandatory major 
sewage treatment and drinking water 
quality improvements for the health and 
safety of citizens and the environment, 
according to Seaman. 

Proposed improvements to the water 
system will cost $225,000. Proposed 
improvements to the sewage treatment 
facility are expected to cost $1,116,000. 
With EPA bearing 75 percent of the cost 
of sewage treatment improvements this 
still leaves 25 percent of the sewage 
improvements and the total cost of the 
water system improvements to be borne 
by the local citizens, Seaman said. 

Minimum water rates will increase 
from $3.50 per month to $4.25 per 
month in Zone 2 and from $5.00 per 
month to $5.50 per month in Zone 1

Federal. regulations recently brought 
to the attention of the Waterworks and 
Sewer Board of the City of Montevallo 
are requiring an increase in water and 
sewer rates to its customers according to 


James D. Seaman, Chairman of 
Montevallo’s Waterworks and Sewer 
Board. 


Several months ago the Montevallo 
Board stated that no increase in rates was 
anticipated under ordinary conditions. 
However, new regulations, The Federal 
Safe Drinking Water Act of 1975 and The 
Federal Water Pollution Act Amendments 
of 1972, are making mandatory major 
sewage treatment and drinking water 
quality improvements for the health and 
safety of citizens and the environment, 
according to Seaman, 

Proposed improvements to the water 
system will cost $225,000. Proposed 
improvements to the sewage treatment 
facility are expected to cost $1,116,000. 
With EPA bearing 75 percent of the cost 
of sewage treatment improvements this 
still leaves 25 percent of the sewage 
improvements and the total cost of the 
water system improvements to be borne 
by the local citizens, Seaman said.

No doubt the judge considered 
his argument a clincher. But he 
was speaking in the year 1935. 
Nowadays, a judge might not 
choose the same language. He 
might not simply take it for 
granted that Pittsburgh is better 
off than if it really had remained 
a very pretty village. 

The case is a good illustration 
of the law of nuisance. The basic 
legal principle—in 1935 as well 
as today—is that a court should 
“weigh the equities” in deciding 
whether to halt a troublesome 
activity. 

But in the balancing process, 
the weights of specific factors may 
change significantly over the years, 

Thus in 1935, at the depth of 
the Great Depression, a judge 
could reasonably conclude that 
the economic harm from shutting 
down coal mines outweighed the 
physical harm from air pollution. 

Today, in more affluent umes, 
we are able to allot more weight 
to the benefits of a cleaner en- 
vironment. We have also learned 
(as Pittsburgh itself has demon- 
strated) that air pollution can be 
drastically reduced without dis- 
rupting the operations of industry. 

A later case also involved air 
pollution coming from a coal 
mine. But here, remedial measures 
were available which—although

The old courthouse clock ticks 
thythmically on as the time draws nearfor

Commissioners to do this job. 


He doesn’t mention in his ads that when he went into office 18 years ago that Shelby County was 
debt-free and had a large surplus in the treasury, but are now in debt almost five million dollars. 


He seems to have the same philosophy for Shelby County that the egg-head intellectuals in Washington 
have sold to our government officials: that they could spend all the money they had and a great deal 
they didn’t have and bring prosperity to the nation. 


With what is now going on in Shelby County and the projections that are now being made, and many 
other things now on Bully’ s drawing board, our County will most surely be in debt 10 to 15 million 
dollars before his next six-year term is over, This would mean that the interest on our debts would be 
at least $600,000 to $800,000 per year, which would bring us to bankruptcy or a substantial tax 


increase, 


The estimated cost of the new jail has already doubled from one to two million dollars. What will it 
finally cost us to build this elite jail so our lawbreakers can live in luxury?

Bully Fowler did nothing to collect this claim. My daughter tried to get a hearing for the executrix to 
give an accounting of Mr. Turner's estate. After several months in which my daughter continued to 
push for such a meeting, | talked with him on the telephone regarding the matter. 


He told me that she had a legal right to call for such a meeting, and if she would write him a letter, so 
he could put it in his file to protect him, he would call such a meeting. This was a very solemn 
promise. Mrs. Abernathy wrote the letter as he dictated it. In about two weeks she called to ask him 
when the meeting was to be held. He told her that he had not set a meeting. She and | then made a 
trip to Columbiana to see him. We reminded him that he had promised such a meeting and wanted to 
know when he was going to set it up. He talked around a great deal, and then said we would have to 
get a lawyer because nothing could be handled in court without a lawyer. 


Mrs, Abernathy hired a lawyer from Birmingham. All he did was write a letter to Bully asking that 
such a meeting be set up, and he immediately scheduled a meeting. The executrix did not appear at 
this meeting, but authorized her lawyer to pay the $500 claim. However, my daughter had to pay a 
good part of the settlement to the lawyer for representing her. 


All of you know that if this were not true, | could not print it. | ask each of you who read this, do you 
think this is the way our Probate Court should be run? 


Now if you want Shelby County to have to go into bankruptcy, or have a big increase in your taxes, 
then vote for Bully Fowler.

Mailbox Week 


now underway 


‘Mailbox Improvement Week,” a 
traditional Spring observance which 
contributes to improved security and 
appearance of the nation’s nearly 
24-million mailboxes, is being held May 
17 — 22 this year. Columbiana 
Postmaster Elbert Gibson said today. 

Held annually, this event has long 
served as the starting signal for 
community efforts to repair, repaint and 
make other improvements to the nation’s 
approximately 24-million rural, curb-line 
and star route mailboxes, 1200 of which 
are served by the Columbiana post office. 

Postmasters in many communities 
around the country have led civic groups, 
the press and municipal grovernments in 
the spring campaigns to “spruce-up” the 
mail receptacles often damaged by severe 
winter weather. 

“Because more Americans receive 
their mail today on rural routes than ever 
before, ‘Mailbox Improvement Week’ is 
more important than when first observed 
generations ago in rural areas and small 
communities,” Postmaster Gibson said. 

Postal Service rural carriers serve 
approximately 13.5 million families along 
some 32,480 rural routes. 

Rural mail service began in 1896, In 
those days many make-shift receptacles 
were used as mailboxes. One favorite was 
a tin can nailed to a tree. Today, 
manufacturers provide a variety of 
modern mailbox designs for use with 
decorative posts in cooperation with the 
Postal Service. 

“Customers who prefer other designs 
than the traditional mailbox may check 
with me for a list of manufacturers 
making approved optional designs,” 
Postmaster Gibson said. “I am also 
authorized to approve custom-made 
mailboxes when they comply with postal 
regulations.”

Nobody wants to talk about it, but 
trouble has been brewing within the 
council for over a year. 

The matter that triggered the 
dissention was the resurfacing of streets 
in late 1974. According to one side, the 
council agreed on which streets were to 
be resurfaced, and the contract was let. 
But Mitchell Street was not resurfaced, 
even though it was included in the 
contract.

$2.5 million facility 


Plans 50,000 
electronic switching system to he located 
in Montevallo are being developed by 
South Central Bell.

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Calera gets bond money 


for high school projects

Calera residents will probably want 
to stage a parade or street dance now that 
$500,000 of the $609,000 in. state 
education bond money has been released 
for projects planned at Calera High 
School. 

However, since a delegation of 
parents has asked that renovation plans 
announced by the Shelby County Board 
of Education and approved by the State 
Department of Education be changed so 
some new building can take place at the 
school and additions built at Calera 
Annex, the money cannot be utilized 
until a decision on their proposal is 
reached. 

Board chairman Joe Dean said local 
education officials learned about the 
release of the funds Monday, when 
county Superintendent of Education 
Elvin Hill contacted Dr. W. H. 
Kimbrough, Director of Administation 
and Finance for the State Department of 
Education, Hill had read of funds released 
for Jefferson County, Dean said, and felt 
that Shelby County's allocation should 
have been approved at the same time. 

Kimbrough verified release of the 
money, which turned out to be more 
than local educators had expected from 
the state’s most recent bond sale. 

A delegation of Calera residents had 
talked with two of the three state 
officials charged with selling the bonds 
and allotting funds from the 1973 bond 
issue for capital expenditures for schools. 
Traveling to Montgomery in early April, 
they approached State Finance Director 
James R. Solomon and State 
Superintendent of Education Dr. Wayne 
Teague. The other committee member is 
Gov. George Wallace, who was

represented at the meeting by his 
executive secretary, Henry B. Steagall. 

The Calera group, composed of 20 
parents, as well as some city and county 
officials, was told that the $609,000 
promised the board of education for 
renovation of Calera High School would 
probably be disbursed in increments and 
Hill said at the board’s April meeting that 
the county could probably be allotted 
$250,000 to $300,000 at this time. 

Dean said this week that the Calera 
parents’ trip to Montgomery is, in his 
opinion, the reason Shelby County 
received as much as it did. 

“What they did helped, there is no 
question about it,” the board chairman 
commented. 

Since the school is slated for 
renovation, state approval would be 
necessary for a change of plans to be 
adopted at this point, the parent group 
has been told, and this would mean that 
the long-awaited bond money would have 
to be held in reserve for a while. 

The: parents have asked board 
members to consider rebuilding a portion 
of the high school and expanding 
classroom space at Calera Annex, in licu 
of renovating the high school. 

Calera Annex now contains only 
grades five and six. The high school 
actually houses grades one through four 
plus seven through twelve. Some parents 
want elementary aged children to attend 
Calera Annex and thus be separated from 
high school students. 

Dean has told them that getting 
approval from the state department of 
education to carry out the plan they 
Suggest would add several months to the 
time required for making improvements 
at the school. 


Fire station remodeled 


The $10,000 remodeling of the 
Vincent Volunteer Fire Department was 
completed last week, according to 
Vincent Mayor D. B. Smith. 

The town-financed project included a 
new brick facade, new brick all around 
the outside, a new roof, new electrical 
wiring, a new front door, and two new 
slide-up doors, in the front and back, for 
the town’s two Chevrolet firetrucks. 

Mr. Basil Smith of Smith-Franks 
Hardware in Columbiana was the 
contractor, providing a greatly-improved 
home for Volunteer Fire Chief L. M. 
Green and his 18-man department. 

Mayor Smith commented that 
Vincent is beginning to look a lot better 
to those driving through on Highway 25. 

In addition to the new fire hall, 
Douglas Reynolds has started remodeling 
his two buildings on opposite sides of the 
highway, and Childersburg’s First 
National Bank built a new branch bank 
building last fall. 

Future improvements contemplated 
are the removal of Bud Florey’s two-story 
shed and a face-lifting for his cement 
block building next door, on Highway 25. 

Mayor Smith further predicted that 
construction should start about 
September | on an upgrading of the city 
water system. 

The present main water line runs 
down the middle of Highway 25, and was

Check pressure gauge 
to be sure canning safe 


Is the food you are canning safe for 
your family? 

Are you sure? 

How long has it been since you had 
the gauge on your pressure canner 
checked for accuracy? 

It may register ten pounds pressure, 
but is it really at ten pounds? 

Marian Cotney, Associate Shelby 
County Extension Chairman, will 
conduct a series of pressure cooker gauge 
testing clinics throughout the county and 
she emphasizes the importance of being 
able to answer the questions. 

Ten pounds pressure in a pressure 
cooker is needed to destroy the deadly 
bacteria found in some soils. 

The bacteria are called clostridium 
botulinum, Boiling vegetables and meats 
in the water bath canner does not destroy 
these bacteria according to Miss Cotney. 
If not destroyed, they produce a deadly 
toxin when in a vacuum sealed, air-tight, 
glass jar. 

From botulinum there is no 
noticable odor, color or taste change in 
the food. The symptoms that can develop 
in about 18-36 hours after eating 
contaminated food are drowsiness or 
fatigue, followed by visual disturbance - 
double vision, blurred vision and/or 
drooping of the upper eyelids; difficulty 
in swallowing: aching joints; difficulty in 
breathing: and muscle weakness or 
paralysis. 

These symptoms are caused by the 
toxin’s effect on the nervous system, Miss 
Cotney stated.

From the Environmental Impact 
Assessment Report, 1975, on the 
proposed expansion of the Shelby 
County Airport, we quote from page 9, 


“Many services, once considered too 
elaborate for rural areas, are now 
available to Shelby Countians. Also, 


congestion, air and water pollution, urban 
blight and other related problems have 
made Birmingham less and rural Shelby 


County more attractive as a place to work 
and tive,” 
Exactly! The question arises: How 


long will Shelby County remain a “rural 
and attractive place to work and live” if 


provress, with its almost inevitable 
companions of air and water pollution, 
blight and congestion, continues to make 
inrowds into the very conditions which 
nude Shelby County attractive in the 
first place? 

The area between Calera and 


Montevallo on the south and Alabaster on 
the north, forms a kind of triangle. This 
triangle, with its farms (agricultural, 
dairy, cattle and horses), already is 
plagued by pollution in the form of white 
dust trom nearby industries. dust which 
vegetation, cars und 
furniture. Our windows rattle and houses 
cresk from blasting operations. 

During the rainy seasons, Spring 
Creek becomes polluted. sluggish and 
swollen from muddy waters sweeping 
into it from above areas. 

Your urgent attention should be 
drawn, also. to the number, size and 
Hrequeney of limesinks in this area, There 
ure Many, too numerous to describe. 
County Road 16 has recently been partly 
closed bevause of this problem. For years 
u sign posted on this road was warned 
motorists of sinks, 

There is a collapse near the Shelby 
Acidemy school. Another is just west of 
Interstite 65 on County 22, between the 
Ivanhoe development and the 
Interstate highway- 

The largest and most famous (of 
which we dre, indeed, not proud) is the 
“Big Sink” described in “serial Remote 
Sensing of Carbonate Terranes in Shelby 
Cuunty, Alabama”, Geological Survey ot 
Alabama, Reprint Series 26, as follows: 
“a cniter 325 feet long, 300 feet wide and

Also, from the same page, “Sinkhole 
collapses are related to natural 
phenomena such as heavy rainfall, 
seasonal fluctuations in the water-table 
altitude, earthquakes, or other changes in 
the hydrogeologic regimen affecting 
residium stability. Man-imposed effects 
such as artificial drainage, dewatering, 
seismic shocks (blasting), breaks in water 
or sewage pipes, or even over-watering in 
irrigated areas may result in a collapse in 
carbonate terranes.” 

In the September 1975 issue of 
Reader's Digest, which carried an article 
entitled “The Growing Menace of Our 
Sinking Lands’, it was stated of the 
above-mentioned limesink, “In 1972, 
large withdrawals of ground water in 
Shelby County were associated with the 
occurrence of a monstrous crater, about 
400 feet across and 125 feet deep. 
Fortunately, the collapse occurred in an 
uninhabited area.” 

A puzzling aspect of this proposed 
four-lane is that funding of it would even 
be considered when the Interstate 65 gap 
from Alabaster to Hoover is incomplete 
and desperately needed to relieve 
Highway 31 of mushrooming traffic 
congestion, 

There are three already existing 
accesses to interstate 65 from Montevallo. 
Come with us and drive County 12 from 
Southeast Montevallo, commonly called 
Spring Creek Road, to the Shelby County 
Airport Interchange. This is a good road, 
well-marked, with centerline reflectors. It 
traverses a quiet countryside, a pleasant, 
picturesque drive. It is lightly traveled, 
the heaviest traffic is at school time in the 
early morning and 2:30 — 3:00 in the 
afternoons. 

There is County also in good 
condition, from Moore's Crossroads on 
State 119, lightly traveled, mostly school 
traffic and gravel trucks. The residents in 
this area also use the northern segment of 
County 12 to reach Interstate 65,

Actually, the shortest route from 
Montevallo to Interstate 65 is Highway 
25 to the Calera Interchange. This 
highway is easily accessible from 
Montevallo but is in poor condition and 
heavily traveled. It seems that the logical 
solution would be to improve and 
fourdane this existing highway which 
would take care of University of 
Montevallo students traveling south as 
well as those traveling north, along with 
traffic from Selma and Centreville areas 
which wold then by-pass Montevallo. 

If ever there was 4 time when those 
who have been elected to public office 
should spend wisely the taxpayer's 
money entrusted to their care, it is now — 
for that well has about run dry. Our 
nation is heavily in debt and the proposed 
new budget carries a huge deficit. It is 
relatively easy to plan for progress when 
one is using federal funds and someone 
else’s property. However, those who have 
endeavored to acquire property over a 
period of many years, or a few years, take 
a dim view of having enthusiastic planners 
(however benevolent they may be in the 
public good) infringe on their farms, 
dairies, timberlands, yards, gardens, or 
even through their homes as the case may 
be where a resident’s acreage is small — 
say, two or three acres. 

Much has been said in recent years 
about civil rights and human rights. The 
most basic of all human rights is the right 
to own property, for in the ownership of 


property is freedom. A fence, of whatever 
kind, defines property lines and when 
that fence is abridged, freedom is 
abridged. The ownership of property is 
the final guarantor of freedom. 

Citizens of this triangle area include 
those whose families have owned farming 
und dairy property here since the turn of 
the century; those who have retired and 
built homes to live out their lives in 
relative peace and tranquility; and new, 
younger families who have moved in from 
other areas and invested considerable 
sums in residences, farming, cattle and 
horse operations. There are many 
churches, several very old cemeteries, a 
school and some very old, historic homes 
in this vicinity. We submit to you that 


construction of the proposed four-lane 
through this area would produce a 
tremendous environmental, economic and 
social upheaval. 

If there were no good access roads 
already existing to Interstate 65 
Interchange near the Shelby County 
Airport, we could understand the need 
for such, However, this is not the case. 
Therefore, our reasonable conclusion is to 
respectfully propose that the alternative 
of Highway 25 be considered for this 
project.

City Council studies mobile home request

Mobile homes are still causing 
headaches for the Columbiana city 
council, Meanwhile the council is 
attempting to enforce their trailer 
ordinance while being fair to all. 

Gas station owner Edward Robinson 
returned to meet with the council last 
Thursday night to ask them to reconsider 
his request to install a mobile home 
behind his station on the Highway 25 
Bypass. 

At their last meeting the council said 
they saw no choice but to refuse his 
request, in keeping with their ordinance. 

Robinson cited cases where mobile 
homes had been moved into the city in 
the past six weeks or so. The council was 
Sympathetic to his arguments, but 
Teiterated that they must enforce the law. 

The service station owner then 
Suggested that if the council plans to keep 
the ordinance, then they might consider 
changing it. He called for amending it by 
allowing mobile homes in certain portions 
of the city. The council voiced no 
objection to the idea, but asked for 
details about his own mobile home plans. 

He told them that he owns 1% acres 
on the Bypass at the junction of Hwy, 25 
and County road 47, across from Brown 
Lumber. He reminded the council that he 
already has septic tank connections 
behind his Quaker station. 

Councilman William Rasco 
recollected that the parcel of land had 
been rezoned commercial several years 
ago. He suggested that Robinson appear 


before the Columbiana Zoning Board to 
have his land zoned for a mobile home 
park. It was noted that the land is 
between Kimberly-Clark’s woodyard and 
the building supply store, and that there 
is only one non-commercial plot of land 
adjacent. 

The council told Robinson that they 
will investigate the possibility of having 
his land rezoned, and that they will study 
the options before advising him as to his 
best course of action. He stated that he is 
in no hurry to install the mobile home. 

The next order of business concerned 
a letter from trustees of the Thompson 
schools asking particulars about how the 
city of Columbiana helps to finance its 
three schools. The letter was received 
with little enthusiasm and the council 
opted to table the subject for the present. 

City elections were set for August 
10th, with September 14 chosen as the 
date for a run-off. Candidates can qualify 
from June Ist until July 6th. There will 
be no qualifying fee. New city officials 
will take office during the first week of 
October. 

Mayor Bob Bolton informed the 
council that with $1880 the city can pay 
off the balance owed on its backhoe. The 
machine is being paid for jointly by the 
council, the Gas Board, and the Water 
Board. The council agreed to pay off 
their third of the cost at once, if the two 
utilities agree to pay their share at this 
time. 

Other topics of discussion included: 

— the approval of a beer license for

since one of the driveways belonged to 
councilman Don Beavers. She never saw 
any receipts and went to the offices of 
the paving contractor to check his 
records. There she was told that all paving 
materials were billed to and paid by the 
city. 

Mrs. Scruggs then went to the League 
of Municipalities in Montgomery where a 
League attorney told her the councilman 
should show proof of payment to the 
entire council, or make restitution. At the 
next council meeting Mrs. Scruggs made a 
motion that he show proof or resign. The 
motion was seconded and passed, but 
Councilman Beavers did not show proof 
and did not resign, and the council did 
not take any further action. Today he is 
mayor pro-tem. 

Beavers sees it differently. He told 
the Reporter Monday he had shown 
receipts to the city attorney and that 
satisfied the attorney. He said he had no 
intention of showing them to Mrs. 
Scruggs, because “She demanded to see 
them instead of just asking.” When the 
Reporter asked about Mitchell Street, 
Beavers said it was last on the priority 
list, and the town ran out of paving 
money before getting to it. It will be first 
on the list when new resurfacing is done, 
he said. 

About the time this dispute flared up 
in March of 1975, the man who was 
elected mayor in 1972, R. G. Stephenson, 
resigned, giving reasons of poor health. 
Councilman Woodrow Foster and city 
clerk Robert Moore, also resigned. 

Norbert Revis was elected mayor by 
the remaining councilmen. Charles Dillard 
was elected to the council, and Robert 
Langford was employed as city clerk. 

Mayor Revis died nine months later, 
on December 27, 1975, and councilman 
Barnes was named to take his place. 
‘Robert Haywood was elected to Barnes’ 
place on the council. 

But the conflict of interest charge 
was made and rulings ere sought from 
the Attorney General. The minutes of the 
Wilsonville Council meetings show the

matters were brought up from time to 
time during the year. Deputy Haywood 
resigned, 

Mayor Barnes told the Reporter he 
was advised by the League of 
Municipalities to finish out his term, since 
new elections would be held this summer. 
But, he said, “One member was going to 
have me impeached.” 

He stressed that he regretted having 
to resign. “I wished to go ahead and 
finish out this term.” 

He and Councilman Lyon resigned at 
the April 26 meeting. 

Mrs. Scruggs said she told them she 
saw no reason to follow the League’s 
advice now when they didn’t follow it 
before. She had an opinion from the 
Attorney General that their city jobs 
were ‘conflict of interest’ under state law. 
She denies that she talked about 
impreachment, and says the Attorney 
General’s office advised her to take the 
matter to Shelby County Circuit Court. 
The men resigned before this step was 
taken. 

And now Wilsonville finds itself 
without a governing body that can take 
action. City Clerk Langford and Mayor 
pro-tem Beavers are handling 
emergencies, Established services such as 
police and water can continue, but the 
town cannot buy new equipment or make 
any new decisions affecting the citizens. 

The next move is up to the 
Governor, according to Beavers, who told 
the Reporter he was meeting with Fonza 
Jackson of Harpersville, county Wallace 
leader, to discuss the matter. 

One group of citizens wants the 
Governor to fill just one council seat, 
which would give the city a quorum, then 
the council could name the mayor and 
other councilmen. Another faction in 
Wilsonville wants the Governor to fill all 
three vacancies. 

Wilsonville’s population is now 
estimated at about 1,000. The annual 
budget of the town is between $50,000 
and $75,000. The city employs three 
persons full time; a clerk, policeman and 
utilities man.

Mother, father visit 
grave of ‘mystery girl’

“Oh, how I wish we could take her 
home with us,” Mrs. W. D. Cupit cried, 
when she and her husband came to Salem 
Cemetery in Calera last Saturday to see 
the grave of their daughter, Catherine 
Betts. 

Mrs. Betts was the young woman 
whose identity remained a mystery for 
more than a month after her body was 
found on a roadside in South Calera. 
Calera citizens provided her furneral, and 
she was finally identified by her husband, 
from photographs. 

Her parents want to have her body 
returned to their home in Jackson, 
Mississippi, but law enforcement 
authorities do not want the body moved 
out of state until their investigation is 
completed. 

There are apparently no new leads 
in the mystery of how Mrs. Betts died or 
who put her body out on the roadside. 
State toxicologists could find no known 
cause for her death. 

The Cupits are offering a reward of 
$1,000 for information that will lead to 
the arrest and conviction of guilty parties. 

Mr. and Mrs. Cupit drove to Calera 
Saturday with Mrs. Cupit’s sister, Mrs. 
Sue Hebert, to talk with Sheriff Red 
Walker and to thank Calera citizens for 
their kindness in providing the funeral. 
They were guests of Howard and LeVurn 
Hughes while in Shelby County. 

It was a terribly sad and emotional 
scene when Mrs. Betts’ parents and aunt 
first viewed the grave in the tree-shaded 
cemetery, accompanied by Mr. and Mrs. 
Hughes. 

“It was all so useless,” Mr. Hughes 
said. 

‘Useless. That’s exactly what it 
was,”’ Mrs, Cupit said, trying to hold back 
her tears. “She never did anything to hurt 


anybody. She was always so kind and 
generous.” 

Mr. Cupit recalled that his daughter 
had bought him a corduroy jacket with 
the very first paycheck she earned while 
working part time in high school. 

Mrs. Hebert, who had helped raise 
her niece, told the Reporter that the 
slowness of the investigation “is awfully 
hard on all of us.’’ The family is 
determined to “find out who did this 
terrible thing.” 

After leaving the cemetery, they 
went to Oliver Park, where a memorial 
garden will be planted with donations 
from a group of Jackson, Miss., citizens.

Long range plan previewed 


by Willard Harrison 

Columbiana’s long range 
development plan will be completed in 
just a few weeks. At Thursday night’s 
council meeting, the city government 
heard a preview of how they can finance 
more than 4 dozen new projects in the 
next five years. 

Birmingham Regional Planning 
Commission representative Jody Ballard 
told the council that his latest report is 
one of the final chapters in the master 
plan which he will conclude in a couple 
of weeks. He indicated that this report is 
one of the most important in the whole 
study. 

The gist of the chapter is that for the 
city to carry out a number of projects 
Ballard has previously mentioned, the 
best way to pay for them will be to adopt 
a multi-year plan of action, 

His conclusion is that the city needs 
a Capital Improvement Budget which will 
schedule needed improvements according 
to priorities and Columbiana’s anticipated 
financial sources. This CIB will cover any 
major non-recurring expenditure costing 
more than $2,000. 

The study includes fourteen such 
projects and assigns them priorities and 
estimated costs. The long range CIB plan 
Suggest when the projects should be done 
and recommends methods of financing 
them. 

For the year 1976, Ballard 
establishes high priorities to the 
improvement of the water supply, 
updating the garbage system, and building 
a municipal garage and yard. 

The city’s ongoing sewer 
improvement plan has high priority for 
the years 1976 through 1981. He 
recommends that financing come through 
the Capital Improvement Budget; grants 
from HUD, FHA, and EPA; special

Updating Columbiana’s uncertain 
water supply also has top priority on the 
list. The study provides for planning of 
improvements in 1976 and °77, and 
construction of improvements in °77 and 
"78. The project is expected to be 
financed primarily through federal 
money, 

The city garage is projected for this 
year, at an estimated cost of $10,000. 
Ballard indicates that this expense can be 
covered by the city budget. 

He estimates that for $28,000 the 
city can buy needed garbage collection 
equipment, financing the cost through 
bonds, warrants, fees, and the CIB 
budget. 

A new elementary school is included 
in the plan for 1976 through 1979, with 
the Shelby County Board of Education 
listed as financer. 

The city council bristled at Ballard’s 
provision for the city to provide a 
donation for renovating the Old County 
Courthouse. Placing it in top priority, 
Ballard suggests that the council should 
determine how much it wants to donate 
for the next three years. 

The year 1978 is predicted by 
Ballard as the year for several needed 
improvements, including the re-routing of 
Old Highway 25 behind the Old 
Courthouse. 

According to his traffic thoroughfare 
plan, traffic from that road should be 
redirected into the heavily travelled 
Shelby Road; this is proposed as remedy 
to traffic confusion around the old 
building. he estimates that the budget 
could easily handle the $14,000 predicted 
cost.

Vincent will soon be expanding its 
water system, according to Mayor D. B. 
Smith. . 

The city had applied for funds for a 
sewer system, but the sum would have 
only provided a small sewage disposal 
system. Mayor Smith said he felt it made 
more sense to improve the water service 
than to have an inadequate sewer system. 

City Engineer Charles Tucker advised 
Vincent officials that several hundred 
thousand dollars - in the neighborhood of 
a half million - would probably be 
available for extending water lines, 
putting in fire stations, bigger lines, 
rerouting some of the present lines, and 
replacing some of the lines that were put 
in in 1933.

“Putting them in a saddle makes them 
start to smile,’ Acton remarked, “and a 
boy doesn’t shoplift or steal when he’s 
riding a horse,”’ he laughed. 

There are now 700 teenagers in

behind bars Acton reported, “If we could 
get hold of them, we could eliminate the 


and Acton noted that they had all been need for detention centers,” he said 


donated. He said that one of the ranches’ 
boosters had recently contributed money 
for an arena which is presently under 
construction near Selma. 

“We have found that horses are our 
number one tool for reathing kids who 
are withdrawn,’ Acton remarked. 
“They're often more effective than a 
psychiatrist,” he added. 

Acton pointed out that many of the 
youngsters come from cities and most of 
them had never had anything to call their 
own before. “When we give them a horse 
to care for, it seems to settle them down 
and help them adjust,’. he said. 


Ninety percent of the kids we have now 
could have been behind bars if they 
hadn't been sent to one of our ranches.” 
Acton declared. 

There are presently four ranches in 
the state. Boy’s ranches are located ut 
Selma, Hartsell, and Pell City and a girl’s 
ranch is operated at Waverly. With the 
opening of a new ranch near Clayton 
around the first of August, Acton said 
that the ranch family would number 200 
by the end of the year.

dreaded arena of fear

These kids are not the victims of 
broken homes or economically 
disadvantaged backgrounds.

“Actually, sports are a very healthy 
activity for children,” says Dr. Donald 
Silberman, clinical assistant professor of 
child psychiatry at the University of

Alabama School of Medicine in 
Birmingham. “But improperly managed 
little league sport has created undue 
pressure that many youngsters have 
difficulty coping with.” 

Dr. Silberman made his comments at 
a recent sports medicine meeting 
sponsored by the divisions of orthopedic 
surgery and continuing medical education 
of the University of Alabama in 
Birmingham Medical Center and the 
Monday Morning Quarterback Club. 

He told a state-wide audience of 
coaches, trainers, physicians and other 
allied health personnel that he has seen 
kids in little league games “so tense they 
couldn’t hold a bat.” 

“I have seen children reduced to 
tears by the coaches and parents getting 
on them for making bad plays,” he 
added. 

How can the baseball field become a 
dreaded arena of fear to a youngster? 

“Many kids are pushed into 
organized sports by parents and many 
who do not make the team suffer 
emotional damage,’ explained Dr. 
Silberman. Parents often take the games 
too seriously, making the child feel that 
winning transcends everything.” 

Dr. Silberman feels that under good 
supervision organized sports can be 
beneficial. “But they should be for all 
kids, including slow learners and the 
handicapped.” 

Individual sports such as tennis 
handball and golf are excellent sports for 
children to learn, according to Dr. 
Silberman. “Unlike some rigorous team 
sports, many individual sports can be 
enjoyed over a lifetime.” 

Regardless of what sport a child 
might want to participate in, he should be 
allowed to do so voluntarily and without 
pressure from adults, believes Dr. 
Silberman. 

“For a change why don’t we leave 
the kids alone,” he urges. “Let them play, 
enjoy themselves and then forget it.

Gradually, these tiny tentacles 
continue reaching out in our lives 
endangering our priceless heritage which 
-- if not curbed, will soon throw us into a 
regimented manner of living far different 
from our democratic way of existing. 

These currently proposed bills when 
- and if -- introduced, should be 
contested by every newspaper owner and 
publisher in Alabama. Regulation of 
advertising rates, for instance, of a 
fellow’s own private commercial venture 
is not, as this writer sees it, within the 
jurisdiction of any representative or 
senator.

Hospital Board 
pre-trial set 


for June 24 


In a hearing last Friday, Circuit 
Court Judge James Sharbutt set June 24 
as the date for the pre-trial conference 
concerning the dispute over the number 
of board members Shelby Memorial 
Hospital should have. 

The suit was filed April 12 by five 
board members who contend the board 
should consist of only nine members. 
The board was expanded by the Shelby 
County Commission to 11 members in 
1967 and to 15 members in November, 
1975, 

On both occassions, there was a 
board dispute over the administrator. 

Attorney James Weaver represents 
the five members who are filing the suit: 
Herman Moore, W. R, Seay, Howard 
Gates, Billy G. Rockco, and T. A. Farris. 

Hospital Board attorney Frank Ellis 
is representing board members Oscar 
Harris, Herschiel Meadows, E. G. 
Abercrombie, Haskins Bowman, Fred 
Cameron, James O. Gorman, T. 0. Smith, 
Albert Scott, and Dr. John B. Walters, Jr. 

Board Member Ben Grubbs has 
retained John N. Ferree as his attorney. 

According to Weaver, his clients are 
not questioning any action that the board 
might have already taken. He said that 
two of his clients have serious doubts as 
to whether they were themselves 
‘legitimate’ members of the board. 

The question revolves around the 
wording in various state laws which 
regulate public hospitals. 

Judge Sharbutt also raised the point 
of qualifications for board members. He 
asked the attorneys to draw up pertinent 
data on the current members, including 
birthdates, educational background and 
other qualifications. 


In Shelby County-- 


Gilmore, Littleton push 


by Nancy Duncan 
The senate version of the state’s 
education budget bill - the hotly debated 
H, B. 388 before it cleared the House of 
Representatives — contains 2 provision 
which is generating considerable interest 
among Shelby County educators. 


One of several changes in the Senate 
bill came about through the efforts of 
State Sens. Eddie Hubert Gilmore and 


Obie Littleton; and if the measure passes 
in its present state, Shelby County may 
receive a healthy allocation to help 
construct schools in high growth areas. 

The Gilmore-Littleton addition to 
the bill provides conditional funds of $5 
million, on a matching basis, to school 
systems operating under certain problem 
conditions, One of these provisions would 
apply to the systems which have within 
them areas exhibiting enrollment 
increases of at least 10 percent a year. 

This would include Shelby County, 
as the area where Valley Elementary, 
Pelham High and the three Thompson 
schools are located, has shown steady 
growth for some years. 

Gilmore said early this week he feels 
confident that the Senate’s substitute 
education bill will be approved when a 
vote is taken, Asked if the vote is likely 
to come this week, he replied that 
persons pushing for more funds to higher 
education will probably keep a debate 
going throughout the week, thus delaying 
an early vote. 

If the bill is approved by the Senate 
it will be slated for a return engagement 
in the House since it differs from the one 
which received earlier approval there. 
Should it fail to pass the House, it would 
go to a conference committee. 

In the event the measure passes both 
the Senate and the House, the portion of 
the bill which would provide some 
financial relief for Shelby County is still 
an “iffy”’proposition. 


First, the provision contains the term 
“conditional’’ as it relates to the 
proposed allocation. Gilmore explained 
that funds would be allocated if they are 
determined to be available, with this 
determination to be made by the 
governor. 

He added that if the bill does go into 
effect, it would be four to six months 
after the beginning of the next fiscal year, 
which starts Oct. 1, before a 
determination could be made as to the 
availability of funds for this use. 

The provision was originally written 
so that the extra appropriation for which 
it provides would have been dispersed 
only to high growth areas. 

However, it would appear that as 
Gilmore set about gathering support for 
the measure, he also gathered some 
“latchers-on” as that portion of the bill 
has been rewritten to include school 
systems located where the tax base and 
per capita income are considered 
unusually low. Consequently, the $5 
million pie, which would still be dished 
out on a 50-50 matching basis, would be 
sliced thinner than was called for 
originally. 

In writing their proposal, Littleton 
and Gilmore consulted State Budget

Officer Jake Jordan, Education Study 
Commission Chairman Joe Dawkins, and 
Dr. W. H. Kimbrough, the State 
Department of Education’s Directo: of 
Budget and Finance. 

“We have had this problem of trving 
to mect needs duc to the growth in 
Shelby County, the norihwestern part in 
particular,” Gilmore said. “We have tried 
everything we know how to try.” 

Bond issue money, because it is 
allocated on a pro rata basis. is 
inadequate to the needs in high growt | 
areas, the Senator noted. 

After the state officials had advised 


the senators on the procedure they 
recommended, Gilmore discussed th 
matter with Dick Owen, Chairman o! the 


Senate Finance and Taxation Committee. 
and Lt. Gov. Jere Beasley, who also 
recommended that the special proposal 
be included in the education bill. 

An amendment to the effect “would 
have been too easily knocked out,” 
Gilmore remarked. 

So delayed, diluted or in whatever 
form funds from this source might arrive, 
they will be welcomed in Shelby County, 
where educators are faced with problems 
created when school population increases 
at a faster rate than education revenue.

Probate nominee pledges ‘no puppet’

Tm not going to be a puppet for 
anybody, Not anybody’s going to tell me 
how to run the probate office.” 


Democratic party nominee Tommy 
Snowden told the Reporter this in an 
interview Monday which covered a wide 
range of topics he had brought out during 

iS Campaign, 

Snowden said that during both 
primary campaigns he had to fight the 
idea that he was a front man for someone 
else. 

“The only people I’m obligated to 
are the people of the county,” he told the 
Reporter. 


(Much of the interview assumes the 
Democratic nominee will be elected in 
the general election as usual — but there 
may be strong Republican and 
independent opposition.) 

One of the earliest promises he made 
in the campaign was to separate the office 


of probate judge from that of the county 
commission chairman. We asked how and 
when he would get started on that. 
Snowden said, “I guess after November 
when I’m elected. I haven’t thought 
about it.” 

He indicated it would take a 
legislative act and he would start 
processing it after the general election, He 
has no plans to put it through this 
summer’s legislature, meaning it could be 
more than a year before people get to 
vote on it. 

How much would it cost to separate 
the offices and set up a new position? 
The nominee said he would check around 
other counties. “It’s a big responsibility. 
It will need studying.” The probate judge 
position pays $13,500 and carries an 
expense allowance of $3,600. 

Who does he favor for chairman of 
the commission if the people approve the 
separation? “I’m not going to nominate 
anybody for it. That’s up to the people.”

What about the Tax Assessor’s post 
when he vacates it in January? Snowden 
said, “My recommendation for this office 
is Mary Suttle. She has worked here for 
many years and is the best qualified for 
the position,” (There will be three years 
remaining on the term when Snowden 
resigns.) 

Much was said in the campaign about 
county schools. We asked what his plans 
were. He said, “The Commission doesn’t 
have any direct responsibility with the 
schools, but I will cooperate with them — 
whatever I can do to help them, as 
probate judge or as an individual,”’ 

He said he plans to visit a lot of the 
schools so that when the school board 
approaches him, he will understand the 
problems. He said he would do “whatever 
it takes and whatever the county can 
afford and whatever we can do legally for 
the schools.” 

Snowden made much of the size of 
the $4% million debt in his campaign. We 
asked, “Would you be willing to have the 
county go further into debt to help the 
schools or for any other purpose? 

He said, “We'll have to wait and see 
what the needs are.” 

He hopes that when real estate 
reappraisal is finished there will be more 
money coming into the county treasury, 

What about personnel changes in the 
courthouse and in the various 
departments that serve under the 
Commission? 

“The only change is that Barbara 
Clinkscales will go with me to the probate 
office as my secretary. Beyond that | 
haven’t thought of any changes.” 

What about the highway department, 
one of the biggest under the commission? 

“Jimmy Ray is an efficient engineer. 
I haven’t thought anything about changes. 
I hope to meet with all of the people in 
the departments. I said I'd bring peace 
and harmony to the courthouse,” 

On the subject of the recent runoff, 
we asked Snowden how he won the 
nomination. He said, “The people wanted 
a change. I had a lot of good people 
working for me. They mushroomed out, 
and got excited.” 

He agreed with the Reporter's 
estimate that he received about 90 
percent of the black vote. He also felt he 
had the vote of the senior citizens, 
because he has spent a lot of time with 
them. We asked how many votes he got 
from people who were taken to the polls 
by the carload to vote. He did not give a 
figure, but did not argue with the 
Reporter’s estimate of 300 to 800. 

We asked him about the many 
rumors that have circulated since the 
runoff. He said that all rumors that he 
will resign as probate judge to allow his 
friends to take over are false. “I have no 
intention of resigning.” 

How about the rumor that the 
money to finance his great burst of 
advertising on Birmingham radio was 
financed by gamblers who want to build a 
race track on Highway 280? Snowden 
laughed, denied it, and said, “I don’t 
know of any gamblers. I’ve never met a 
gambler that I know of.” 

In response to questions about how 
much his campaign cost and who his 
contributors were, he said, “I’m working 
on that report right now.” 

The report is due 15 days after an 
election, but he would give no estimate. 
He laughed and added, “But I’m broke.”

Stockholders of the new company 
are Don Henderson and Bo Howard of 
Birmingham and Gary Gamble of 
Gardendale. 

Gamble is a former owner-publisher 
of the North Jefferson News. Howard has 
spent his business career in finance and 
Henderson has operated his own 
commercial photo studio, In their new 
capacities, Howard will be publisher, 
Henderson editor and Gamble will handle 
advertising and circulation, 

The News-Monitor was established 
nearly four years ago by two Alabama 
newspapermen, Jim McCay of Demopolis 
and Hollis Curl of Camden and two 
businessmen from Tennessee. It was 
originally called the Montevallo Monitor 
and its first editor was Jim Natale, When 
Natale resigned as editor to become 
Director of the News Bureau at the 
University of Montevallo, Susan Wall was 
named editor.

Capt. Fredric Frost III of Montevallo 
has been selected ‘Outstanding

County homes’ value rises 


Special to the Reporter 

Most residents of Shelby County 
have one asset that has weathered the 
depression in fine shape. 

It is the homes they own. They have 
zoomed in value in the last few years. 

Because the demand for housing is so 
great, as in most areas, and the supply so 
limited, prices have skyrocketed. 

For some time people had refrained 
from buying new homes. The conditions 
were unfavorable. Now, however, with 
the economy on the upturn, they are in 
the market in a big way. 

In Shelby County, the equity that 
local people have in their homes, 
representing their market value minus the 
mortgage debt outstanding on them, 
amounts to a whopping $76,290,000, it is 
estimated. 

This takes into account only 
single-family, non-farm dwellings that are 
owner-occupied. It does not include 
multi-unit properties or units that are 
rented or vacant. 

The details on the equity that 
homeowners, locally and elsewhere, have 
in their dwellings, are contained in data 
compiled by the Department of 
Commerce, the National Association of 


Home Builders and others. 

They show that the average price of a 
new single-family house in the United 
States has climbed to $42,300, as of 
February. A year earlier it was $37,900. 
Used housing reached $37,200 from the 
previous average of $33,850. Prices are 
considerably higher in some areas and 
considerably lower in others. 

Going back to 1970, the median 
value of owner-occupied homes in Shelby 
County was $9,200, according to the 
Commerce Department. The total worth 
of the 7,998 local dwellings was 
$73,582,000. 

The present value, based upon the 
average overall change, is estimated at 
$158,937 ,000. 

Most of them have mortgages on 
them. In the regional area, according to 
the most recent government figures, 
about 60.5 percent are mortgaged. 
Throughout the country as a whole, 61 
percent are mortgaged. 

With consumer confidence returning 
and with mortgage money obtainable at 
somewhat lower rates, the home building 
industry is emerging from its two-year 
slump and is gearing up to meet the rising 
demand.

Residents in good shape 


Special to the Reporter 

How healthy are Shelby County 
residents? Judging by the amount of time 
they need to take out because of illness, 
are they in better shape than they were 
some years ago? 

Just how healthy the people in one 
section of the country are, on this basis, 
compared with people in other areas, is 
brought out in annual surveys made by 
the Department of Health, Education and 
Welfare and by the Health Insurance 
Institute. 

The index that is used to determine 
general health is disability days, which 
takes into account the number of days 
that people are forced by illness or injury 
to stay home from work or from school, 
tto stay in bed or otherwise to cut down 
temporarily-on their normal activities. 

According to figures recently 
released, there has been a noticeable 
increase in disability days in Shelby 
County’s regional area in recent years, as 
there has been in most other parts of the 
country. 

Based upon the latest report, the 
local population is averaging 18.8 days of 
restricted activity per person per year, 
including 7.5 days spent in bed. This 
compares with 16,9 restricted days, 6,7 
of them in bed, 10 years ago.

Going through the Donner Pass, they 
hiked through Nevada and Arizona. Part 
of this journey was made on bicycles they 
noted, In order to reach El Paso without 
wasting too much time by a round about 
route, the boys hopped a freight train. 

By November they were in 
Albuquerque, New Mexico, where Brand 
spent Thanksgiving with cousins.

Hearing held on Cahaba River 


by Bert Seaman 

There was a seeming lack of interest 
on the part of elected officials. and the 
general citizenry of the county 
concerning the hearings on the Cahaba 
River Basin which were held at Pelham 
City Hall last week. 

One member of the audience from 
Jefferson County expressed the view that 
if elected officials would become 
interested and educate themselves as to 
what was going on in projects such as the 
208, the general public would probably 
follow suit. 

Pelham Mayor Paul. Yeager was the 
only elected official at the hearings, and 
only a handful of Shelby County citizens 
attended. 

The Birmingham Regional Planning 
Commission’s 208 project director, Bob 
Juster, explained that the purpose of the 
hearings was to get comments from 
interested individuals and groups 
concerning the identification of problems 
and priorities in the four county study 
area on th2 subject of water quality 
control. 

“In the committee structure, we’re 
trying to include as many interests as 
possible,” Juster said. “On our citizens 
mailing list,” he continued, “we have 
around a 100 names which covers 
everyone from the developer to the 
person who wants to preserve the river or 
whatever, in its natural state.” 

“In this way,” he remarked, “we 
hope that many of these interests, who in 
the past have been opposing each other, 
will begin to communicate - and I think 
we're already beginning to see some of 
that,” he added. 

In noting that the output of the 208 
project would not only give a plan for 
carrying out the project but would also 
create an implementing agency, Juster 
said, “elected political officials are a key 
element in the process.” 

In taking the state’s priority list, 


Juster said “We did make one change, we 
raised the priority of the Cahaba River - 
portions of the Cahaba River - to our 
number one priority.” He added that 
Buck Creek is included in the study area 
and carries a high priority on its own. 

A Helena resident questioned Juster 
as to whether the 208 project would hold 
up the sewage treatment plant scheduled 
to be built on Buck Creek for Helena, 

Juster explained that where 201, step 
grants had been approved, and the 
planning studies completed, then this 
program would incorporate these findings 
in the planning, 

Another comment from an Alabaster 
resident agreed that something needed to 
be done about the pollution in Buck 
Creek. “I hope you will come up with a 
plan you can carry through and that will 
be comprehensive,” he said. 


Retired Navy Commander Walter 
Gregg, from Bibb County, a member of 
the Cahaba River Commission, was also 
concerned about conditions in the area of 
Buck Creek. “If this thing is not handled 
carefully from above, we will have no 
river,” he commented. 

“We're vitally concerned about what 
happens in this area,” Gregg continued, 
“so that the Cahaba will qualify as a wild 
and scenic river.” 


Gregg also asked if there were any 
plans to put a master sewage treatment 
plant at the mouth of Buck Creek to 
service the entire area. Dr. Bob Newberry, 
engineer of the 208 project, answered 
that this was one of the things the 208 
project would look at. 

Newberry said that in this area there 
are now a series of small waste treatment 
facilities, both municipal and industrial 
and that because of their very close 
proximity, the wastes which they dump 
into the river interact with each other. 

He explained that by combining 
these plants into one larger plant and

The council also discussed a possible 
updating of the city code because of the 
fact that most of the city ordinances were 
burned several years ago and some of the 
ordinances are now obsolete. 

Mr. Saul Rabin from the 
Montgomery firm of Management 
Information Associates was at the 
meeting to outline his company’s 
proposal for updating the city code. 

For an estimated $2,500, Mr. Rabin’s 
firm would take all of Vincent's existing 
ordinances and review them. Deletions of 
obsolete ordinances would be suggested 
as well as re-writes of badly worded 
ordinances. There would also be 
suggestions of some model ordinances for 
the city to adopt. 

After the ground work was 
completed, the city of Vincent would 
have the new city code printed and put 
into a binder in looseleaf form. 

The council decided to look into this 
proposal further before making a 
decision. 

It was moved by Lawrence Conwill 
and seconded by D. L. Spates that total 
liability insurance be obtained for the 
town of Vincent. The council voted 
unanimously in favor of obtaining the 
insurance policy which went into effect 
at midnight on June 1. 

The upcoming elections on August 

10 were also a topic. It was decided that 
anyone wanting to run for the office of 
mayor will have to pay a $50 
, qualification fee and anyone desiring to 
run for a position on the town council 
will be required to pay a $25 
qualification fee. 

Candidates for office must file by the 
first Tuesday in July and the election 
winners will begin serving their four year 
terms of office on the first Monday in 
October.

School board considers 


need for clerical help

Members of the Shelby County 
Board. of Education agreed. during last 
week's meeting, that consideration needs 
to be given to increasing county funds 
allotted for clerical help and certain other 
needs, 

In discussing the subject, County 
Superintendent of: Education Elvin Hill 
said that schools seeking Southern 
Association accreditation must, if they 
have more than S00 students, hire extra 
help to assist office and library 
personnel, a requirement which formerly 
applied only to those working toward 
accreditation by the Southeastern 
Association of Colleges and Schools. 

Action on the matter was postponed 
on a motion by Bill Cosper, who 
proposed that the board find a way to 
increase revenue to local schools for not 
only clerical help, but janitorial service 
and maintenance as well. 

Board Chairman Joe Dean reported 
that a survey team from the State 
Department of Education visited 
property in Helena owned by the L & N 
Railway Company, on which Helena city 
officials hope a middle school can be 
built. 


Southern closes 
Calera agency 


The Alabama Public Service 
Commission, last week, authorized the 
Southern Railway Company to 
discontinue its joint agency operation in 
Calera. 


Effective date of the PSC 
authorization is May 31, 1976. 
Last week's PSC action is the 


culmination of hearings and investigations 
that began on October 23, 1974 when the 
Southern filed its original application 
with the PSC seeking authority to 
discontinue the operation of its joint 
Station agency with the Louisville and 
Nashville Railroad at Calera. 

The intitial hearing in the case was 
held in Montgomery on February 20, 
1975. Another hearing was held on 
February 6 of this year. No users of the 
services or facilities involved appeared at 
the hearing and no evidence or testimony 
was entered in opposition to the 
application for discontinuing the Calera 
service. 

According to the PSC only carload 
freight service is involved. Southern trains 
have not provided passenger service or 
railway express shipment or less-than- 
carload shipments to Calera for many 
years. 

For a number of years the Southern 
agent at Calera has actually been an L & 
N employee with the Southern paying 
30% of his salary. 

According to the PSC Wilton will

Board members agreed with Dean’s 
recommendation that before reaching a 
decision on the matter, board members 
be given information from other school 
systems with similar geography and

Don’t look for any fast action on 
separating the duties of probate judge

Shelby County Representative Sonny 
Moore told the Shelby County Reporter 
Monday night that Tommy Snowden is 
not asking him to introduce legislation 
this summer on the matter.

We serve 
most of them with water and gas service 
already. I’m really pleased with the way 
things are working out.”

considerably greater than would its 
renovation, A state architect has advised 
that in his opinion. renovation can be 
satisfactorily carried out at the school. 

County Superintendent of Education 
Elvin Hill pointed out to the group that 
state education officials recommend 
renovation of any school where the cost 
would be less than 50 percent of the cost 
of new construction, 

Whatever improvements are made 
will be financed with a $609,000 bond 
allocation through the State Department 
of Education earmarked for Calera High 
School, plus an as yet undertermined 
amount of local funds. The state has 
already approved $500,000 of the 
promised allocation for Calera. 

The project originally called for a 
total expenditure of some $700,000, but 
board members seem to be in agreement 
that the work will cost more. 

Saying that cost of the construction 
which they propose would total abut 
$735,000, the Calerans unveiled a plan 
for the high school with a projected cost 
of $440,000. It includes eight classrooms 
for $200,000; library, $30,000: band 
room, $30,000; office complex, $30,000: 
restrooms, $50,000 and auditorium. 
$100,000. 

Work to enlarge the Calera Annex, 
they say, would amount to about 
$270,000. Another $25,000 for removal 
of the present high school building is 
figured into their plan, resulting in the 
$735,000 projection. 

“| think we have proved that we can 
have two new buildings for what you all 
want to spend to remodel our old 
buildings,” Bob Loftin, a school trustee. 
told board members. he further 
maintained that a remodeled building will

Uncorking the Gossip Bottle

WASHINGTON — The Wayne 
Hays affair has blown the cork 
out of the gossip bottle. Washing- 
ton suddenly is buzzing with 
rumors about who is sleeping 
with whom. 

Reporters who specialize in 
writing about the great political 
issues now have their ears glued 
to the keyholes. We made a 
count of the members of Con- 
gress whom we have reason to 
believe are romancing girls in 
their offices.

Letter to Editor: 

When it comes to their telephone 
service, Alabamians have the same 
expectations as the rest of the country. 

They want two basic things: Phones 
that work well and rates as low as 
possible. 

Most of the time, these objectives are 
met. But when they’re not, it’s usually 
*the telephone company that gets the 
blame-—sometimes with justification. 

However, there are trends developing 
today which thus far the telephone 
company -- in fact, the 
telecommunications industry -- has not 
been able to reverse. 

Yet, if not arrested, these trends will 
mean that the price of telephone service 
for the average American household and 
small business will go up and the quality 
of service will go down. 

Ore authority calls the situation an 
“incipient crisis” in telecommunications, 


Though it may sound like speaking out _ 


against apple pie, John Denver and the 
American Flag, that dangerous trend is 
competition. 

As a result, it is vital that the public 
- the telephone users -- be made aware of 
what is going on. 

The fundamental format under 
which communications service is 
furnished in the United States today was 
established by Congress in the 
Communications Act of 1934. 

This format has as its goal universal 
telephone service in this country at the 
lowest possible price. To reach that goal, 
telephone companies, of which there are 
some 1,700 in this country -- 23 of them 
members of the Bell System ~- were and 
are allowed to be monopolies in the 
territory they serve, while operating 
under strict public regulation. 

Under this same format, telephone 
prices are set so that business services and 
all optional services are priced higher so 
they support lower prices for basic 
service. 

That makes basic service more widely 
available to all who need or want it. In 
addition, long distance service is “‘rate 
averaged,” allowing calls over little used 
costly routes to be priced the same as 
calls over heavily used less expensive 
routes covering the same distance. Again, 
this has ensured wide availability of 
service. 

This system has worked to the 
advantage of the public at large. 

In recent years, however, the Federal 
Communications Commission has been 
pursuing a policy of promoting what it 
calls “competition” in certain sectors of 
the telephone industry. 

That has been mainly in “terminal 
equipment” such as switchboards and 
multi-buttoned “key” telephones, and in 
the field of intercity private line services. 

It has been said by some that the 
amount of this competition thus far 
doesn’t amount to a drop in the bucket as 
far as overall telephone industry revenues 
are concerned. That may be true. So far. 

What is disturbing, however, is the 
implications such regulatory actions have 
on the basic goal of the telephone 
business: The widest availability of 
high-quality communications service at 
the lowest cost to the entire public. 

Ironically, the pricing policies that 
help keep local basic rates low, and help 
the regulated telephone companies 
succeed in reaching their goal of universal 
service, make those companies vulnerable 
to selective competitors. 

Competitors, encouraged recently by 
the FCC; seek to “skim the cream” from 
the business by capturing only those parts 
of the telecommunications market that 
can be served with the least cost and the 
highest profit, 

Regulated telephone companies, 
however are required to serve all 
customers. Simple economics show that if 
dollar benefits from optional services are 
lost to competition, monthly rates for 
basic telephone service will have to be 
increased, since their support will 
disappear. 

To the degree this happens, the 
general public will be the loser. (A study 
done by Systems Applications Inc. of San 
Rafael predicts government actions may 
increase home telephone rates by 58 per 
cent and business rates by 55 per cent by 
1985), 

Competition is possible in the 
industry. But dollars lost to the telephone 
companies as a result of competition will 
have to be made up by the general body 
of telephone users. 

As a result, a limited number of 
entrepreneurs might profit and some 
larger businesses might cut their 
communication costs. But is this what the 
public wants at the expense of the 
average residential and small business 
telephone user? 

When competition wastefully 
duplicates facilities, diverts revenues 
needed to keep basic phone rates down, 

and leads to poorer service, such 
competition is not in the public interest. 

The nation’s regulated telephone

industry is deeply concerned about the 
Situation and its consequences. That 
concern is starting to be shared by 
representatives of labor. The public, 
however, remains generally uninformed. 

For that reason, the nationwide 
telephone industry is asking the Congress 
to point the direction, 

Ultimately, if Congress deems that 
further competition in 
telecommunications is in the public 
interest, so be it. 

But at least the public will have been 
made aware of the consequences.

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Pelham passes dog ordinance

A dog ordinance similar to that 
already on the books was passed by 
Pelham city council Monday night, 
although one councilman and a citizen at 
the meeting said they doubt that it is 
strong enough. 

Two amendments will be added to 
the city’s present dog regulation. One of 
them will make it possible for dog control 
personnel to pick up dogs not wearing 
city tags at any time, rather than just 
during periods of detention, while the 
other provides that dogs which bark 
incessantly or create problems in other 
ways can be picked up if those reporting 
such incidents are willing to sign 
complaints. 

Councilman Allen Wilson expressed 
the opinion that any dogs not kept up 
can be troublesome. “If a dog is running 
loose, you need to pick them up. 
Everybody should either have them 
fenced or do away with the dog,” he 
claimed. 

George Donnelly, a member of the 
Greenpark Committee, has told council in 
the past that many residents in Greenpark 
South are plagued by fenced dogs which 
bark continually and loose dogs that 
damage yards. “You haven’t got a dog 
ordinance if you have dogs running the 
Streets and messing up people’s 
property,” he said. 

Such dogs could be reported, 
replied Mayor Paul Yeager, saying that 
residents willing to sign complaints can 
have thenrt picked up. 

Donnelly, the only citizen 
attending the meeting to offer input 
concerning the ordinance, said he had 
hoped the city would enact a regulation 
“with teeth in it,” but in his opinion, 
dogs with tags can do just as much 
damage as those without. 

The provisions adopted by Pelham 
have been enforced in Columbiana, City 
Clerk Willie Mae Dennis reported, and are 
considered to be working well there. 

“I believe this ordinance, if it is 
enforced, won’t take care of all the 
problems, but it will get 90 percent of 
them,”’ predicted councilman Burk 
Dunaway. 

Applications have been received 
from two persons interested in the job of 
dog control officer - - one by Pelham 
Officials and the other in Alabaster. 
Yeager said he and Alabaster Mayor 
Harold Davenport will discuss the 
applications and probably have a 
recommendation to make when their 
respective councils meet in two weeks: 
The two cities plan to share an employee 
to enforce dog laws. 

Recreation board chairman Tom 
Davidson told council members that the 
youth league ball teams which the city 
agreed to sponsor have grown from the 
eight teams anticipated to 17, and he 
asked if they are willing to approve 
payment of $3,360 for uniforms and 
equipment purchased in order to get the 
nine additional teams on the field. 

Councilmen did not readily agree to 
Davidson’s request, indicating they felt 
the purchases should have been approved 
before the equipment was bought. 
Dunaway also pointed out that although 
$58,000 had been budgeted for 
establishment of the park and ballfields, 
the city has spent nearer $100,000 on the 
project. 

Davidson said that the Pelham 
Youth Athletic Association had expected

about 120 youngsters to sign up for 
baseball and softball, but now has 253 
playing, hence the nine extra teams. 
Councilmen did agree to have the 
city foot the bill as requested, but told 
Davidson that any subsequent purchases 
would have to come through them for 
approval if city funds are to be used. 

A zoning change involving land 
adjacent to the Oak Mountain State Park 
road was approved after Judd Crockett 
asked that property in the area be 
rezoned from 0-1 to B-1, to allow him to 
sell lighting fixtures. 

Council accepted Yeager’s 


recommendation that the city decline an 
offer from the president of the First 
Shelby National Bank to collect payment 
of water bills, 

L, Denton Cole said, in a letter to 
the mayor and council, that his plan 
would entail no obligation on the part of 
the city and would, he hoped, increase 
lobby traffic at the bank. 

Yeager replied, in a letter which 
council approved, that the city has its 
own system for collecting on water bills 
and it would be an added burden for 
someone to come to the bank and pick 
up records.

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Columbiana discusses summer 
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connects Old Hwy. 25 and West College 
Street is named for former Mayor Homer 
Walton. 

Horton Street was the name chosen 
for a road off Old Highway 25 just past 
Mizzell Road. Other streets to be marked 
are Beacon Road and North Highland 
Drive. The council voted to pay $700 for 
the new street signs. 

While the council was on the subject 
of streets and marking them, they moved 
to pave Moore Street on the mountain 
east of downtown Columbiana. This road 
had not been included in a recent list of 
roads to be paved in the coming year. 

Columbiana Middle School athletic 
instructor Bill Henke appeared to discuss 
plans for building a basketball/volleyball 
court at the school. He estimated that it 
would cost the city around $3,000 to 
pave a 70 by 70 foot square play area. 

The council felt the price was 
reasonable, but asked Henke to seek at 
least one other estimate while negotiating 
the project. The school will supply the 
basketball goals, and the city will have 
the court striped after it is paved. 

Henke also made a request for a 
financial assist for the summer baseball 
program. He asked for $200 for the age 
13 to 15 group, and $350 for the 15 - 18 
year age group. The council agreed to give 
their traditional donation to the summer 
athletic program. 

The council agreed to deed back to 
Alvin Stinson the land where the former 


city well was located. Since the small plot 
is no longer needed, they sold the land 
back to him for one dollar. 

Birmingham Regional Planner Jody 
Ballard met with the council for the last 
time, bringing with him the bound 
volumes of the Columbiana 
Comprehensive Plan. The book includes 
all the reports he has presented to the 
council each week since last fall. 

The city will recieve 60 copies of the 
planning report, to do with as it sees fit. 
The council plans to give copies to the 
banks, major industries, and other groups 
which might benefit by its information. 

Ballard told the council that he will 
now do similar work for Pelham and 
Helena, culminating in a comprehensive 
plan for that area. He reminded the 
Columbiana council that he is still at their 
service in matters of obtaining grants, 
zoning questions, and other matters. 

He revealed to the council that in the 
recent discussion over the rezoning of the 
Edward Roberson property to allow 
house trailers, it was discovered that no 
accurate zoning niap of the city has been 
located. 

City Clerk Mary Largin told the 
group that the current map appears to 
have been misplaced during the move 
from the former city hall. The 
councilmen are confident that the map is 
either stored in the ground floor of the 
new building or in the hands of the 
Zoning Board. 

Councilman Frank Owen announced 
that the city needs more lights at its 
tennis courts. Other councilmen 
mentioned that the problem had been 
reported to them also. Recreation board 
chairman William Rasco told them that 
he and city superintendent Buck Falkner

cancer detection clinics

“There are probably around 75 
women in Shelby County today who have 
cancer and don’t know it.” related Max 
Cain of the state health department's 
Bureau of Preventable Diseases. 

The statement was made during a 
meeting at the county health department 
last Wednesday as Shelby County Health 
Officer Frank Sloan, members of his staf 
and representatives from several clubs and 
agencies met to set dates for 
detection clinics. 

July 12, 19 and 26 were the dates 
selected to begin the screening project 
which is being sponsored by the state 
health department. The clinics, 
which are being aimed mainly at women 
over the age of 35, will be held at the 
county health department in Columbiana 
from 8:30 a.m. - 3:30 p.m. 

“Alabama's death rate from uterine 
and cervical cancer is among the highest 
in the nation,” according to a statement 
from Dr. Frederick $. Wolf, director of 
the state health department’s Bureau of 
Preventable Diseases. 

Although cervical cancer is 
preventable, in 1972 170 Alabama 
women died of this disease and 87 others 
died of uterine malignancies. 

At last Wednesday's meeting, both 
Cain and Bert Merrill who accompanied 
him, emphasized that cancer of the 
breast, 
caught in the early stages. Cain explained 
that deaths occur because the cancer has 
spread to other parts of the body before 
it is detected.

At the three clinics in July and at the 
ones which will be held on the second 
Monday of the month thereafter, three 
different types of screening examinations 
will be utilized. Demonstration and 
instruction in self breast examination will 
be provided along with a Pap smear. 

Cain pointed out that the Pap smear 
is a highly successful test which has been 
available for a number of years and it 
detects abnormal cells of the cervix, 
which is the neck of the uterus or womb. 

Based on certain “high risk factors” 
women over 35 years of age will be tested 
for uterine cancer by a new endometrial 
washing technique Cain explained, 

Deaths in Alabama due to ovarian 
cancer in 1972 were reported at 133, 
Cain remarked, Although no laboratory 
test has been developed for ovarian 
cancer, physicians may find physical 
evidence as the examination is made. 

When screening tests indicate the 
need for further diagnostic proceedures 
and treatment, the state and county 
health departments will follow up cach 
case through referrals to a local private 
physician Cain said. He noted that 
financial and tumor clinic assistance 
would be offered to the medically needy. 

Shelby is the 32nd county in the 
state to hold these clinics Cain reported. 
The project was begun when Gov. George 
Wallace allocated $200,000 in revenue 
sharing funds, Cain said, and then in 1974 
Alabama Regional Programs provided 
Federal funds in the amount of 
approximately $295,000 to continue to 
expand the effort statewide.

Most chemicals applied 


to state crops by air 


During 1975, over 85% of the 
chemicals applied to field crops in the 
state of Alabama was handled by air, 
officials of the Alabama Agricultural 
Aviation Association have announced, 

In the United States as a whole, over 
4,000 operators cover some 200 million 
acres of land. Agricultural Aviation has 
been growing at a rate of 12% per year 
for the last three years, 

The reasons for this growth include 
the time and efficiency factor of air 
versus ground application, plus the high 
capital costs of spraying equipment to the 
farmer. In addition, with aerial 
application, there is no chance of crops 
being crushed, soil compation, nor the 
transfer of crop disease from one field to 
another. 

Since time is the biggest factor in 
chemical application, air also is 
advantageous because 150 acres can be

treated per hour by air, and the planes are 
able to fly when the ground is wet and 
tractors can’t be utilized. 

The main factor favoring aerial 
application is the shortage of farm labor. 
Farmers are unable to find enough 
competent help to apply the expensive 
chemicals with slow ground sprayers, so 
they are turning to aviation. 

In addition, by 1977, all chemical 
applicators, both ground and air, will 
have to be federally licensed. Since 
professionals already operate the air 
application operations, it will be an extra 
plus in their favor. 

Officials also pointed out that more 
and more crops are being planted by air. 
For example, the majority of rice 
planting is done by air and many winter 
cover crops are applied by air. 

Agricultural Aviation has entered a 
new era with further uses still to come.

Montevallo resident is a quilt wizard

Mrs. Eunice Price of Montevallo is a 
magician. Her magic, however, isn’t 
performed on the stage for an audience. 

All Mrs. Price needs for her wizardry 
is a needle, some thread, and large 
amounts of imagination and patience. 

Since 1942 Mrs. Price has turned out 
17 quilts of various sizes and patterns; 
each one more beautiful than the last. 

“T guess I started quilting because my 
grandmother did,” said Mrs. Price. “It 
used to facinate me to watch her when | 
was little.” 

Two of Mrs. Price’s quilts are 
especially timely in this year of the 
nation’s 200th anniversary, 

One of the quilts displays the birds

and flowers that represent each of the 
States. The other quilt is a true 
bicentennial quilt. All 50 state maps are 
cross-stitched on the background and the 
date that each state was admitted to the 
union is stitched near the state. 

“It was about 25 years ago, about 
1951 I guess, that I started making this 
quilt with the state birds and flowers,” 
said Mrs. Price. “I just love being outside 
and so I guess it’s natural that | would 
want to stitch the lovely flowers and 
birds of each state. I only have 48 states 
represented here because Alaska and 
Hawaii were’t members of the union, 
yet.” 

Mrs. Price said that it took her 2% 
years of sewing in her spare time to finish 
the quilt. “I ordered the bird and flower 
trnasfer patterns to make the quilt. The 
patterns only called for stitching the 
outlines of the birds, but I wanted the 
quilt to be more colorful so I satin 
stitched each bird. By the time I was 
finished in 1954, I had used $27.32 
worth of embroidery thread! Back then, 
that was an awful lot of thread.” 

The quilt did turn out to be very 
colorful, Each bird and flower is brightly 
stitched on a white square, with the edges 
and backing of the quilt being a light blue 
color. 

“One problem I had is that many 
states have the cardinal as their state bird. 
I had to be very careful to separate the 
cardinals on the quilt so they weren’t all 
in one section.” 

The quilt that Mrs. Price calls her 
“Bicentennial Quilt” is totally different 
from the first quilt. 

“I subscribe to a monthly magazine 
called ‘Popular Needlework.” A long time 
ago, the magazine started printing the 
patterns of the states and their dates of 
admission to the Union. Every month, 
four of the states would be shown so if 
you wanted to use the patterns, you 
could keep collecting them until you had 
all 50,” she explained. 


“Well, I didn’t really have the idea to 
make this quilt until around 1972 or °73. 
When I started stitching the states, | 
remembered that I’d loaned out three of 
the ‘Popular Needlework’ magazines to 
Mrs. Clark, my daughter’s mother-in-law. 
And Mrs, Clark’s house had blown away 
in the Centerville tornado so I was forced 
to stitch 12 or 13 of the states without 
patterns,” related Mrs. Price. 

The resulting quilt is a true tribute to 
the nation. The whole quilt is done in 
red, white, and blue, except for the large, 
brown, American bald eagle that occupies 
the center of the quilt.

Unemployment dropped below 7% in 
April as Alabama’s economy continued to 
improve. 

Tom J, Ventress, director of the 
Alabama Department of Industrial

estimate compares with 7.1% in March 
and 7.8% a year ago.

“I also crochet a lot and I’ve made 
quite a few afghans for gifts and such, ” 
Mrs, Price remarked. 

In addition to her sewing, Mrs. Price 
has several other hobbies. She has a large 
collection of old Avon glass bottles and 
plates and antique bottles also interest 
her. 

“Sewing keeps my hands busy and 
when I’m not doing that, I always find 
something else to do, It gives me a good 
feeling to make and collect things that | 
can be proud of. None of my sewing is 
done by machine and in this automated 
world, that’s something I’m really proud 
of,” Mrs. Price stated. 

After viewing some of the quilts Mrs. 
Price has made, this reporter would like 
to be able to show everyone the quilts 
themselves, instead of just a few black 
and white pictures. Maybe then the magic 
that Mrs. Price puts into her quilts could 
be truthfully seen by everyone.

Protect plants 
against stress 


Plants suffer from stress, just like 
people! 

Plants, when suffering from stress, 
give off ethylene gas. The gas is not 
detectable by man, but is measureable on 
a gas chromatograph. 

Insects can detect this gas and will 
attack a plant that is under stress. 
Normally, by the time a plant’s suffering 
becomes visible, serious and possibly 
irreversible damage has already been 
done. 

Latest findings indicate that a plant’s 
production of ethylene gas can serve asa 
yardstick to measure when a plant is 
under stress and how that plant is holding 
up to the stress. 

Scientists hope that release of 
ethylene gas can be used to indicate plant 
Stress caused by plant pathogens, air 
pollution, moisture excess, drouth, root 
pruning and transplanting as well as 
shipping and handling. 

An example of insects detecting the 
ethylene gas and attacking can be found 
in the case of bark beetles. Bark beetles 
frequently attack sick trees, resulting in 
the death of the tree.

Pinkney (Shoalt) Gilbert was postmaster 
and he and his family lived in one end of 
the house. “There were benches under the 
big trees in front of the postoffice,” Mrs. 
Chesser recalls. “And the young people 
used to walk up there on Sunday evening 
to get the mail and sit under the trees and 
talk.” 

During the first few years of the 20th 
century the railroad was built through 
what is now Chelsea.

businesses were established along the 
tracks. There was a cotton gin, saw mills, 
grist mills, the general stores run by the 
Chesser brothers, and one run by Mr. G. 
W. Weldon. The railroad station was first 
named “Melrose,” but when it was 
discovered that another station in 
Alabama already had that name, it was 
renamed “Chelsea,” 

The young Dovie Crane attended 
schoo] at the old K-Springs school house 
and went to church at Liberty Baptist. 
Another school (Center Institute School) 
was located near Liberty Church. Later, a 
big two-story school was built in Chelsea 
on the hill where Autry’s apartments are 
now located. When it burned around 
1913 construction of a new school 
building was begun where Chelsea High 
School is now located.

Hearing set 
for proposed 


legislation 


A public hearing dealing with 
proposed legislation that could affect 
Shelby County has been scheduled next 
Thursday in Columbiana. 

The hearing is being called and 
sponsored by State Representative Sonny 
Moore. It will begin at 7:30 p.m. in the 
second floor courtroom of the Shelby 
County Courthouse in Columbiana. 

Purpose of the hearing, according to 
Moore, is “to give interested citizens an 
opportunity to be heard regarding 
proposed legislation affecting Shelby 
County.” 

Proposed bills to be discussed include 
the “Work Release Program,” retirement 
for Deputy Sheriffs, expense allowances 
for the District Attorney and a proposed 
personnel board for all county 
employees. 

Moore told the Reporter Tuesday, 
“If people come with an open mind and 
express their honest opinions, I see no 
reason why any legislation would be 
passed without the public having full 
information.” 

““As far as I know,’? Moore 
continued, “this will be the first time a 
public hearing has been held on proposed 
legislation affecting Shelby County. In 
the future I intend to hold public 
hearings on any legislation affecting 
Shelby County.” 


How about being more specific? “It 
is hard to say a little without saying a lot, 
but I'll try to be brief. I have had 
numerous calls from people who say they 
were outraged because of the unethical 
practices involved prior to the election,” 
Ballard stated. 


What do you mean? ‘‘My 
information comes from people who do 
not want to be identified. They see 
wrong-doing and know it is going on, but 
actually afraid to get involved, Many 
have told me that liquor, hams, and 
considerable money was passed out to 
buy votes.” 

There was mention of a political 
machine taking an active part in this 
election. Do you know anything about 
that? “There is no question about that.

offices of profit does not arise for council 
members. 

An interesting law prohibits state 
merit systems employees from seeking or 
being elected to city office, but they are 
eligible to fill a vacancy that might occur 
during a term. 

Employees of the federal 
government, including the U. S. Postal 
Service, are covered by the Hatch Act, 
which forbids participating in “partisan” 
elections, 

But municipal elections in Alabama 
are not considered “partisan” because 
there are no Democratic or Republican 
primaries. The way it works out, most 
postal employees may run for city office, 
but there is an income provision in the 
law, and most postmasters, because of 
their higher salaries, are not allowed to 
run, 

There are many seeming 
contradictions and anyone who wants to 
be sure of his or her eligibility, should 
clear it with the Alabama League of 
municipalities. By the same token, if any 
citizen thinks a candidate is not eligible, 
he may also check with the League. (535 
Adams Ave., Montgomery, AL. 
Telephone 263-1042). 

Quite often people are unaware of 
prohibitions on holding city office, and 
may hold office for many years. But if a 
citizen challenges a person’s right to 
serve, it could create a sticky legal mess 
for the city, if he or she is declared 
ineligible. 

To seek city office, a person must be 
a qualified elector of the city, and must 
have resided in the city for at least three 
months. 

Qualifying is now open at every city 
hall. Deadline for filing for municipal 
office is July 6. Election day is August 
10. If runoffs are necessary, they will be 
held on September 14. 


Ballard reacts to election tactics 


“If what went on at some polling 
places went on at others, it was‘a 
disgrace. I know at one voting place the 
polls were opened at 7:20 a.m. instead of 
8:00. Individuals were allowed to go into 
the booth to help others vote, which is 
illegal, because the voter was neither 
blind, disabled nor illiterate. Influence or 
pressure was put on people, many of 
them blacks, inside the polling place, as 
well as on the premises. Other 
improprieties were also noted,” Ballard 
continued. 

Aren’t you concerned about your 
own political future in making these 
statements? 

“Well, I have said all along that 1 was 
a ‘one termer’ because I am not a ‘yes 
man’. I have said that I will serve what I 
think is the best interest of the people. 
Re-election is the last thing I have in 
mind. Word has already come to me that 
‘they’, whoever ‘they’ are, would get me 
and Alph Lowe, next time.” 

Any thoughts or suggestions for the 
future? 

“Yes, I sincerely hope the good, 
thinking people will now wake up and 
find out what is going on and realize what 
it means to them, their children and their 
future. They had better get involved, 
before it is too late.”

Expenses: Cards bet eRe 85, 


Wilsonville still without sors eee 


functioning government 


by Marcia M. Sears 

Wilsonville is still without a 
functioning government, even though it 
now has four members on its town 
council. 

Governor George Wallace appointed 
a person to fill one of the three vacancies 
and Councilwoman Dot Scruggs wants 
the governor to name the other two 
persons. 

She did not show up for the Monday 
night council meeting, which meant there 
was no forum for conducting business. As 
long as she is absent, there will be no 
forum until the governor fills the 
remaining vacancies. 

Mrs. Scruggs told the Reporter two 
weeks ago that she was trying to go by 
the law and the Code of Alabama. Her 
interpretation is that when a council gets 
doen to three members, the governor is 
obligated to name all three persons 
needed to complete the six person 
council—mayor government. 

But others in Wilsonville want the 
council rather than the govenor to fiil the 
vacancies. If Mrs. Scruggs had been at the 
Monday meeting, any of the members 
could have nominated persons to fill the 
posts, and the nominees could have been 
elected by a majority vote of 3 to 1. 

Apparently she hoped to force the 
issue by her absence. And it worked. 


Mayor Pro-tem Don Beavers told the 
Reporter he would ask the governor to 
fill the vacancies “first thing in the 
morning.” 

The impasse is the result of a 
two-year-old dispute over whether or not 
private driveways were paved with city 
funds. The driveway at Beavers’ home 
was paved at the time the city engaged a 
paving firm to resurface several town 
streets. Beavers claims he paid for his 


paving separately. Mrs. Scruggs has asked 
that he produce a receipt. He says he has 
a receipt that satisfies the city attorney, 
but that he will not show it to Mrs. 
Scruggs. 

Of the six persons originally elected

Stephenson resigned and councilmen 
Joseph Barnes, Woodrow Foster and John

nominated to a vacancy and Bill Bob Ray 
was named two weeks ago by the 
governor.

motorist reported the fire. 
“The fire appears to have started in 


the area of the switch box,” said Mahan. 


“We had 22 firemen here and had no 
trouble at all in putting out the fire.” 

Mahan went on to say that it looked 
like the fire had been set deliberately, but 
that he was not completely certain. 


The owner of the building housing 
the post office, Bill Brown, revealed that 
he will rebuild the structure, and in 
saying so he declared that he would 
“probably have to take it from the floor 
up” to reconstruct the building.

Workload reshuffle okayed 


Frank Sloan wants to reorganize the 
work load of his staff to save the expense 
of adding a new person. 

The county sanitarian presented a 
three-district plan to the County 
Commission Monday, which he said 
would reduce travel costs and time. 

He asked if he could assign one man 
in each district to all the sanitation 
duties, from septic tank approval to dairy 
inspection to solid waste handling. 

The Commission agreed. 

Sloan said the work load is 
increasing, noting Shelby County still has 
27 dairies that must be inspected once a 
month, and that septic tank approvals 
totaled 100 in May and have already 
reached 60 in June. Nine new 
Subdivisions are under study in the 
county Health Department, and four are 
being approved in Montgomery, he said. 

Bill Sumners, the new county 
librarian, appeared before the 
Commission to “get acquainted.” He 
stated he is interested in building up a 
collection of historical books and records 
in the library and is working with the 
historical society toward that end. He 
praised the work of the recently retired 
librarian, Cecile Leonard.

Commission urges 


gasoline savings 


The Shelby County sheriff’s 
department spent an average of $4,648 
per month on gasoline at retail filling 
Stations over the past eight months. 

County Commissioner Hoyt Blalock 
quoted the figure in Monday’s 
Commission meeting. Blalock said it costs 
8 to 10 cents more per gallon at retail 
than it costs at the county pumps in 
Columbiana. He noted that most of the 
retail gasoline is purchased on Highway 
31, He thinks that if the deputies filled 
their tanks each time they are in 
Columbiana, it would save a great deal of 
money, 

He figures that if the department cut 
its retail buying in half, it would save the 
county enough money in a year to buy 
two automobiles. 

The county has a gas pump at the 
courthouse parking Jot, and a pump with 
unleaded gas at the county shops. The 
county buys gasoline on an annual 
contract based on bids. 

Deputies are issued credit cards to 
buy gasoline after hours and in far 
sections of the county. 

Blalock thinks their use of credit 
cards could be cut in half without 
impairing the quality of law enforcement. 

The Commission passed a resolution 
to ask the sheriff to cut back. Blalock 
said, “I think he’ll cooperate with us. | 
think we ought to give him a chance.”

Alabama students fall 
short of national level 


by Nancy Duncan 

Over-all results of California 
Achievement Tests given Shelby County’s 
eighth and tenth grade students have been 
released by George Dailey, Supervisor of 
Secondary Education for Shelby County 
schools. 

While local students in the two 
grades were found to be performing 
below grade-level when scores from all 
county schools were averaged, the results 
compared favorably to those achieved 
statewide. 

In reading, eighth graders in Shelby 
Coynty scored 6.7, which is sixth grade, 
seventh month, The state average was 6.6, 
making the local average slightly higher 
than statewide scores. The test was 
administered at grade level 8,1, or eighth 
grade, first month, 

In math, the situation reversed itself. 
Eighth grade students locally attained an 
average score of 6.6, or one month lower 
than the state average of 6.7 (sixth grade, 
seventh month). 

Local students in that grade also were 
found to be a month behind the state 
average of 6.2 in language. 

In spelling achievement, both local 
and state eighth graders were placed at 
6.7, or sixth grade, seventh month, 

The pictures bleakens considerably 
when state and local scores are compared 
with national averages. 

Shelby County’s eighth graders’ 
average of 6.7 in reading is 1.3 grades 
below the mational average, indicating the 
nationwide norm to be 8.0 or pretty 
much at grade level. 

In math, the story is about the same. 
Local scores of 6.6 - sixth grade, sixth 
month - are 1.4 grades below the 
national average which is, like reading, 


8.0. : 
The national average in language is 


8.1, or eighth grade, first month, while 
Shelby County eighth graders, at 6.1, fell

two full grades behind that norm. 

Local and state eighth grade 
students, both achieving 6.7 on their 
spelling scores, are 1.6 grades below the 
national average of 8.3 in that subject. 

Tenth graders in the county, when 
their test scores were averaged, showed a 
certain consistancy; they too achieved 
favorably when compared to statewide 
scores, but fall far short of working at the 
tenth grade level in their major subjects. 

Local tenth graders, tested in 
February (tenth grade, sixth month) 
scored 8.6 in reading -- two years below 
grade level. In math, they fell somewhat 
lower, Their county-wide average of 8.4 
was two years, two months below their 
actual grade placement. 

Shelby County tenth grade language 
average of 8.1, then, was two years, five 
months below grade level and the average 
spelling score of 8.8, was one year, eight 
months lower. 

Dailey contends there is an 
explanation for the seemingly low scoring 
of Alabama students as compared to 
stated norms and national averages. He 
alludes to a point made by State 
Superintendent of Education Wayne 
Teague when he addressed a district 
Board of Education meeting in Pelham 
this Spring. 

Dr. Teague said that because 
Alabama is one of the few states not 
having public kindergartens and because 
the state has a shorter school year 
Alabama students, when they graduate 
from high school, have nearly two years 
less schooling than those in many other 
states, 

This, Dailey feels, is a factor in state 
and county test scores being lower than 
national averages. 

Parents interested in learning what 
their children’s individual scores are can 
get this information from their respective 
school offices, Dailey said.

to improve 


South Central Bell officials recently 
announced that Shelby County has been 
designated one of six areas in the United 
States to receive a new telephone concept 
designed to improve rural telephone 
service. 

John Godwin, manager for South 
Central Bell, said one rural project 
currently being worked on in Shelby 
County is the Highway 47 area near 
Chelsea, This project, expected to be 
completed by the end of June, will give 
service to 16 persons and allow 25 others 
on party lines to receive private lines. 

In addition, Godwin mentioned that 
thirty-seven families in the Summerhill 
area in Columbiana will get new service 
by the end of 1976. Another 22 will be 
able to get private lines. + 

In the Chelsea Highway area in 
Columbiana, 13 homes without 
telephones and 19 on party lines will get 
improved service by the end of 
December, 

Three projects now underway in the 
Montevallo area will provide service for 
77 residents and allow another 112 to get 
private lines, These three projects are in 
the Pea Ridge, Dry Valley and Dogwood

I’m using sticks this summer after 
using enough string last summer to reach 
from Thorsby to Decatur. I went along 
the road and cut young sweetgum 
saplings and left the limbs on. Then I 
took my sledge hammer and drove a piece 
of pipe in the ground and pulled it out 
and put the sticks in the holes. I put the 
sticks about a foot apart, up one row and 
down the other, with rows close enough 
together so that the limbs overlapped. 
The vines are halfway to the top of the 
sticks and every bird around lights in ’em. 
If bird droppings are anything like 
chicken droppings I'll have butterbeans a 
foot long. 

But to get back to the rooster. He 
flew away and lit in a pine and just sat 
there looking until the little hen flew out 
of another pine and joined him. They 
were still there, just looking, when four 
mocking -birds flew out of a tall oak and 
tiptoed up and down my bean rows. They 
were the first mockers we've seen 


although for two winters I’ve hung apple: 
in little oaks hoping they’d come around 
They only come in the late afternoon an: 
tiptoe around the same as robins do. Bu 
tonight, with the moon almost full 
they'll sing a hundred songs. a 

After a little the bluebirds came t° 
the house. He came first and lit on’ thy 
porch and she followed and went insidé. 
They fly away beyond the pines but 
always come back and hang around the 
house, most of the time just sitting on the 
porch, like two old folks in the shag of 
the evening, at the end of a hot day, with 
a little breeze beginning to stir. ; 

I dug my irish potatoes and planted, 
butterpeas where the potatoes were... A 
bunch of little ground squirrels ate most 
of them, eating them under the ground, 
or moles maybe, and when I dug two, 
tows I only got a dozen potatoes, I hoed, 
my okra, beautiful okra almost a ff 
high the pine trees had kept the col 
wind off of, and thinned out a rowéof 
corn, all within 30 feet of the house; But 
they didn’t notice. . 

Off and on all through the day we 
can hear them piping high in the sky. And 
before I can find them they are perched 
on the porch. Then they are gone again, 
their piping trailing behind. So far they 
haven’t toted a straw or a leaf or a pine 
needle, But if we’re lucky maybe thé 
build later on, And we'll keep heaping 
them high in the sky piping their pretty 
song.

Northbound truckers and motorists 
will soon find something new as they 
approach Alabaster’s “truck Eatin’ 
Interchange.” 

The interchange just south of 
Alabaster where northbound traffic on 
1-65 now empties out into U.S. 31 has 
been the scene of thousands and 
thousands of dollars of property damage 
when eighteen-wheelers careen over the 
side of the north-bound exit ramp. No 
fatalities have been recorded, but several 
persons, drivers and passengers have been 
seriously injured. 


More than 20 tractor-trailer rigs 
wrecked on this accident-prone ramp last 
year. Fifteen truckers have failed to 
negotiate the short section of highway 
this year. Several passenger cars have 
overturned and three or more law 
enforcement vehicles have been damaged 
when officers have been called to the 
scene to direct traffic. 

A long series of signs will soon be 
installed, calling attention to the ramp’s 
posted 30 mile an hour speed limit. In

Members of Montevallo's City 
Council considered a variety of subjects 
Monday night, ranging from fire calls to 
finances. 

Streets Committee Chairman James 
Seaman reported that the present street 
resurfacing project is complete and the 
contractor, Central Alabama Paving and 
Construction Company, has been paid.

Police Chief Troy Kirkland showed 
council members samples of documents 
reproduced on different copying 
machines. Because new law enforcement. 
regulations require copies of fingerprints 
and photographs, the city is considering 
the acquisition of a copying machine with 
capabilities of reproducing fingerprints 
and similar technical material. Samples 
from additional machines will be studied 
before a decision is reached. 

Councilman J. D. Holsomback told 
council members that the city’s 
Bicentennial Committee is seeking a 
suitable site for burying a 3,000 pound 
time capsule. The base of the city’s new 
flag pole was suggested. No decision was 
reached, The time capsule, to contain 
documents, photographs and articles in 
common use today, will be buried on the 
Fourth of July with instructions that it 
be opened on the nation’s Tricentennial, 
July 4, 2076.

Homemakers will assist elderly |

People who don’t really need to be in 
nursing homes often find it necessary to 
go to one because they aren't entirely 
able to look after themselves, 

The aim of a state-wide program of 
the Department of Pensions and 
Securities is to keep such people in their 
own homes. 

With the assistance of a homemaker’s 
aide, elderly and disabled people are not 
only cared for but given companionship, 
which is also necessary for their well 
being. 

In December 1974 the Shelby 
County Department of Pensions and 
Securities started this program with one 
There are now three 
full-time homemaker’s aides on the DPS 
staff who travel throughout the county to 
help clients with such tasks as 
housecleaning, laundry, and cooking. 

Betty Reed.of Columbiana is the 


latest addition to the staff, The other aides 


are Juliette Vasser of Montevallo dnd 
Sybil Caver of Calera. 

"According to Mrs. Nell Fulton, DPS 
Director, the program doesn't try to keep 
people out of nursing homes if they really 
need to be there. She said that 


homemaker’s aides do not perform the 


duties of nurses’s aides or give medication 
She mentioned that they did work in 
cooperation with health aids however. 
Mrs. Fulton comngented that the 
DPS aides don’t care for anyone who is 
totally disabled unless it is to relieve 
someone who is looking after the patient. 
“Our aides also supply temporary 
service,” remarked Mrs. Connie Arnwine, 
Adult Services Casework Supervisor. “An 
example of this,” she went on to say, “is 
a client who had a leg amputated.

said with a smile. "One mother told me

The potential for abuse is obvious. At the same time 
we recognize government's need to curb crime. The 
need for privacy ina free society; the need to prevent 
criminals from hiding behind barriers of privacy— 
two needs at cross purposes with each other. 


Why Should Records 
Be Confidential? 


Searching through the records of your checking ac- 
count is like leafing through your personal diary. It 
can reveal who you know, where you go, what you 
like, your doctors, your political leanings, what your 
religious and fraternal affiliations are, what acro- 
nyms you are partial to—NAACP, NRA, UAW, DAR. 


The Need For Legislation 


Clearly there are legitimate times when the public 
good demands government access to financial rec- 
ords for criminal or tax investigations 


But, until recently, there have been no legal quide- 
lines for the examination of financial records. Bank- 
ers were caught in the middle between their cus- 
tomers’ rights to privacy and the government's 
need for specific evidence for law enforcement. 


The Wrong Legislation 


The Bank Secrecy Act doesn't mean what you think. 
It now gives government agencies access to your 
private banking records. !t puts no limits on which 
government agencies can acquire your records. It 
requires no reason for such acquisition other than 
being “useful” to the government. And the Act 
makes no provision for notifying you that your fi- 
nancial records are being studied—though banks 
have often taken itupon themselves to let you know. 


Thus, 200 million American bank accounts, yours in- 
cluded, are potentially subject to secret surveillance 


for unspecified reasons. And your bank is legally 


bound to cooperate. 


What Your Bank Is Doing 


Neither you nor your bank wants to hinder the con- 
Stitutional pursuit of lawbreakers. 


What is needed is a set of principles and laws to 


Two men in an open door struggling 
to move a heavy safe.

With this goal in mind, America’s bankers have 
adopted an action program to quarantee that ethical 
procedures are followed by banks in the use of rec- 
ords of an individual's financial transactions. 


Our effort is spearheaded by the American Bankers 
Association Committee on the Rights of Privacy 
The group's aim is to help resolve the conflicts 
emerging between society's needs and the need to 
protect individual privacy 


The immediate conflict to be resolved, of course, is 
the government's need to inspect your bank records 


But the Committee's long-range objectives cover 
other aspects of the individual's right to privacy, 
including: 


—An employer's desire to inspect an employee ap- 
plicant's credit, health and other records. 


—A lender's desire to inspect similar records of a 
credit applicant. 


Establishing guidelines by banks for the use of con- 
fidential information is important. Equally as im- 
portant is new effective legislation that protects 
individuals from the potential of governmentabuse 
of their privacy.

Beavers, ducks go together

together. He says that with minimal 
management and expense, beaver ponds 
can be converted to attract ducks. 

Field trials conducted have 
demonstrated that many old beaver 
ponds where trees are already dead can be 
developed into attractive duck feeding 
areas for less than six dollars per acre. 

Landowners have obtained as much 
supplemental income as a thousand 
dollars a year from hunting fees for a 27 
acre planting of millet in an 85-acre 
beaver pond area. If beaver ponds in 
woodland areas are new and trees are not 
they may be converted into green

The plan for the trails was originated 

ii by Bob Taylor and Bill Hard, leaders of 
g Scout Troop 102. During the winter 

) months the two men, along with the 

j : scouts in their troop, marked and opened 

10 trails designed for both the serious 
hiker and backpacker and the person 
wanting to take a weekend stroll in the 
woods. Several other troops also assisted 
fwith the project. 

According to Taylor, when the trails 
have been completed, they will cover 
between 65 and 70 miles of the 10,000 

, acre park. Bridle paths, which are entirely 
Separate from the hiking trails, are also 
included in the plan, he added, 

It was a coincidence, Taylor related, 
that when the Birmingham Area Boy 
Scout Council decided to take on the 
project of marking trails in a state park as 
their Bicentennial project, he and Hard 
already had such a plan mapped out for 
Oak Mountain. 

Taylor explained that he and Hard 
first started working on the project about 
three years ago when some of their scouts 
wanted to earn the 50 mile hiking award. 
=*“We'd done some 20 mile hikes from 
Signal Point to Peavine Falls,’ he said,

«looked at maps and explored and marked 
) trails, Taylor remarked that although the 
, boys got a lot of good out of this, they 
‘were unable to get their final plan

devise a system of trails just within the 
park, Taylor said. He added that trails 
had been developing there in a 
hodgepodge manner. For three years the 
two leaders and their boys explored the 
park’s 10,000 acres until they were 
' finally satisfied they had a system of 
_ trails worked out that would meet the 

needs of everyone who came there. 

Taylor and Hard took their plan to 
park manager John Meredith who 
Suggested some minor revisions. When 
these were made, Taylor continued, 
Meredith took it to the State Department 
of Conservation in Montgomery where it 
was approved, Taylor was made the 
coordinator between the Boy Scout 
Council and the park. 

‘‘This is a marvelous wilderness 
area,” Taylor noted, “and by marking 
and opening these trails, the 
inexperienced hiker can see it and not get 
lost. He went on to say that there were

“We're hoping that conservation 
groups, garden clubs and other 
organizations will choose a trail and 
assume the responsibility for keeping it in 
shape,” Taylor commented. He added 
that there were always boys in some 
troop looking for a service project and 
this would be a ready-made opportunity 
for them. He noted that boys who 
worked as much as eight hours could earn 
the Horizon patch. 

Not only is the diverse terrain ideal 
for making trails, but the diversity of 
plant and animal life lends itself to the 
study of nature, Taylor remarked.

At Lay Dam, the power was picked up 
again Tuesday afternoon. The generating 
iplant had shut down its turbines in order 
to slow down the river current, in hopes 
‘of containing the oil spill. 

According to Hardison, two 
tepresentatives from the Alabama Water 
{mprovement Commission and an 
Environmental Protection Agency 
representative from Atlanta had visited 
ithe site of the spill. The representatives 
jtold Hardison that they were satisfied 
{with the clean up efforts.

about paving private driveways in the 

| city, she would not consider seeking 

{ office again. At that time she asked that 

j her comment be off the record. 


As councilwoman, she is in charge of 


_the city’s recreation program, one of the 
| most successful of the city’s activities. 

In announcing her intention, Mrs. 
Scruggs said, “My concern is for the 
' town. I wish more people would take an 
active interest in the town. Citizens 
' should be interested enough to elect 
people who will see that everyone is 
) treated fairly. People should not be 
* elected who use the double standard. The 
} people's unconcern is my concern.” 
| She became disillusioned after the 
‘council voted that Councilman Don 
{Beavers should resign, but uid not 
= its decision. Beavers did not 
iresign, and continued to attend every 
/ meeting. 
} Instead, other 
l payor resigned. New persons were 
appointed and Beavers continued. Mrs. 
Scruggs then raised legal questions about 
the right of three of the council members 
to serve. They resigned on April 26 this 
year. 

The issue arose over the use of city 

paving funds to pave Beavers’ private 
/ driveway, and that of another citizen. A

Mrs. Scruggs asked that Beavers show 
a receipt that he had paid for his paving 
privately, He has continued to refuse to 
present the receipt to the council. 

Minutes of the meeting of March 10, 
1975, show: Mayor R. G. Stephenson 
absent, Woodrow Foster absent. 
Temporary chairman, Joe Barnes. 

“Mrs. Scruggs moved that Beavers 
show his receipt or resign. Councilman 
Lyon, after asking Councilman Beavers if 
he would show a receipt for the paving of 
his driveway to the council, and 
Councilman Beavers declining, seconded 
the motion. 

Voting for: Lyon and Scruggs. Not 
voting: Beavers. Temporary Chairman 
Barnes declared the motion carried. 


Beavers left the meeting. Joe Barnes then 


instructed the clerk to notify Beavers of 
the council’s motion by letter.” 

In the current problem of bringing 
the number of council members back up 
to a quorum, Mrs. Scruggs quotes the 
Code of Alabama, Title 41, Section 177, 
which reads: “Where there are so many 
vacancies on the council that a quorum 
cannot be assembled then the governor 
must fill them by appointment.” 

The governor has appointed one, and 
she feels he should also name the other 
two, according to law. 

City records show that Councilman 
Beavers and Charles Dillard were. each 
paid for attending council meetings in 
May, but Mrs. Scruggs says that she went 
to the city hall on the meeting days, and 
no meetings were held. 

Councilmen in Wilsonville are paid 
$10 for each meeting. 

New elections will be held on August 
10 this year, with the new term to begin 
in October. 

Mrs. Scruggs says she will see her 
term through, but will not consider being 
a candidate again. She and her husband 
own and operate a retail carpet business 
in Wilsonville. 


Commission OKs 
Glasgow expenses 


The County Commission voted the 
$500 necessary for Shelby County Chief 
Deputy Sheriff James Glasgow to attend 
an 11-weeks’ FBI school, when the 
Commission met on Monday. 

Glasgow’s salary will continue and 
the $500 will cover incidentals. He will 
leave for the school at Quantico, Va. later 
this summer. 

Mrs, Juanita Gardner of Calera, new 
head of the county Council on Aging, 
asked the commission to approve an 
interim budget to cover the council most 
of which is funded by the Birmingham 
Regional Planning Commission, the 
County Commission gave tentative 
approval, 

Mrs. Gardner said she hopes to move 
the Calera program to the city recreation 
building from the armory. 

Civil Defense Director Don Hughes 
asked the Commission to consider buying 
a quonset hut which he has located at a 
Georgia military base for $25. Costs of 
moving it to Shelby County were 
estimated at somewhat under $1,000. 

The building could be erected on 
county property and used to store the 
Civil Defense hospital, which is now 
stored in three locations. Hughes said the 
hospital would take up about a third of 
the space, and the remainder cou Id be 
used for other county storage. 

In other business, the Commission 
voted to replace a hood over the stove in 
the jail kitchen; approved hiring of a new 
person in the tax assessor’s office; 
discussed whether overtime could be 
made up in compensatory time; and 
decided to investigate a request from the 
Spring Creek Water Authority for damage 
to its water line. 

A recent grand jury noted that only 
one man is on duty in the jail at night, 
and asked if a person hired under the 
SEATA program could be allowed to 
assist. Commission Chairman Fowler 
suggested that the sheriff look for persons 
who might meet his qualifications. There 
are now four matrons and three jailers on 
the payroll.

A public hearing to which the public 
is invited is scheduled for tonight, 
Thursday, June 24. Subject of the 
meeting will be three bills now being 
considered for introduction in the state 
legislature by Representative Sonny 
Moore. 

One bill deals with the work release 
project for county prisoners; another is 
the judges’ retirement bill, and another is 
an amendment to the Personnel Act of 
1965.

Vandiver PO closing 
prompts federal suit

Vandiver citizen Marion Watson filed 
a suit last week in federal court in an 
effort to prevent the closing of the 
Vandiver post office. 

In response to Watson’s suit, Judge 
Roy Guin issued a restraining order last 
Thursday. The order decrees that the 
Vandiver post office will stay open and 
will operate as normal until after a 
hearing, which is set for July 13 in 
Birmingham. 

Watson, who has the backing of the 
Vandiver population, has retained John 
E. Grenier as his attorney. Grenier was 
the attorney who aided in preventing the 
closing of the Mountain Brook post 
office. According to Watson, the 
Vandiver situation is similar to that of 
Mountain Brook. 

The defendants listed in the suit are 
the United States Postal Service; 
Benjamin F, Bailar, Postmaster General of 
the United States; and Charles B. Moore, 
Chief of the Birmingham Section of the 
United States Postal Service. 

According to Moore, the Postmaster 
General informed him some time ago that 
it was necessary to cut postal costs by 
$20,000,000 in the southern region. 
Moore pointed out that the Vandiver 
station operates at a substantial deficit 
and ‘that the primary reason for closing 
the post office was for economy. The 
Vandiver post office could continue to 


operate, said Moore, if it could be 
operated without losing money. 
The plaintiff, Watson, says that 


closing the Vandiver station violates the 
provisions of S101(b) of the Postal 
Reorganization Act. The provision states 
that a post office cannot be closed just 
because it is operating on a deficit 
budget. 

A public meeting was held on June 
15 at the Vandiver Church of God. The 
meeting was to discuss the post office 
closing and many concerned citizens were 
in attendance, according to Watson. State 
representative Sonny Moore has pledged 
his support of the Vandiver citizens, as 
has Sheriff C. P. “Red” Walker, said 
Watson. 

Watson feels that if the Vandiver 
post office is shut down, then the postal 
service will begin to close all of the small 
post offices resulting in great 
inconvenience to the public. 

One of the possible solutions to the 
problem, said Moore, would be to close 
the current post office, and to open a 
Commtnity Post Office in an already 
existing Vandiver establishment. 

According to Mrs. Evelyn Stracener, 
a Vandiver citizen, the idea of the 
Community Post Office is not feasible. 

“It’s been my view that the 
Community Post Offices don’t last,” said 
Mrs. Stracener. “The federal government 
grants you a one-year lease to operate, 
and then won't renew it in a year. Then, 
if that happened, Vandiver would be left 
without any post office at all.” 

If the post office in Vandiver closes, 
the mail will be delivered out of Sterrett. 
The rural carrier who services Sterrett 
passes in front of the current Vandiver 


post office. 
— Marjorie Brasher was the post 


master at the Vandiver post office until 
she was reassigned te Chelsea. She began 


working at the Chelsea office last 
Monday. Her daughter, Mrs. Gail Dutton, 
is the chief officer in charge of the

The Shelby County Reappraisal 
Program continues to move forward. The 
latest information we have been able to 
garner came through a conversation with 
Mike Worley under whose supervision 
much of this complicated program is

The Jacobs Co,, Inc. has been 
receiving property ownership maps from 
California Aero-Topo, Inc. for the past 
three weeks. Thus far, forty-nine of an 
estimated total of 650 maps have been 
received. 

The flow of maps has been relatively 
consistent, and a detailed check has 
revealed that they are of 4 very high 
quality, The mapping company has 
informed Jacobs that they are working a 
double shift 10 insure that map delivery 
will accelerate to a satisfactory level. 

As the maps are received, property 
values will be finalized, and the 
information will be turned over 
systematically to Shelby County for 
programming in the Data Processing 
Department, The county hopes to adopt 
a computer assisted maintenance system 
whereby appraisals can be kept current 
in the future.

(Editor’s note: This is the 
first in a series of articles on 
volunteer fire fighting, the 
only type of fire protection 
available to residents of 
Shelby County 
municipalities. This week's 
article deals with the Pelham 
fire department.)

“The damn line won’t reach!” a 
Pelham fireman shouted, the anguish and 
frustration he felt apparent in his voice. 

He tugged at the too-short hose while 
some yards beyond stood a burning 
building which was later to be lost to the 
unquenched flames engulfing it. 

The destruction of Camper City 
brought in its wake both praise for the 


efforts of the firemen and criticism of the - 


Pelham department's limitations. 
Some charges growing out of the fire 
were that: 
1. The nearest fire hydrants were turned 
off when firemen arrived. 


2, Only a few volunteers had reached the 
scene when the engine arrived. 

3. Not all available volunteers were 
called. 

4. The wrong approach was used in 
fighting the blaze. 

5. Training of volunteers is inadequate. 

6. Available equipment is not adequate 
to the city’s needs. 


Some residents have wondered 
openly why the city, which appears to be 
on sound financial footing, does not have 
at least a few paid firemen. With the 
population nearing 5,000 and an ever - 
increasing number of businesses moving 
into the area, Pelham’s fire protection is 
sadly lacking, they claim. 

The fire department is a completely 
volunteer arrangement and O, C. Ray, 
who has served as its chief for several 
years, spends much of his spare time 
tending to fire department business. 
Assistant fire chief is Kenneth Seales and 
City Councilman Buddy Carter serves as. 
fire commissioner. 

Large equipment belonging to the 
department includes a 1966 fire engine 
which, on some occasions, has been out 
of service due to mechanical problems, a 
generator and a utility truck “purchased” 
for $1 from the Water Department. The 
utility truck is presently being overhauled 
for use by the fire department. 

Realizing that one engine was 
inadequate for the city’s needs, Mayor 
Paul L. Yeager and city councilmen 
agreed more than two years ago that 
another should be purchased.. 

Specifications were drawn up by a 
sales representative who later submitted a 
bid on the truck, but because of a 
reported dispute over the matter, bids 
received were discarded and city officials 
announced that new “specs” would be 
worked up. 

After several months had passed, the 
idea was revived and new specifications 
drawn up. A long-time employee of the 
Birmingham Fire Department was 
consulted on the type of engine which 
would best serve the city’s needs and his 
recommendations was that a gasoline 
powered truck would be better for use in 
a smaller community than a diesel engine. 

Getting together on the type of truck 
they wanted, took city officials 
considerable time and discussion plus 
voting at two different meetings. Then- 
fire commissioner Allen Wilson opposed 
the engine approved on a 4 to | vote ata

Volunteer firemen, pro-con 


regular council session, so a special 
meeting was called to allow further 
discussion. 

Ray, who for a while had held out 
for a diesel engine, also wanted one with 
a cab large enough to accommodate six 
firemen and Wilson had backed him in his 
desires. 

However, specifications which other 
councilmen felt would serve the city’s 
needs were again approved on a 4 - I vote 
and bids were finally sought on the rig 
which city officials had started discussing 
in 1974. Delivery of the new engine is 
expected in December 1976. 

Pelham firemen are presently called 
to fires by the police department’s radio 
dispatcher, who must telephone them one 
by one. An alerting system which would 
summon the volunteers simultaneously 
has been discussed off and on for over a 
year and Ray revealed recently that such 
a system has been ordered and should be 
put to use very soon 

The chief was asked about reports 
that fire hydrants in the area were turned 
off when firemen responded to the call at 
Camper City. This is true, he said. 
Employees of the city’s water department 
are in the habit of turning off leaking 
hydrants until they can be fixed. 

Concern has also been expressed 
because many fireplugs have, through the 
years, become submerged in dirt or 
cement. New ones have now been 
purchased, Ray said, and street 
department employees are to install them 
soon. 

Although Ray claims to have 
between 12 and 15 men whom he 
considers active firefighters, reports given 
monthly at city council meetings indicate 
that the number showing up at fires is 
seldom over three or four. One reason, of 
course, is that some of them work in 
other areas and are not available on 
weekdays. 

The possibility of the city’s hiring 
some firemen under a federal program 
designed to create jobs has been suggested 
to Ray, but apparently neither he nor 
city officials have pursued the idea. 

It goes without saying that an all 
volunteer fire department is going to have 
many limitations. Despite this fact, the 
question might be asked, why does 
Pelham’s situation seem to fall short of 
those in some other areas? Is it lack of 
leadership? Public apathy? Is there a 
better way? 

Officials in at least two Shelby 
County municipalities, Alabaster and 
Montevallo, think their fire departments 
do function well for volunteer outfits. 
How they do it will be explored later in 
this Reporter series.

The focus of the first meeting of the 
recently organized Shelby County unit of 
the Alabama Diabetic Association will be 
membership. According to Harry F. 
Vincent, Executive Director of the 
Alabama Diabetic Association who 
helped organize the new unit, about 5% 
of the population is usually diabetic. This 
would mean that in Shelby County there 
are some 2,500 people suffering from the 
disease, some of whom are not aware of 
it. 

One of the reasons for forming a 
diabetes unit, Vincent said, was to make 
people aware of the disease and its 
symptoms. “When you become a strong 
unit,” he said, “you have a detection 
drive and try to find those in the early 
stages who aren’t aware they have the 
disease.” 

The first meeting of the new 
organization has been set for July 8 at the 
Shelby County Library beginning at 2 
p.m. The group will meet the first 
Thursday of the month thereafter to hear 
informative speakers or view films on the 
latest developments concerning diabetes. 

Vincent spoke on complications of 
the disease at the fifth and final session of 
a diabetes workshop which was sponsored 
by the Cooperative Extension Service, 
UAB, and the Alabama Department of 
Public Health. 

Over forty people attended most of 
the sessions which were held in the 
auditorium of the Farm Bureau Building 
in Columbiana. 

The purpose of the workshop, 
explained Marian Cotney, Associate 
County Extension Chairman, was to 
inform diabetics and those caring for 
, them, of the effects the disease has on the 
body and how to cope with the problem 
of diet. 

The first lesson on May 13, Miss 
Cotney related, was given by a registered 
nurse. The following three were taught by 
Mrs. Anna Louise Kown, a registered 
dietician from the Cooperative Extension 
Service at Auburn. 

Vincent told participants in the 
workshop that the Alabama Diabetes 
Association not only keeps patients 
informed, but also tries to make sure that 
all the physicians in the state have all the 
latest information on the disease. 

“You never stop learning about this 
disease,” he continued. “I’ve been a 
diabetic 27 years and I still learn 
something new every week.” 

Pointing out that the Shelby County 
unit would be an affiliate of the Alabama 
Diabetes Association, Vincent said that

L-shaped swimming pool capable of 
handling the 25 yard and 25 meter 
swimming events. 

Sailboating is planned for lakes 
located on the golf course, 

When completed the golf clubhouse 
will occupy 30,000 square feet including 
6,000 square feet for parking golf carts. 

The golf course itself was designed 
by Joe Lee and includes 83 sand traps 
with bunkers guarding each green. 

The 6,591 yard course was designed 
to afford golfers a view of each shot from 
tee to green. 

This reporter was given an escorted 
tour of the course last week and here’s 
what our notebook reveals: 

As we begin our tour it is evident the 
course was laid out to provide the golfer a 
magnificent view of the rolling 
country-side . 

The first hole is a 375 yard, par four. 
This hole displays the course’s biggest 
green with a 19 acre lake behind it. The 
second of the course’s eighteen holes is a 
516 yard par five. The Cahaba River runs 
paralell to the fairway on the left. The 
green has six hungry sand traps standing 
guard. 


Hole number three is a 157 yard par 
3. Number three has a very small green 
which poses this situation: If the golfer 
hits his ball a little too far to the left its 
good-bye golfball and “Hello” Cahaba 
River. If the player is lucky enough to 
miss the river he or she will most likely 
wind up in one of the three sand traps 
that hug the green. 


The fourth hole will scare the average 
golfer to death as the tee is encased in a 
chute that overlooks the Cahaba River. In 
order to make it over the river one must 
send the ball approximately 100 yards to 
the fairway. Jim Martin, Director of Golf 
at Riverchase, thinks the fourth will be 
the ‘Most talked about hole” at 
Riverchase because it presents such an 
obstacle. The hole is a 362 yard par 4. 

The fifth hole was converted from an

abandoned strip mine into a 210 yard par 
three. 
The cart path that travels from the 


‘fifth green to the sixth tee provides a 


glimpse into the past. The path was an 
old Louisville and Nashville Railroad 
track that ran through the hills and 
valleys of the now Riverchase area. To 
preserve the atmosphere of the cut 
through the hills the constructors of the 
course left the path and ran a cart trail on 
the same spot the rails occupied. 

The sixth hole was once a strip mine, 
also and is a 210 yard par 3. The green has 
an open front but is flanked by bunkers 
on the right and left. 

The seventh hole gives the golfer 
seven sand traps. Two straddle the green. 
The seventh is a 282 yard par four. 

There is a highly elevated tee on the 
eighth hole with a left dog leg. It’s a 521 
yard par five. 

The ninth hole gives the golfer 
something to think about. The fairway 
has a slight slope to the left with a lake to 
greet the ball. If the golfer makes it past 
the lake there is more to come. The green 
is somewhat of a peninsula with sand in 
front of it and a lake to its left and back, 
The ninth is a 403 yard par four. 

The tenth hole is not as tough as 
some of the others but it’s not one to be 
taken lightly. For the slice golfer there’s 
water on the right. The green has an open 
front but like all the holes at Riverchase 
there are bunkers to the right and left. 

Number eleven has plenty of hills for 
the up and down golfer. Four sand traps 
circle the green. The eleventh hole is a 
466 yard par five. 

The twelfth hole is a quaint par three 
that stretches 157 yards to the green 
which is held prisoner by four bunkers. 

The thirteenth came straight from an

artist’s painting. The 399 yards par four 
has two sand traps to capture any stray 
ball. The green has a backdrop of pine 
trees that makes the setting something to 
stand and gaze at. 

Holes fourteen and fifteen are not 
too difficult to the average golfer. 
Number fourteen is a 403 yard par four 
and number fifteen is a 197 yard par 
three. 

The next hole is one of the favorites 
at Riverchase. The sixteenth has a light 
dog leg to the right. The hole is made 
expecially tough by a small green and 
four traps. 

The seventeenth eases up the torture 
by presenting a relatively simple hole. It 


has a large green that provides plenty of 


landing area for fairway shots. This hole 
is a 367 yard par four. 
The last and most spectacular hole 


see DICK ROPE 
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on the course is the panoramic 
eighteenth. The tee provides a view of 
Shades Mountain that is breath4taking. 
Martin considers this “a super golf hole”’. 
The final hole is a 450 yard par four. 

“This course is a throwback to the 
old school of design. It calls for an 
accurate geme with small greens and lots 
of bunkers. It should be rated as one of 
the top ten courses in the state. We’re 
very pleased,” concluded Martin, The 
course is so pleasing that the Charley 
Boswell Celebrity Classic will be held 
there next year. 

Riverchase also has a golf range area 
plus a practice putting green. 

At present there are 140 members of 
the Riverchase Country Club with an 
estimated 60 more expected to sign up by 
the end of the month, The club will be 
limited to 750 members.
